WITHTHE KAISER 


Russia Arrays Herself on the 
Side of Germany in New 
Grouping of the 
Powers, 


BLOW TO FRANCE AS ALLY. 


Nicholas Makes the Sensational 
Announcement at Dinner in 
Honor of the Emperor's 
Birthday, 


rays herself on the side of Germany in the 
new grouping of the powers made necessary 
by the Morocco crisis, The RUST TASER 
alliance is only a piece of paper. 

The sensational news that in future strug~ 
gles, diplomatic or other, Russia would con- 
sider her interests bound up with those of 
Germany rather than with those of France 
was made by the czar himself at a gala lunch- 
eon given at Tsarskoe-Selo today in honor 
of Emperor William's birthday. 


Words Carefully Weighed. 

Rising to his feet before a brilliant com- 
pany of Russian and German representa- 
tives to propose a toast to the German em- 
peror, Emperor Nicholas lifted his glass and 
said, slowly and distinctly, as if weighing 
every word: 

“I drink to the health of the emperor of. 
Germany and the king of Prussia, my broth- 
er and yery dear friend.” 


Czar’s Significant Words. 

The phrases chosen were significant enough 
in themselves, the emperor in previous years 
having proposed the health of the emperor- 
king without the qualifying expression of 
brotherhood and friendship, but turning to 
Herr von Schoen, the German ambassador, 
who was standing at his right, the emperor 
grasped him by the hand and is reported wo 
have said: 

“ Frére, c’est plus que allié.”" 
that’s more than ally.’’) 


Blow to French Alliance. 

The emperor’s choice of the word ally 
indicates that the defensive alliance with 
France is still considered binding, but un- 
doubtedly, as has been the gossip in diplo- 
matic circles here for some time, not a hair's 
breadth beyond the letter of the treaty pro- 
viding for common actiononiy in case France 
is not the aggressor, and there is no telling 
how soon it will be a tag ws pase into 
desuetude. 

The significance of thé 3 czar’ ‘ wores ts not 
misunderstood by any diplomat in St. Peters- 
burg. Without a dissent they are taken to 
mean that Russia and Germany are allies in 
the real sense of the word from this time 
forth. 

Effect May Be Startling. 

The effect on the general European situ- 
ation may be startling. 

The beginning of the Russo-Japanese war 
disturbed most seriously the equilibrium of 
the powers to the manifest disadvantage of 
Germany. During the earlier stages of that 
war England signed a treaty giving France 
a free hand in Morocco and secured the co- 
operation of Italy tothatend. Thus by one 
single stroke England not only weakened 
the Franco-Russian alliance but detached 
Italy from the dreibund. Germany was iso- 
lated, 

The kaiser’s efforts to extricate himself 
from his dangerous position of isolation 
nearly plunged England, France, and Ger- 
many into war.

Effect on Morocco Crisis. 

The effects of this new alliance—it can 
scarcely be called anything else even inthe 
absence of the announcement that a definite 
understanding has been reached—may give 
the conference in Algeciras an entirely new 
meaning. It may mean that Germany may 
strike a bolder note and be more insisten upon 
demands which France may not be inclined to 
grant. It may mean that Austria, embold- 
ened by Russia’s stand, may encourage@er- 


toward England and France. 


New Grouping of Powers. 

In the new grouping of the powers England 
may be put on one side. On the other side 
may be counted Germany, Russia, and Aus- 
tria. Italy would be inclined to go with 
France and England, for her interests in 
the Mediterranean would be more certainly 
assured; but with Austria upon her back 
Italy would show temerity indeed to brave 
Germany. 

The effect of the czar’s words will 
watched for at Algeciras. 

Scene of Momentous Utterance. 

The stage of the momentous utterance was 
the great dining hall of the Alexander or 
“Little” palace at Tsarskoe-Selo, where the 
governor has his, winter residence. The em- 
press and Grand Duke Michael were present 
at the luncheon, to which were invited be- 
sides all the members of the German em- 
bassy staff, Court Minister Fredericks, and 
many high dignitaries of the court, gen- 
erals, admirals, and all the Russian knights 
of the Germar Order of the Black Eagle, 
while the presence of Count de Witte, the 
premier, and the Count Lamsdorf, the for- 
eign minister, gave ministerial sanction to 
the significant utterance.

HITT TO LEAVE CONGRESS. 


Illinois’ Most Distinguished Rep- 
resentative to Retire. 


FAILING HEALTH THE REASON 


Recognized as One of Ablest Diplomats 
of the Country. 


Washington, D. C., Jan 27.—[{Special.}— 
Robert R. Hitt has decided to retire from 
congress. 

He will not be a candidate for re#lection 
from the Thirteenth Illinois district, and the 
delegation from that state will therefore lose 
its most distinguished member, because not 
even excepting Uncle Joe Cannon, Mr. riitt 
has reflected congressional glory upon the 
state of Illinois ever since he was elected 
to the Forty-eighth congress. 

Mr. Hitt retires from public life full of 
honors, and with the assurance that he could 
remain in congress as long as he desires, The 
condition of his health has been such for 
some time, however, that Mr. Hitt has yol- 
untarily announced that this will be his last 
term. 

Matter of General Regret. 

He telephoned to Taz CuicaGo TRIBUNE 
bureau tonight a positive declination to per- 
mit his name to be considered for renomina-~- 
tion. His declination has not yet become 
generally known among the Illinois people 
here, but it will surely be a matter of un- 
disguised regret. 

Mr. Hitt has not been well for a long time 
and there were periods when he was unable 
to be at the house, but In spite of increasing 
physical ailments he has attended to every 
duty and the work of the committee on for- 
eign affairs of the house of representatives, 
of which he has been chairman for ten years, 
' has never lagged. 

Should Mr. Hitt’s health improve he will 
almost certainly be given an important 
| diplomatic position, because it is generally

First Ward Again Practically 
‘Is “Wide Open” from the 


Downtown District to 
22d Street. 


NOISY BRAWL AT WING’S. 


In Other Notorious Places Bar 
Operates Till 8 O’Clock or 
Later with Apparently 
No Fearn 


The First ward lid is off. The Wabash 
avenue region and the levee in general from 
downtown to Twenty-second street is wide 
open. The 1 o'clock closing ordinance is be- 
ing fractured with impunity by the most no- 
torious resorts in the city. The police not 
only’ are closing their eyes to the violation 
of the law but are keeping aWay from the 
protected places, 

It requires only about a fortnight, some- 
times lees, after a newspaper exposure of 
rea] conditions in these resorts for the police 
to drift back into the constitutional condi- 
tion of blindness. Spasmodic periods of 
virtue follow regularly after publication of 
facta, but they are short lived. 


Police Deaf to Noisy Brawl. 

For example, but a short time ago, the po- 
lice declared, they had such places as Frank 
Wing’s at State and Twenty-second streets 
shut ught. The patrolman on the beat past 
Wing’s was so discreet yesterday morning 
that he did not hear at 2:30 o’clock the noise 
cf a free for all fight, which disturbed the 
district for a block around and in the course 
of which two men were beaten in the pres-, 
ence of two women by the bouncer and the 
waiters of the resort. 

At Wing's, Freiberg’s, Leopoid’s, the Otyar | 
pia, and Train's, for example, drinks. of all 
kinds were served long after 1o’clock. The 
Olympia was the only place which even_took 
the precaution to serve its customers in cups 
instead of glasses. Freiberg’s was running 
full blast at 8 o’clock and Wing’s at 2:45. 
The atmosphere all through the district was 
that of confidence. Neithér proprietors nor 
visitors feared interference and their at- 
titude evidently was warranted. 


“Guessing” at the Reason. oe 

The political connection between the wide 
open policy and the realignment of city hall 
forces was the subject of much gossip among 
the denizens of the locality, but they did 
not claim to have facts. They simply

As one wise onlooker expressed it, “It 
seems that Mayor Dunne has tipped the ket- 
tle a little and let the First ward lid fly up.”” 

When Mayor Dunne stood itn a First ward 
meeting during his campaign and gave words 
of praise to Ald. Kenna, he received a scor- 
ing for it which he afterwards estimated 
cost him 5,000 votes. But Ald. Kenna prom- 
ised to stand by the cause of municipal own- 
ership and the mayor thought it a good bar- — 
gain, as he had secured two aldermanic re- 
cruits to his standard. 


Aldermen Away; Lid Put On. 

Ald. Kenne was in Europe and Ald. Cough- 
lin in Colorado when the lid was first put on 
in the First ward. So none of the loudly 
expressed disgust at this proceedings 
reached the mayor’s ears in an official way. 
Ald Coughlin got home first and he said 
things, but the mayor regarded Ald. Kenna 
az his friend, bound to him by ties of grati- 
tude for that ante-election speech, and he 
did nothing. 

Ald. Coughlin revenged himself by voting 
against the mayor the first chance he got, 
explaining that he was as good a municipal. 
ownership man as any one, but he did not 
Hke the particular kind of municipal owner~ 
ship the mayor was handing out. Then Ald 
Kenna returned and Ald. Coughlin, as well 
ac a good part of the First ward, went to him 
and he went to the mayor. 


Mayor Reminds Kenna. 

The mayor told him that the lid must stay, 
He also reminded Ald. Kenna of the great 
good he had done for him by that First ward 
speech. Now, Ald. Kenna knew he could 
have been elected if the mayor had spoken 
against him, and to his way of looking at tt 
he had done the mayor more good by cme 
up a big democratic majority in the 
ward for him. 

But Ald. Kenna is a discreet and also gq 
wise man. He said nothing and went out. 
He talked to Ald. Coughlin, and on the next 
vote in the council both he and Coughl 
were found voting with the meyor. It loo 
as if the administration could keep the Md on. 
in the First ward and still have the support 
of its aldermen. 


Something Happens Election Day. 

Then came the fall election, and something, 
happened. One of the banner democratia. 
wards in the city went republican. Theonly, 
democratic candidate who made any show-" 
ing at all was Maj. Tolman, and he was @ 
Harrison man. Ald. Kenna and Al. Cough - 
lin had been seemingly active in the cam» 
paign for the ticket, but when the votes were 
counted there were no results. 

It looked bad for municipal ownershtp. 
What would happen to the cause if this sort 
of thing were to keep up? Ald. Kenna was 
called on by the mayor’s friends to explain. 
He was sorry, exceedingly sorry, but it counl@ 
not be helped. He had ddne his best, and he 
and his colleague were true friende of munic- 
ipal ownership as had been proven by their 
council votes. 

But he could not restrain his constituents. 
They were so outraged at the puritanical 
laws which had been revived to oppress them 
that they naturally took their first chance at 
revenge. What was worse, he was afraid 
they would keep it up. Of course, if the 
mayor insisted on holding down that H@ it 
coulé not be helped, but it was to be hoped 
for the sake of municipal ownership, in which 
they were all so deeply interested, it would 
be lifted now and then. 


Another Election Day Coming. 

In a little over a month there js to be an 
election in which the mayor is vitally tnter- 
ested. The whole cause of municipal owner- 
ship Is at stake. If he wins he has made good 
as far as he can his ante-election promisee. 
If he loses ft is all over with the cause of 
municipal ownership in Chicago. 

So the practical politicians are in no ways 
surprised that in wards where the mere foree 
of gravity is enough to keep the Hd in place 
it still remains. But that the hand that is 
necessary to retain it in other wards is grow- 
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tired is what they have been looking for from 
the first. ' 
Cloak for Small Grafters. 


Now the political exigencies, whi ace 
count in part for the removal of the “* lid,” 
have been made the cloak under which a 
lot of small grafters—entirely distinct’ from 
the aldermanic combination—have been hid- 
ing to levy blackmail from saloon and gam- 
biing house keepers. It has been intimated 
that certain police officials have had a hand 
in this work and that it has extended to cer- 
tain spots beyond the First ward. 

“Protection ’”’ is the promise made and 
sometimes the promiser has not even the 
smallest power to carry out his side of the 
bargain, At times, working under cover of 
the broader reason of politics, the contract 
is fulfilled for a time. 

But in the case of the aldermen of the 
First ward it is said to be strictly a politjcal 
bargain. 

In some places tribute is said to be levied 
on saloons in order to swell democratic cam- 
raign funds for coming aldermanic fights. 
Of course, in most, if not all, of these cases 
specific proof is lacking, but the general gos- 
sip in the levee points to these conditions 
precedent to the removal of the lid. 


Tour of the District. : 

Turning from this aspect of the political 
and other reasons for the general “ opening” 
conditions, the details of the trip made by re- 
porters for THE TRIBUNE yesterday morning 
show a condition that might be expected to 
follow the practical application of an open 

licy. ' 
rar As a. m. the hartender at Wing’s an- 

‘nounced that “ everything was running ”’ 
and the activity of the negro waiters who 

were serving all kinds of drinks at the crowd- 
ed tables corroborated his statement. Men 
and women continued to enter and leave the 
place and no attempt at secrecy was made 
by the keeper of the resort. 

It was nearing 2:30 o'clock when some- 
thing occurred in one of the upper rooms that 
soon caused the patrons to leave the place. 
The first intimation of trouble was received 
by the men and woynen at the tables when 
a scuffing was heard overhead. The screams 
of several women followed, and a moment 
later men, women, and “ bouncers ” rolled 
down the stairs in one mass of screaming and 
cursing humanity. : 

“©, save him! They are killjng my sweet- 
heart!’’ screamed a woman, who was trying 
to drag a man out of the struggling mass. 

Just then somebody’s arm struck her a 
blow full in the face, whether by chance or 

-{ntention could not be told. The woman fell 
to the floor, to be picked up by a negro 
waiter a moment later. The two men who 
were the objects of the wrath of the waiters 
and house employés wore evening dress. 
They struggled for some minutes, but soon 
were overpowered and carried out of the 
_place, their clothes anu faces covered with 
blood. The woman, who had been placed 
upon two chairs, recovered at this time, and 
ran screaming from the place, her light 
dress spattered with blog 

While the two men were being taken away 
in cabs the woman rushed about the street 
in search of a policeman, but her quest 
was in vain. No policeman could be found in 
the entire “‘ levee ’’ district. 

Open Upstairs at Leopold’s. , 

In the meantime the men and women who 
had occupied the tables in Wing’s decided 
that the place was too hot for comfort, and 
_, departed, having received word that 

pold’s was ready to welcome any and 
everybody. A crippled doorman in the rear 
of Leopold’s saloon, on the Twenty-first 
street side, informed the tardy arrivals—tt 
was then close to 3 o’clock—that the bar nad 
just closed, but that “it was all right ” up- 
stairs. <A short flight of stairs leads to the 
low ceilinged room above, where in truth 
“everything was moving.”’ 

The “ profeseor’’ pounded a jangling 
piano, a strong lunged singer was singing a 
popular song while he walked about the 
room carrying a basket to the drinkers whv 
#at about the tables, collecting contributions 

for the ‘‘ professor.”’. The waiters served all 
sorts of drinks and the women at the tables 
joined in the songs. A group of college stu- 
dents varied the music by giving college 

‘yells, and the noise could be heard a block 
away. 

Like Old Times at Freiberg’s. 

‘At Freiberg’s rejuvenated dance hall old 
days when the city was “ wide open ’’ were 
recalled by the freedom of the place. The 
waiters scorned such underhanded methods 
as serving drinks in teacups after 1 o'clock. 

“You can have whatever you want. We 
gre serving everything,”’ said one of the wait- 
ers when a young man spoke of leaving “ be- 
cause it was too late ‘to get a drink.” 

*“ We're not the only place open. You can 
get what you want almost any place,” the 
waiter explained further. : , 

The big electric sign, used to give the names 
of the ‘talent ’’ during the enforced period 

when the hall was a “ theater,’’ beamed forth 
upon the street at 3a. m., giving notice toany 
stray policeman or “‘ plain clothes ’’ man who 
might wander upon the street that the hall 
Was open in violation of the law. However, 
such a misfortune as the chance arrival of 
any representative of the police force did not 
mar the pleasure of the merrymakers and 
business continued uninterrupted. 

In the meantime parties of men and women, 
young and old, came and went. The arrival 
of a “slumming party” shortly after 1 
o'clock, in which was a young woman who 
evidently did not know the nature of the 
place, attracted passing interest of the blasé 
habitués of the place. The older women and 
men who madé up the party attempted to 
persuade the girl to drink a high ball, but 
when she had tasted it and found that it 
contained “ intoxicants "’ she refused to touch 
it and soon left the hall with one of her com- 
panions. 

Teacups Used at the Olympia. 

At the Olympia, 400 Wabash avenue, liquor 
was sold freely after 1 o'clock. Care was 
taken, however, not to violate the law too 
openly. Beer and whisky and other drinks 
of color were served in cups, but the whiter 
liquors, such as highballs and fizzes, were in 
giasses as usual. At 1:10 o’clock business 
was flourishing and no attempt was made to 
conceal the fact that drinks could be pur- 
chased freely. Young women were among 
the patrons. 

“ How: about it,” said one patron to a 
waiter at 1:08 o'clock, “‘ can I get a drink, or 
is it too late?’ 

“ The time makes no difference,’ responded 
the waiter, “ you can have anything to drink 
that you want.” 


Nearly Closed at Train’s.

| ALDERMEN DECIDE 
ON 85 CENT GAS, 


————e— 


Against the City to Be 
Wiped Out. 


UP TO-*THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Meagher and Sullivan Protest, 
but the Committee Vote Is 
Unanimous. 


By a unanimous vote the.council committee 
which has been considering gas rates decided 
yesterday on the-form of settlement which 
it will recommend to the city council tomor- 
row night. 

This settlement is based on a rate of 8 
cents per 1,000 feet for gas—a price which 
the companies protest is too low, and which 
Mayor Dunne declares is too high. That the 
companies will accept and enter into the five 
year agreement proposed is believed by the 
members of the committee. That the mayor 
will attack the settlement recommended is 
expected. 


Terms Offered by Committee. 


In addition to establishing an 85 cent rate 
the proposed settlement rrovides: 

That the People’s Gaslight and Coke company 
and the Ogden company shall be permitted to pur- 
chase gas from each other and from all other com- 
panies agd to lease the mains and plants of other 
companies. 

That the gas bill of the People’s company against 
the city for $1,400,000 shall be wiped off the books. 

That the city will abandon its claim for $200,000 
compensation for natural gas sold by the People’s 
company, but that in the future the company shall 
pay 5 per cent compensation on the gross sales of 
natural gas. 

That the Ogden company shall pay the city $117, - 
000 due under the compensation provision of its 
franchise. 

That the two companies shall be relieved of the 
compensation demanded on gross sales, which in 
the case of the People’s company has amounted 
to 3% per cent and in the case of the Ogden 10 
per cent. 

That the city shall drop the suit beguy under 
Harrison in 1903 for the forfeiture of the fran- 
chises of the two companies. 

The committee vote on this settlement after 
a long debate was unanimous, 11 to 0, Ald. 
Harkin, Schmidt, Ryan. Potter, Reinberg, 
O’Connell, Sitts, Dougherty, Raymer, Mo,y- 
nihan, and Badenoch being present. 

Companies Likely to Accept. 

By including in the proposed agreement a 
provision which will enable the companies 
to buy gas frem any other -company the 
aldermen made a concession which the com- 
panies themselves regard as highly impor- 
tant and which may be the cause of their 
accepting the settlement. 

A consolidation of the People’s and Ogden 
company is impossible under the terms of 
the trust deed underlying the bonds of the 
Ogden company, it was explained by Mr. Sul- 
livan, but a lease of the Ogden plant would 
be permitted by the terms of the proposed 
agreement, he said. 

The difference between 88 cent gas, as of- 
fered by the People’s company, and 85 cents, 
as decided on by the committee, represents 
about $860,000 to the gas company. The 
amount of the city’s annual gas billsis about 
$300,000. The city will stick for 85 cent gas 
and pay for street lighting. At the same 
time the bill for $1,400,000, which the Peo- 
pie’s company has held against the city for 
street lighting, is wiped from the books. 

Meagher and Sullivan Protest. 

During the debate Attorney Meagher, rep- 
resenting the People’s cumpany, and Roger 
Sullivan for the Ogden, pru*csted coniintally 
against the 85 cent rate, but the aldermen 
believe the protests were iargely “* formal,’ 
if not bluffs. Neither would say outright 
whether the proposition would be rejected 
or accepted. Mr. Meagher, who had proposed 
8S cents as a compromise) said he wou!d have 
to take up the matter with the dircctors of 
the company again. 

The committee will meet again tomorrow 
to consider a suggestion of Ald. O’Connell 
to require the companies to put in service 
pipes when strtets are paved, even if they 
be laid in front of vacant lots, the purpose 
teing to obviate the necessity of tearing up 
the pavement every time a new connection 
is made. At that time it is expected that 
the companies may indicate whether or not 
they will accept the 85 cent rate. 


Potter Starts the Debate. 

When the committee took up the subject 
again yesterday Ald. Potter led off with a 
discussion of the companies’ proposal] to 
make the rate 88 cents. 

“I have considered this suggestion care- 
fully,’’ he said, “‘and I do not see my way 
clear to change my belief that 85 cents should 
be the rate. The companies should meet the 
popular demand for the lowest possible rate 
by accepting the 85 cent proposition.”’ 

Ald. Raymer agreed with Mr. Potter that 88 
cents was not the rate which should be fixed. 
insisting on 85, but announced his willingness 
to vote for an amendment of the claims 
which the city alleges against the companies. 

“With a new settlement we should wipe 
out all accounts,”’ he said. 

Sarcasm from Gas Men. 


“ Yes,"’ remarked Roger Sullivan, “ but 
you are trying to wipe out what the city owes 
us with a whitewash brush.”’ 

“You mean with an ax,” interjected At- 
torney Meagher. ‘“ Every time a new sug- 
gestion is made it seems to mean that we give 
the city a million or two more.”’ 

*“* We are trying to adjust these matters to 
the best interest of the city,’’ Ald. Raymer 
replied. 

** But you won't look at both sides,” said 
Mr. Sullivan. 

“I think my safety lies in flight,”’ said Mr. 
Meagher, glancing towards the door. 

“You'd better,” advised Mr. Sullivan. 
“If you stay here much longer they’ll take 
your plant away from you.”

FIELD'S BROTHER 18 HERE 


ARRIVES IN CHICAGO AFTER HURB- 
RIED TRIP FROM ENGLAND. 


Relative of Late Merchant, Accompa- 
nied by Wife, Declares That Visit Is 
for Business Purposes—He Is Exe 
pected to Give Information Regard- 
ing Value of Foreign Properties— 
Private Office Opened for First Time 
Since Death of Head of Firm, 


Joseph N. Field, the only surviving brother 
of the late Marshall Field, arrived in Chicago 
yesterday after a hurried trip from his home 
in Manchester, England. Mr. Field, who was 
accompanied by his wife, started without 
delay on receiving the cable dispatch an- 
nouncing the death of his brother. The 
steamer Arabic was held ten minutes for 
them at Liverpool. 

Mr. and Mrs. Field arrived on the Penn- 
Sylvania limited at 9 o’clock, accompanied 
by their son, Stanley, of this city, who met 
them in New York. They were met at the 
station by Mrs. Stanley Field. 

Mr. Field, who is 74 years old, but looks 
and has a bearing of ten years younger, 
asked to be driven at once to the wholesale 
house of Marshall Field & Co. in Adams 
street. Entering with his son, he passed 
through the executive offices to the desk of 
John G. Shedd, vicapresident of the concern, 
and now the actual head of the business. 

With Mr. Shedd, the elder man, who has 
represented the company abroad for more 
than a generation, consulted for some time. 
Then he met Arthur B. Jones, one of the ex- 
ecutors ‘of his brother’s will, and James 
Simpson, the young general manager, to 
whom Mr. Field bequeathed $50,000. - 


First to Enter Private Office. 


**I should like to look into the old office 
once more,’’ said Mr. Field, after a talk with 
Mr. Jones. 

For the first time, then, since the millionaire 
merchant left his desk to go to New York, 
where his fatal illness developed, the doors 
of the private office were rolled back. The 
aged brother approached the closed desk, 
which stands in the center of the office, and 
for a few moments remained silently gazing 
down uponit. Then he turned away, touch- 
ing his handkerchief to his eyes. 

In the afternoon Mr. Field was shown 
through the new building of the retail house, 
rapidly nearing completion in Wabash ave- 
nue. Later there was a protracted confer- 
ence with Mr. Shedd and department heads 
on matters pertaining to the continuation of 
the business under the administration of the 
trustees. Chauncey Keep and Mr, Jones, the 
executors, attended this meeting. 


Seys He Is Here on Business. 

“I do not know how long I shall be in this 
country,’’ Mr. Field said. ‘‘ lam here purely 
on business pertaining to the firm.” 

He declined to discuss matters concern- 
ing the estate left by his brother. He, how- 
ever, is expected to furnish valuable infor-

Circuit Clerk Talks Briefly 
About Charges of Dishon- 
esty in Office. 


LITTLE DEFENSE IS MADE. 


Examination of Books and Rec- 
ords by County Board Be-

John A. Linn broke his long silence yester- 
day. For the first time since he was ac- 
cused of pay roll stuffing and stealing fees 
as clerk of the Superior court previous to 
December, 1904, he talked briefly of the case. 
He made no attempt to defend himself 
egainst the charges. . 

One thing Mr. Linn made plain. He said 
he not only was willing but anxious for an 
immediate investigation of his present office 
of clerk of the Circuit court. He said he and 
all the employés of his office would assist 
the county board committee in every way 
during the investigation, which will begin 
tomorrow. 

County Board Must Act. 

The judges of the Superior and Circuit 
courts held meetings and decided that the 
law required the county board to investigate 
the pay rolls, fee records, and other accounts 
of county officers. Letters were sent to the 
Citizens’ association in which the judges 
declined to investigate the offices of the 
clerks of the Superior and Circuit courts. It 
said that the law did not give them that 
power. This was in reply toa communica- 
tion from the reform body urging them to 
investigate. 

President Brundage of the county board 
sent an official communication to Patrick J. 
Cahill, clerk of the Probate court, asking him 
to issue inetructions to his employés against 
serving as appraisers, administrators, guar- 
dians, and scliciting advertising. 

Charles W. Vail, clerk of the Superior court, 
sent a ietter to the judges and also to the 
county graft hunting committee, asking for 
an immediate investigation of his office. He 
is anxious for the investigators to inquire 
particularly into the system of paying jurors 
in the Superior court. He says there is no 
chance for graft under the present system 
of paying the jurors. 


Linn to Aid in the Inquiry. 

“TI am glad they are going to investigate 
the office,”” said Circuit Court Clerk Linn. 
““T and all the employés will give the com- 
mittee every assistance. I am anxiows for 
an investigation. Nothing will be found that 
is wrong. I will furnish the committee a list 
of my employés. Every one of them will be 
found working.” 

“ How about the administration of your 
predecessor in office, John A. Cooke, who has 
been accused of keeping political workers on 
the pay roll who did not work, among them 
Mark Solomon and James Ambrose?’ 

“T don’t know anything about that,”’ Mr. 
Linn answered. “‘ Solomon and Antvrose are 
employed here at present. They are good 
clerks. They are working every day.” 

“It is said. Mr. Linn, that your son Roger 
is on your pay roll now and does no work.” 

“That is not right,’’ was the quick reply. 
“He is bookkeeper and performs all the 
duties of that office.”’ 

Except in one particular Mr. Linu would 
not discuss the charges against him which 
have resulted in the preparation of indict- 
ments against him by the grandjury. These 
indictments will be presented to the jury on 
Tuesday. 


‘See My Lawyer,” He Suggests. 

“You will have to see my lawyer; Mr. Ro- 
senthal, about that,’’ he said. 

“ What about the charge that you abstract- 
ed fee money from the envelopes containing 
the daily receipts and then made a false re- 
turn to the county controller.”’ 

“TY can’t.discuss that,”’ replied Mr. Linn, 
nervously. “You'll have to see my attorney.” 

‘‘TIs it true that you took with you, when 
you left the office of clerk of the Superior 
court, the books and records for which the 
state’s attorney now is looking?” 

‘*T did not,’’ was the earnest answer. ‘I 
left the office in December, 1904, empty hand- 
ed. I have not been back since.”’ 

Mr. Linn was then told that his former 
eashier, Frank J. Chasier, employed in the 
same capacity under his successor in office, 


+ Mr. Vail, had informed the grand jury that 


he had taken the Linn records from the vault 
and turned them over to him. 

“¥ don't know anything about that,”’ Mr. 
Linn replied. “‘ What would I want the rec- 
ords for?’’ 

Instructions to Clerk Cahill. 

President Brundage’s communication to 
Clerk Cahill said: 

Since the appointment of the committee to in- 
vestigate county offices, I have received a number 
of complaints from lawyers and others about the 
practice of clerks in your office serving as ap- 
praisers, administrators, guardians, amd soliciting 
advertising. 

It is my opinion that this practice should be 
strictly abolished and no county employé shou:d 
act in such capacity. If your views correspond 
with mine om the subject, I wish you would kindly 
see that positive instructions are issued to prevent 
a continuance of this custom. 

A letter received by Mr. Brundage and the 
investigating committee from D. M. Mickey 
was a commentary on the abuses that occur 
under the practices referred to. It said in 
part: 

John Farro died, leaving three children. Their 
cottage and four lots were mortgaged for one-tenth 
their value. The children came to me for help. 
This was all the property they had. Suit was com- 
menced to foreclose the mortgtge. I wemt to the 
Probate court and had an administrator appointed 
for the purpose of securing a loan. Neither the 
administrator nor myself received amything. Not 
@ cent came into the hands of the administrator. 
We failed to get a loan and the property was lost. 
When the administrator secured letters three clerks 
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gratified with the successof the affair, 
and many have already signed for space 
for the 1907 show.

MYSTERY OF INDIANA MISER 
SOLVED BY FINDING BODY. 


Recluse Thompson Evidently Shot Him- 
self, Falling on Funeral Pyre He Had 
Built and Lighted. 


The mystery surrounding the disappear- 
ance, two months ago, of Thompson, the 
Lake Station (Ind.) recluse was solved lest 
night by the finding of. his half cremated 
body in the ruins of his barn, which was de- 
stroyed by fire and explosion last Saturday. 

John Gillard of Hobart, Ind., went to the 
ecene of the fire, and while kicking away 
some rubbish fell on an obstruction which 
afterwards proved to be a human foot. Be- 
neath the débris were found the remains of 
the miser. 

Coroner Hoskins found a bullet hole in the 
head. Beside the body was found a rifle, to 
whose trigger was rigged a wire which 
would enable the holder to discharge the 
weapon into his own body. It was evident 
that Thompson had set fire to the barn and 
then shot himself, falling om the pyre he had 
built to cremate himself. 

Thompson’s home was owned by Helen 
Friteche of Hobart. He never paid any rent 
and the landlady notified her agent some 
time ago to oust him. The agent notified 
Thompson, and the recluse threatened to 
kill any one who came to the place. One day 
two months ago Marshal J. Buse of Hobart 
and Deputy A. Wild went to serve a writ. 
Everything seemed lifeless about the place. 
They went around to a side window and 
clambered cautiously inside. Piles of dyna- 
mite with electrical attachments to the doors 
met their gaze. Had any one entered by the 
door he would have been blown to atoms. 
The same conditions existed in the barn. 

Rivers and lakes im the vicinity were 
dragged and the woods searched in the hope 
of finding Thompson's body, but in vain. 
The mystery was almost forgotten till the 
fire and blowing up of the barn last Saturday.

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SOME INSURANCE COMPANIES 
NOT IN CAMPAIGN FUNDS. 


Tennessee Commissioner Issues State- 
ment Correcting Erroneous Implica- 
tion of Certain Concernsin Scandal. 


New York, Jan. 27.—Insurance Commission- 
er R. E. Folk of Tennesse, who has been 
in New York for the last week conferring 
with the New York insurence committee, is- 
sued a statement tonight relative to a news- 
paper dispatch from Nashville, Tenn., in 
which a number of insurance companies were 
erroneously mentioned in connection with 
contributions to political campaign funds. 
The companies named in error, said Mr. Folk, 
were the Germania Life, the Massachusetts 
Mutual Life, the Mutual Benefit of Newark, 
N. J., the Northwestern Mutual Life of Mil- 
waukee, the United States Life, and the 
Union Central Life. 

Commissioner Folk said the companies 
which had admitted contributing to campaign 
funds were as follows: 

The Mutual Life of New York, an aggre- 
gate of $90,000 to the republican national 
campaign committee for the campaign of 18096 
and 1900 and 1904, and $2,500 in 1904 to the 
republican congressional committee; the Pru- 
dential, $26,000 to the republican committee 
for the last three national campaigns; the 
Penn Mutual, $10,000 in 1896; the Metropol- 
itan, $7,500; the Avtna, $1,500 in the three 
campaigns; and the Provident Savings, $500 
in 1900, ali to the republican national cam- 
paign committee. The Home Life admitted 
a contribution of $1,000 in 1896 for the dis- 
tribution of literature in defense of the gold 
me with reference to politigal contributions,”’ 
Commissioner Folk said,/“ it ts the ruling 
of the insurance departm@t of the state of 
Tennessee that prompt and effective steps 
be taken to secure the restitution of the 
funds thus illegally diverted from the treas- 
uries of the companies by the officers respon- 
sible for this diversion of funds. To thie 
effect I wrote on Jan. 17 to the several com- 
panies affected, notifying them that it is es- 
sential for them that they comply with this 
ruling and put themselves within the law.

Women Graduates Are Better Quali- 
fied for Wifehood. 


Northampton, Mass., Jan. 27.—{Special.]— 
In his annual report President Seelye of 
Smith college, after noting the high standard 
of health and the fact that the largest num- 
ber of invalids is in the entering class, says: 

“To determine how marriages and births 
are affected by a collegiate education there 
ehould be an extensive comparison between 
collegiate and noncollegiate women in corre- 
sponding social and physical conditions. 

“Due credit should also be given to the 
abundant testimony that a majority of wom- 
cn improve physically, as well as mentally, 
during their college course. 

‘Their graduates are better qualified for 
wifehood and motherhood. They are as 
ready to wed as other women when the 
right man wooes them, but many causes now 
lead men in active life to postpone marriage, 
and the longer it is postponed the less in- 
clined they are to assume its responsibili- 
ties. 

“Women cannot take the initiative and 
geek a husband. Daughters in this country 
at least are no longer contracted in marriage 
by their parents. 

‘“* Marriages of convenience are not made 
es often by college graduates, for they do 
not feel obliged to marry in order to escape 
poverty or dependence. There are fewer di- 
yorces among them.”’

ted to go out in the world and make a decent 
livelihood. Instead the school simply fur- 
nishea the Evanston housewives with cheap 
servants. The children are employed 4s ser- 
vants in Bvanston from 7 o'clock in the morn-

ing untii 8 in the evening in many cases, 
They have no time for play or recreation. 
education is neglected. Something 
must be done.,’”’ 

It was the Evanston Industrial senhool that 
placed the Klotow girl in the home of Dr. 
Hart, in Rogers Park. Mrs. George W. 
Plummer attacked the system of “ farming 
out” children in vogue at the home. 

‘The little dependents are simply farmed 
out, and after that there is not proper su- 
pervision over them,” she said. “ The visita- 
tion is inadequate. Nobody knows how the 
children are cared for.’’ 


Wants Records of Servants. 


At the forenoon meeting of the Cook 
County League of Women’s Clubs Mre. Ray~- 
mond Robins urged the establishment in all 
clubs of registers in which the names of 
household servants should be put down, to- 
gether with the records. She said this would 
go a long way in the direction of solving the 
servant girl problem. 

“I would also urge the establishment of a 
home where the servants out of work could 
be housed for periods of from twenty-four 
hours to a week,’ she added. ‘*‘ Housewives 


in need of servants could apply at this home.”’

Dr. A. C. Cotton Tells Chicago Medical 
Society Old Customs Aid in Dissem- 
ination of Germe. 


“ «A Square Deal for the Baby,” as defined 
by Dr. A. C. Cotton, before the Chicago Med- 
ical society last evening, included the aboli- 
tion of kisses, the mother’s favorite bone 
“soother,” the rubber nipple, and many 
other time honored institutions, Permitting 
all the children of the family to cut their teeth 
on the same gold watch, ig.a most dangerous 
custom, he said. 

“Many mothers point with pride to the 
fact that all of their children cut their teeth 
on their gold watch, a wedding present,”’ 
said Dr. Cotton. ‘“‘ This same watch makes 
the most comfortable and convenient roosting 
place for all sorta of germs that may be com- 
municated from one mouth toe another, thus 
disseminating diseases. 

“The mother who thought ‘her baby 
looked so contented’ when it wassucking its 
thumbs, so taught and encouraged it to do 
so, did not know she was deforming the little 
one’s jaws so that when it grew to man 
or womanhood it could not close its teeth 
properly.” 

Dr. Cotton also explained how breathing 
through the mouth destroyed the ability to 
breath through the nose, and at last made 
the child mentally weak, and told of the 
danger of lack of fresh air and poor ventila- 
tion of the home. The meeting was held in 
the public Hbrary building.

School Board Will: Abandon 
Suits for Money Collected 
by the Federation. 


IN INTEREST OF HARMONY 


Trustees Willing to Pay Great 
Sam to Drive Discord 
from System. 


At ites next meeting the Chicago board of 
education will surrender its claim to the

The case is pending {n the Appellate court, 
and im the event of an opinion favorable to 
the board’s contention, the trustees will enter 
a motion to order the decision set aside. 
After the hard struggle in the courts of Cook 
county the board members have decided to 
hand the palm of victory to the teachers 
vas the sake of harmony in the school sys- 

em. 

School trustees declared their willingness 
yesterday to pay this enormous price for the 
harmony which has not existed since the 
teachers carried their claims into the courts 
early in 1900. A poll of the board members 
taken during the day showed that the con- 
verts'to President Tilden’s well known har- 
mony policy are sufficient in number te 
control the vote of the school board Wednees- 
day night. 


Admit Fight Is Ended. 


It was frankly admitted ,even by the men 
who for six years vigorously have opposed 
the teachers’ claims, that the long and bitter 
fight would be brought to an end this week. 
Several days ago the teachers petitioned 
the board to take this action and thus heal 
the old sores. The board will grant their 
petition, . 

The $122,000 tied up in the courts will be 
divided pro rata among all the school em- 
ployés who are regularly paid out of the 
educational fund who suffered a cut in sal- 
ary in the year 1899. In the event of the 
death of any of the teachers affected by the 
cut during the intervening period the amount 
due them will be paid to their rightful heirs. 

Early in 1890 the salary schedule for ali 
elementary teachers was advanced. A few 
months later it was found that the increase 
granted could not be maintained and not 
only were the teachers returned to the ol4 


schedule but a portion of yence which, 
withdrawn. 


they should have recelved was 
Fight for Corporation Tax. 

Then began the famous tax fight waged 
against the tax dodging corporations under 
the leadership of Miss Haley and Miss Gog- 
gin. The teachers won a great victory, and 
in 1900 these corporations paid into the public 
treasury $600,000 In taxes. A like sum has 
been collected every year since 1900. 

Of the $600,000 collected through the ef- 
forte of the teachers §240,000 was the share 
set apart for educational purposes under the 
law governing the division of thetaxes. The 
teachers at onoe set up a claim for this sum. 
The board contended it had the right to use 
the money for repairs to buildings or any 
other purpose it saw fit. 

Miss Goggin, acting for the pe pea 
teachers, at once went into the courts 
secured an injunction restraining the board 
from spending the money. The case has been 
pending ever since. A little over 4 year ago 
a decision handed down by Judge Dunne re- 
duced the amount involved in .ce fight from 
$240,000 to $122,000. He held the teachers 
had no right to pay during the week they 
did not work in 1899, the school term 
been shortened one week as & measure 
economy. This decision was a semi-victery 
for the school board 


Annual Budget Completed. 


With the probability of adding §122,000 te 
the annual budget removed by the oves‘* 
whelming sentiment in the school board t= 
favor of the teachers, the finance committes 
completed the annual apportionment during 
the day. In making up its budget the boerd 
overcame the barriers built up by its present 
poverty by including in the summary of 
available funds two large golden eggs which 
have not yet been laid, 

The finance committee added to the original 
levy of $7,854,614 the amount due from 
lessors of school fund property—$108,288, and 
the amount due as a result of increased rents 
of school fund property—$138,700, and appor- 
tioned the sum total—$7,506,507. It is not at 
all certain that these two alleged debts will 
be collected—they are what might be termed 
prospective assets. Both sumeare tied up by 
litigation. ‘ 

Should the board not receive thisadditional 
$241,983 the entire system will be affected and 
big cuts will have to be made from the ap- 
propriations for all departments, 

Even with the apportionment on a basis of 
the two birds in the bush a large cut in the 
apportionment for the free evening schools 
was made, which means that these institu- 
tions for public instruction will be open fora 
shorter term than ever during the next 
winter.

PARTY BANNER IS RAISED. 


Gorman and Bailey Base Opposi- 
tion on Expediency to Em- 
barrass 2 stagueagane

Washington, D./C., Jan. 27.—[Special.]— 
United oppositiof to the president’s Santo 
Dominican poligf is the purpose of the demo- 
cratic leaders in the senate. A movement is 
cn foot old a democratic caucus, at which 
a resolution will be proposed for adoption 
binfing every senator present to vote against 

e pending treaty. 

If the resolution be adopted, as it probably 
will be, the treaty will fail. There is no 
coubt whatever on that score. The presl- 
dent requires four democratic votes, in addi- 
tion to those of the republicans. It has not 
been certain he could keep his own party in 
line. Of the four democratic votes, he has 
believed he could depend upon the delivery 
of three. He has been engaged in missionary 
work for the fourth, but up to this time with- 
cut success. 


Rounding Up the Strays. 

But such men as Gorman, Bailey, and others 
have been apprehensive that eventually the 
president would win over a democratic sen- 
ator to his way of thinking. How to stem 
the tide or how to return to the fold the dem- 
ocrats who have strayed into the administra- 
tion pasture, has been the problem which 
the democratic leaders have considered. 

It is understood the majority of them prefer 
that a caucus be held and that the demo- 
cratic senators be bound by the action taken 
atthecaucus. It will have the effect of draw- 
ing party lines more sharply than in the past 
and make defections more difficult. The re- 
sult would be the same from a political point 
of view as occurred in the statehood fight 
in the house when the republicans had a con- 
ference and by majority vote decided to sup- 
port the joint statehood bill. 


Party’s Life at Stake. 


But one of the most important reasons why 
the democrats want to keep the men of their 
party together is because they believe they 

pee in it a way of giving it new life. 

“If the democrats propose to vote with 
the republicans upon every measure sub- 
mitted by the president,’ said one of them 
today, “our party might as well go out of 
business. We do not want to be mere ob- 

structionists. But here is a treaty that is 
looked upon with suspicion and distrust by 
the entire country. The president has diffi- 
culty in keeping the senators of his own 
party in line, and has succeeded in doing so 
only by assuring them it is a party measure 
and that if it be rejected then the party will 
suffer. The democrats are the’ bulwark of 
the. country in this question and it is their 
duty to stand together.” 


_. Punishment for Rebels. 


Any democratic senators who fail to stand 
bv the decision of the caucus will be read 
cut of the party. To hold a caucus a two- 
thirds vote of the democratic senators is re- 
a. When the Panama treaty was be- 
i considered several years ago Senator 
Cockrell of Missouri declared his purpose 
.to vote for the treaty in spite of the action 
«f the caucus. His declaration caused con- 
tiderable feeling among his colleagues, but 
through the diplomacy of Senator Gorman a@ 
storm was averted and Cockrell in a half 
hearted way took back what he said, though 
he voted for the treaty. When the votes 
were counted other democratic senators than 
Cockrell were found to have supported it. 

The three democrats who are believed to, 
be pledged to the treaty are: McEnery of 
Louisiana, Clarke of Arkansas, and Patterson 
of Colorado, Newlands. of Nevada is said 
to have indicated he would vote for the 
treaty, but he is by no means certain, and 
he will be bound undoubtedly by the action 
of the caucus. 

Patterson is a strong party man and would 
not like to be considered outside his party, 
and while he might try to fight the matter in 
the caucus it is expected he would prefer to 
ask the president to free him from his 
promise. 

Clarke has not been considered a good dem- 
ocrat for some time. He has taken satisfac- 
tion in voting with the republicans and in 
hagging his democratic colleagues. Mc- 
Enery is looked upon as a strong Roosevelt 
man. ; 
Treaty to Come Up Soon. 

The movement to hold a caucus is due to 
the prospect of an early report of the Domin- 
jean treaty by the senate cornmittee on 
foreign relations. The committee has not 
considered the treaty formally yet, but will 
do £0 commencing Wednesday next, when 
Secretary Root will appear and will urge 
ratification. The secretary is anxious that 
the committee hear Minister Joubert, who 
was Morales’ agent when that exile was 
president of Santo Domingo, and who has 
been retained in Washington by the gov- 
erhment of. President Caceres. 

Joubert is one of the most ardent supporters 
of the treaty, though he will insist upon 
amendments which will limit the opportunity 
of the United States with regard to inter- 
vention in the island. 

The oniy condition upon which President 
Caceres would pledge iis government to 
support the Morales treaty was that the 
treaty should be amended so as to require the 
“question of administration intervention to 
be determined by the Dominican congress. 
This amendment was accepted by the ad- 
ministration, and it will be made by the 
committee. Mr. Joubert will present rea- 
sons why his people want the change, and 
will be examined in regard to the internal 
affairs of the island. 


Situation in Domingo. 


There are a good many people who are 
. Surprised that the administration has not 
insisted upon ratification of the treaty by 
the Dominican congress. Early in the ad- 
ministration of Morales this could have been 
accomplished without difficulty. Now, how- 
ever, the Dominican congress is made up of 
‘men who are suspicious of the United States 
and who with great difficulty can be induced 
‘to vote for the treaty, even with the amend- 
ment demanded by President Caceres. The 
administration was notified that if the treaty 
were presented to the Dominican congress for 
ratification in the shape in which it was 
signed it would be rejected by a vote of 16 
‘to 8 or perhaps 20 to 4. 

There are twenty-four members of the 
Dominicafi congress. The feeling against 
the United States is growing steadily, and 
if there be much more delay in action upon 
the treaty it is anticipated that the thalcon- 
tents in the Dominican congress will be in- 
sisting upon further - modifications. Cer- 
tainly, if any sweeping amendments are 
made in the treaty in order to secure ratifica- 


ie . tion here, so as to give the United States an 


bsolutely free hand in dealing in Dominican 
fairs, the treaty will be rejected by the 
Dominican congress. 


> Say Optimism Is Not Justified. 


- The administration believes -its task will

form by Senator Dolliver and Representative 
Hepburn of Iowa. 

There is in the senate committee on inter- 
state commerce an undeniable republican 
majority against railroad rate regulation. 
Chairman Elkins of West Virginia, Mr. Ald- 
rich of Rhode Island, Mn Kean of New Jer- 
sey, and Mr. Foraker of Ohio represent a 
quartet which for personal influence scarce- 
ly can be equaled in the United States senate. 

With them will probably be classed, in 
epite of his personal friendship for the pres- 
ident, Senator Murray Crane of Massachu- 
setts, whose personal and political affiliations 
have not been such as to put him into cova- 
plete sympathy with the current demand for 
the regulation of railroad rates, which is al- 
most entirely western in its inception and 
development. 

Tillman an Uncertain Factor 

Senator Cullom of Illinois, the former 
chairman of the committee, who has publicly 
declared his adherence to the policy advo- 
cated by President Roosevelt, is away in 
Florida attempting to build up his health. 
This leaves Senator Dolliver of Iowa and 
Senator Clapp of Minnesota as the only thick 
and thin republican advocates of railroad 
rate regulation. 

They are supported by several of the dem- 
ocrats, but Senator Newlands of Nevada has 
an individual scheme of his own, and Senator 
Tillman of South Carolina, in spite of his 
protestations of devotion to the people, is 
by far too eccentric to be relied upon in any 
real campaign of reform. . ‘ 

So far as the senate committee itself now 
stands, Dolliver and Clapp would support the 
administration bill on tne republican side. 
Elkins, Aldrich, Kean, and Foraker gurely 
would be found gcting together in opp®sition 
to the president and his point of view. Mr. 
Crane of Massachusetts for personal reasons 
wnight support the administration bill or he 
might be convgniently out of town at the 
time the vote was taken. The democrats 
surely would split up. 

The present prospect is that a majority of 
the committee cannot b@ lined up back of 
the Dolliver bill. The Elkins and Foraker 
measures of course have but little support, 
and Tillman and Newlands will stand by 
their own measures, neither of which is el- 
ther practicable or reasonable. 


Railroad Senators Determined. 

So far as regards the basis of compromise 
the radical republican senators, representing 
the railroad interests, are Elkins, Aldrich, 
Kean, and Foraker. They have said in so 
many words that they will not permit a ma- 
jority report on the Dolliver bill unless it em- 
bodies a special paragraph, the text of which 
has already been submitted to the commit- 
tee, and which is undeniably hostile to the 
administration policy. It provides in brief 
that after the interstate commerce commis- 
sion shall have passed upon any particular 
case, and shall have decided what is a spe- 
cific reasonable rate, the railroads shall be 
permitted to appeal forthwith to the United 
States Circuit court.. That court shall there- 
upon be given jurisdiction of the whole sub- 
ject. ‘~ 
That is to say, it may review the action of 
the interstate commerce commission, not 
only as regards the unreasonableness of the 
original rate complained of but also so faras 
concerns the legality, the wisdom, and the 
reasonableness of the rate fixed by the com- 
mission. 

As a matter of course the amendment sug- 
gested by the anti-administration republican 
senators, if adopted, would defeat most, if 
not all, of the objects sought to be attained 
by the reform suggested originally by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. It would give to the United 
States Circuit court immediate supervision 
of all actions of the commission, and until the 
Cireult court decided the case the order of 
the commission could not be put into effect. 
It would be a slight advance upon the present 
procedure, but the improvement would be 
more apparent than real. 


SIXTEENTH GIRL IS STABBED. 


Maniac at Large in St. Louis, Mo., 
Plunges Knife Into Back of 
Child.

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REPORTS NEW RATE BILL. 


CHAIRMAN ‘HEPBURN OFFERS 
MEASURE TO HOUSE. 


Proposed Enactment Gives More Powe 


er to Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion to Correct Freight Charge 
Evilse—Vote May Come This Week— 
Penalty of 85,000 
for Vigiations of Board’s Orders— 
Aims to Aid Fruit Shippers, 


Document Sets 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 27.—Chairman 
Hepburn today reported to the house his rail- 
road rate bill with the favorable recommen- 
dation of the entire republican and demo- 
cratic members of the interstate and foreign 
commerce committee. The bill will come 
up in the house next week. 

The object of the bill is simply to amend the 
present interstate commerce law which has 
been in force for twenty years. These amend- 
ments give the commission more power and 
make clearer some provisions of the law. 


Classification Powers Are Defined. 


No attempt is made te w ve the commission 
power to readjust freg st ciassification, a 
power which Mr. Hepburn says his committee 
considers a much greater power over rates 
than that given in the bill. as under the meas- 
ure the initiative in rate making is not given 
to the commission. But under a grant of 
power to establish a system of freight classi- 
fication the commission would have au’ hority 
to take the initiative. Little complaint, it is 
said, has been heard against classification. 

In attempting to correct the shipp'ng evils 
the bill provides first a broader definition of 
the words “railroads’’ and “ transporta. 
tion ’’ go as to include within the jurisdiction 
of the commission the regulation of switches, 
private cars, and terminal charges. 

Icing: charges are required to be includedin 
the published tariff schedules, and thirty 
days’ notice is required to be given before 
changes are made in these schedules. This 
latter requirement is to obviate what is 
known as “‘ midnight tariff.” In considering 
a complaint the commission is given author- 
ity to find a conclusion instead of as present 
finding *‘ facts and conclusions.” Facts are 
to be included in the finding only when dam- 
ages are to be awarded. 

It is section 4 of the bill which confere 
powers on the commission to establish a 
rate or to declare what will be a proper 
charge in a certain instance, 


Gives Power to Make Rates. 


The commission’s jurisdiction is confined 
to cases where complaint had been made, 
when it is authorized to declare what shall 
be a “just, and reasonable, and fairly re- 
munerative rate or rates, charge or charges, 
to be thereafter observed in such case as the 
maximum to be charged; and what regula- 
tion or practice in respect to such transpor- 
tation is just, and fair, and reasonable there- 
after to be followed, and to make an order 
that the carrier shall cease and desist from 
such violation to the extent to which the com- 
mission finds the same to exist, and shall not 
thereafter: publish, demand, or collect any 
rate or charge for such transportation in 
excess of the maximum rate or‘charge so pre- 
scribed, and shall conform to the regulation 
or practice so prescribed.”’ 

This order is to go into effect thirty days 
after notice to the carrier and to remain in 
force unless suspended, modified, or set aside 
by the commission or court of competent 
jurisdiction. The existence of the order is 
limited to a period of three years. It is ex- 
plained that the word “‘maximum” was 
used in order that some flexibility might be 
given the rate and that the carrier might 
charge a less sum than that fixed by the com- 
mission. The commission is empowered to 
fix the maxim allowance to a shipper who 
furnishes his oWn cars or any instrumentali- 
ty of transportation. 


Fine of $5,000 for Violations. 


A penalty of $5,000 is provided for viola- 
tion or disobedience of any order of the com- 
mission. The commission may employ coun- 
sel with the consent of the attorney general. 
Also authority is given to the shipper to 
apply to the Circult court ior the enforcement 
of the comimission’s orders. The court is to 
enforce this order by means of injunction. 
Appeals may be taken to the Supreme court 
direct and such cases are given priority over 
all other except criminal causes. 

Authority is given the commission to pre- 
scribe the exact manner in which reports 
shall be made by common carriers, with a 
penalty provision against non-compliance, 
and the manner in which railroads are to 
keep their accounts. 

Access may be had at all times to the books 
of the carriers. A fine of $5,000 or imprison- 
ment for two years is the penalty provided 
for refusal to allow experts of the commis- 
sion to examine the booke of such carrier.

President and His Aids Get Lesson 
in Shovel Work; Might Try 
Mars Plan or Airships. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 27.—[Special. }— 
President Roosevelt, Vice President Fair- 


foreign ‘ambassadors and ministers, many 
senators and representatives, and scores of 
other men of prominence from all parts of 
the country attended the annual dinner of 
the Gridiron club tonight at the New Willard 
hotel. It was the most/elaborate affair that 
this organization of Washington corre- 
spondents has engineered since its forma- 
tion, twenty-one years ago. 

The dinner was a Panama canal affair. 
Everything was in keeping with the idea 
that the function was being held on the 
isthmus. The ests were led to the ban- 
quet hall through a winding path, lined with 
palms and other plants, that was intended 
to represent the Panama waterway, while 
the hall itself was decorated with tall trep- 
ical trees and other things suggestive of a 
country not far from the equator. 

President Roosevelt sat in the center of the 
head table, next Richard Lee Fearn, the 
new president of the club, to whom the badge 
of office was surrendered during the dinner 
by John M. Carson, the retirjng president. 


~ Guide “Shows Up” Washington. 


An open space in front of where President 
Roosevelt sat ‘was the “ plaza,”’ and here 
the several skits of the evening were per- 
formed. The souvenir of the occasion was 
an illustrated ‘‘ guide of Washington,’’ in 
which there were takeoffs on distinguished 
guests, such as these: 


THE WHITE HOUSE.—This is a schoo! for the 
education of senators and representatives as to 
their duty to their country. The head master is 
Prof. T. Roosevelt, A. B., A: M., LL. D., Litt. D. 
(Harvard, 1880). There isa gymnasium connected 
with the institution. The motto is; ‘* Hit first 
and frequent.’’ 

THE SENATE CHAMBER.—This is the assem- 
bly room of the finest club on earth. The delibera- 
tions of the senate are public, except when the 
doors are closed for executive session. Then they 
are published. There is no more instructive sight 
in Washington than when Senator Morgan is mak- 
ing a speech on the Santo Domingo treaty. You 
cannot see Morgan, because the doors are shut 
and locked. You cannot see the othér senators, be- 
cause they are not there. 

THE POSTOFFICE DEPARTMENT.—Passing 
rapidly through Postmaster General Cortelyou’s 
ante-room, we come to the headquarters of the 
republican national committee. It has direct pri- 
vate telephone communication with the White 
house. 

PENNSYLVANIA AVENUE—Originally intend- 
5 @d to separate the capitol from the White house. 
Modern inventions, including the telephone and 
Senators Lodge and Knox, have changed this in- 
tention. 

Strangers visiting the war department can see 
how Secretary Taft holds down his job. He sits 
on it, 

Wear Jumpers, Carry Shovels. 

When President Roosevelt arrived just be- 
fore 8 o’clock he was escorted to his place 
through the palm lined canal route by mem- 
bers of the club, wearing jumpers and 
Panama hats and carrying picks and shovels. 
This procession was led by the United States 
Marine band, its members in white duck 
uniforms, playing popular airs. With the 
serving of the oysters the fun was begun. 

The main skit of the evening was an elab- 
orate takeoff on the visit of the isthmian 
canal commission to Panama. Indignant 
over having been kidnaped and taken to the 
isthmus in the midst of the social season in 
Washington the canal commission decided 
} to make the best of it and proceeded to fix 
their salaries and to hire experts under 
pressure excited by Gridironer Blythe. 

After the commissioners arranged that 
they would take ‘“‘no salary’ and all the 
perquisites, and that they would meet at 
Newport in summer and Palm Beach in 
winter, and had hired a negro typewriter 
who could mix mint juleps, a chef, a chauf- 
feur, a physical culture professor, and a 
manicurist, they discussed the cost of the 
canal. 

‘“O, that’s a detail,’’ said one. ‘* Senator 
Spooner will pass an amendment any time.”’ 


Medals for All Canal Chiefs. 


Applicants for employment who appeared 
were all “ chiefs ’’—chief engineer, chief com- 
missary, chief sanitary officer, and chief 
amusement provider—and all wore medals. 
The chief engineer got his medals for cleaning 
the streetsof Washington by praying for rain. 
He was employed at a salary of $100,000a 
year, ‘‘so he wouldn’t be tempted when some- 
body wanted to dig a subway in New York.”’ 

The chief commissary had won some of his 
medals for furnishing seventy-two baskets of 
champagne and six ham sandwiches to a con- 
gressional funeral party; the chief sanitary 
officer had been rewarded by the city of Phil- 
adelIphia for evolving a scheme for doing 
away with the dangers of the water supply by 
advising the breweries to double their ca- 
pacities, and the chief amusement provider 
proposed to amuse the canal workmen by pro- 
viding checkers and pingpong where the 
newspaper correspondents could see them 
and faro, roulette, and prize fights under 
cover. All were engaged. 


President Parodied at Work. 


A canal expert then appeared and proposed 
his scheme, which was to supply forty-seven 
airships, each a mile long, and build a canal] 
and attach it to the airships, thus providing 
a level route at proper elevation. At thie 
point a Gridironer resembling President 
Roosevelt and carrying a pick, came on the 
scene, ordered the commissioners away, and 
announced that he would dig the canal him- 
self. He told how in a song called “ Dig, Ye 
Tarriers, Dig.’’ In the last verse the refrain 
was changed to “ It’s done, ye tarriers, done,” 
and at this point the lights went out and a 
picture was displayed of a completed canal 
with a canalboat drawn by mules. 

Secretary Taft was sitting on the cana)- 
boat and President, Roosevelt, with a long, 
white beard, was driving the mules. 

Another skit provided for the decoration 
of the plaga with the statues of prominent 
guests, each nominated from some imaginary 
state. Representative Nicholas Longworth 
was declared ineligible, because he no longer 
lived in ‘“ state of suspense,’’ but Secretary 
Taft was accepted from that state and made 
to take his place in the plaza, and so was 
George W. Boyd of the Pennsylvania road, 
because he had “ suspended ’’ the granting 
of passes. 


Might Take a Lesson from Mars, 


Three of the club members madea hit with 
a sketch on the Panama plaza, in which pub- 
lic men were “ gridironed.” 
this: 

‘* Secretary Shaw will stay another yearin 
the cabinet, I am told.’’ 

“Will he?” 

“OO, yes, he persuaded the president to 
persuade him to remain.”’ 

One gridironer cppeared with a telescope 
through which he gazed at the ceiling. 

“ At what are you locking?’ asked Presi- 
dent Fearn. 

‘I’m observing the canals on Mars.” 

“Don’t you know why they are such a 
euccess?”’ 

‘‘No; why are they such a success?” 

** Because there are no transcontinental 
railroads on Mars.” 

Another gridironer carrying a dress suit 
case, a hat box, and a camera, galloped in. 
He was taking notes and pictures furiously. 

” *t stop me,” he cried. “ I’v> got te 
write 20,000 words attacking the canal and 
I've only got ten minutes to stay. I'm 
Poultney Bigelow.” 

The initiation of two members into the 
club was made the occasion for a takeoff 
on the reported intention of President Mo- 
rales of Santo Domingo to seek a position 
under the Panama canal’s management.

| NOTHING TO INVESTIGATE, BAILEY 


TELLS COMMITTEE. 


Secretary of War Explains Agree- 
ment with Government of Panama 
to Maintain Silwer Parity, and In- 
cident Is Closed—Arrangement He 
Made Is Described as a Modus Vi- 
vendi—Powers Not Exceeded by Ace 
tion, It Is Agreed. 


Washington, D. C., Jam 27.—The senate 
committee @n finance practically vindicated 
Secretary Taft today of having exceeded his 
lawful’ powers in making an agreement with 
the government of Panama to maintain the 
parity of Panama ailver coin. 

Senator Bailey declared that Secretary 
Taft had left nothing to investigate. 

All members of the committee agreed that 
a promise to codperate with Panama did not 
commit this government to maintain the 
parity of the silver of Panama, especially as 
it was set.forth in what manner the canal 
commission agreed to lend its aid. 

Senator Bailey said; however, that he 
would like to give the secretary of war an 
opportunity to deny that he had attempted 
to make an agreement as secretary of war 
which if made by the secretary of state would 
have required the ‘approval of the senate. 


Taft’s Explanation Satisfies. 

The denial was made by the secretary, who 
said: 

*“ When congress or the senate, by law or 
treaty, puts an executive officer in a position 
where his duty is to do something in a for- 
eign country, which requires a temporary 
arrangement, that arrangement amounts toa 
modus vivendi—which means a method of liv- 
ing together—which is a method of getting 
Over a temporary difficulty.’’ 

He added that this government was much 
interested in having a stable currency es- 
tablished on the isthmus, and he thought the 
president had the power to authorize him to 
make this temporary arrangement. 

‘But I think when an officer commits his 
government to maintain the parity of the 
currency of a foreign power he has done 
something he had no authority to do,” said 
Senator Bailey. 

Secretary Taft, in reply, called attention to 
the agreement itself, which was as follcws: 

“ The isthmian canal commission shall co- 
operate with the republic of Panama to main- 
tain the parity of the fractional silver coinage 
of the republic of Panama with the gold 
standard by the sale of drafts upon its funds 
at reasonable rates and on terms which will 
tend to prevent the disturbance of euch 
parity.” 


Vindication for Taft. 

At the former hearing the secretary said 
that he had thought the clause in tue agree- 
ment by which the canal commission under- 
took to make the Panama currency !egal 
tender and to maintain its parity had been 
stricken out. 

Commenting upon this statement, Senator 
Bailey said that had been the only point on 
which he desired light. He said that the 
contract with the bankers. by which the 
canal commission agreed to use the Pana- 
malian currency on the isthmus, was a busi- 
ness arrangement the secretary of war had 
the right to make, and the finance committee 


‘would not be warranted in investigating 


whether the deal had been a profitable one. 

Senator Bailey thought the secretary of 
war should make himself ufderstood, how-' 
ever, concerning language used in a confer- 
ence with the Panamaian fiscal commission 
prior to entering upon this arrangement. 

The question had been raised whether the 
proposed arrangement could be made with- 
out a treaty, or whether the secretary of war 
had not the authority to proceed under the 
canal act. In the proceedings of that con- 
ference Secretary Taft is quoted as saying: 

“ The only authority I have is the act for 
the commission. The authority which the 
secretar yof state has is an authority which 
necessarily involves the treaty making power, 
and goes tothe senate. Now, we donot want 
to do that. The postoffice department makes 
a lot of arrangements which never go to the 
senate at all, and this, I think, might proper- 
ly be made by me 4s secretary of war, rep- 
resenting the isthmian canal commission, 
with your government. They have the dis- 
bursement of $150,000,000 for this purpose, 
and I do not see why it is not sufficient se- 
curity for you, if you adopt that law €re- 
ating tae Panama currency system) to say 
that we will subscribe ‘o its terms.”’

DEES FAULTS IN LAWYERS, 


HADLEY OF MISSOURI CRITICISES 
PRACTICES IN SOME. 


Attorney General of Neighboring 
State, Speaking at Northwestern 
University Founders’ Day Banquet, 
Says Menrbers of Profession Who 
Promote Evasions of Statutes Are 
Enemies of Society—Believes He’ll 
Win Against Standard Oil Company 


The attorney who uses his learning and 
his profession to promote evasions of the 
law was called ‘‘an enemy of society ”’ last 
evening by Herbert 8S. Hadley, attorney 
general of Missouri. He was speaking be- 
fore 150 guests at the Founders’ day banquet 
of Northwestern university, held in the law 
building. 

Mr. Hadley, whose fight against the Stand- 
ard Oil company has brought him into promi- 
nence all over the country, expressed em- 
phatically his disapproval of the lawyers 
who have contributed to the success of cor- 
porations that have defied tha law. 

“As an alumnus of this law school I want 
to commend the principles which its in- 
structors always have stood for, the princi- 
ples of regard for every branch of the com- 
mon law,’’ began the attorney. “I would 
urge upon every member of the legal profes- 
sion the importance of upholding all those 
principles. 


Responsible for Many Evils. 

** Many evils exist in the industrial world. 
The members of the legal profession are re- 
sponsible for some of them. And it is the 
judgment of society that the members of 
the legal profession who have been active 
in forming and pushing industries and cor- 
rerations which defy the law have shown a 
disregard for some of the principles of the 
common law. 

“The eminent attorney who is skilled in 
law evasion and the ways of nondisclosure 
has come to be an enemy of society. We 
must not lose sight of the idea that the great 
business enterprises of the country must con- 
form to the laws of the people.”’ 

Mr. Hadley was optimistic in hoping that 
members of the profession would come to 
the rescue of law enforcement. After the 
banquet he left for his home. He said he 
expected to win his fight against the Stand- 
ard Oil company. 


Tell of University’s Progress. 
Other speakers at the banquet told of the 
progress of the university during the last 
year and predicted great things for the in- 
stitution. Acting President Holgate spoke. 
During the evening the banquet was en- 
livened with songs and yells. When Mr. 
Hadley arose the students gave this yell:

Who is he? 
He's the man that’s after 
Old John D. 
The banquet celebrated the fifty-fifth anni- 
versary of the founding of the university.

House, by Vote of 120 to 108, Refuses 
: to Extend Act to Alien

Washington, D. C., Jan. 27—In a session 
of two hours today the house passed the 
urgent deficiency appropriation bill, carrying 
$15,216.103, incorporated in which is a pro- 
vision that the eight hour law shall not apply 
to alien laborers on the Panama canal. 

A roll call was demanded by the demccratic 
side on the eight houramendment. Its adop- 
tion was by a vote of 120 to 108. N'‘neteen 
republicans voted with the democrats and 
one democrat, Dearmond of Missouri, with 
the majority.

New Alliance Long Hinted At. 

The present relations between Germany and 
Russia have been a matter of slow but steady 
growth, and signs of the new alignment have 
long been in the air. 

Since the outbreak of the Russo-Japanese 
war the warm personal friendship always ex- 
isting between the two monarchs had been 
knit closer and the many material tokens 
of frienu alp manifested by Germany during 
the war compared with the lukewarm support 
to which France was limited by her new 
found entente with Great Britain has com- 


‘bined to build up strong Germanophile sen- 


timent in influential quarters in St. Peters- 
burg. 

At the same time much of the necessity to 
France of the Franco-Russian alliance van- 
ished when France clasped hands with Great 
Britain and practically assured herself of an 
ally in case of war. 


Closer than Ever Before. 

The present relations between Germany 
and Russia were also the text of an address 
delivered by Ambassador von Schcen before 
the German residents of St. Petersburg, who 
assembled this evening in honor of Emperor 
William’s anniversary. He spoke. with con- 
fidence of the amity existing between the two 
empires and declared the relations were 
closer and more friendly now perhaps than 
before in the history of the two nations. 

Among the callers at the German embassy 
today to offer their congratulations on the 
emperor's birthday were Mr. Meyer, the 
American ambassador. Foreign Minister 
Lamsdorf also called in person. , 


Kaiser Enters on Forty-eighth Year. 
BERLIN, Jan. 27.—Emperor William’s 
forty-seventh birthday was celebrated today 
with the usual observances. The princely 
personages present in Berlin, including the 
kings of Saxony and Wiirtemberg and the 
grand dukes of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha and 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin, congratulated his 
majesty at 10 o’clock in the morning. Later 
religious services were held in the castle 
chapel, Dr. Dryander, the court chaplain, 
preaching on the seriousness of the times. 
Ambassador Tower was present. 

On the occasion tonight of the reichstag’s 
dinner in honor of the emperor’s birthday 
Count von Ballestrem, president of the reichs- 
tag, toasted his majesty. He was reminded 
of the emperor's powerful influence in ending 
the Russian-Japanese war united with the 
“noble hearted Roosevelt.” 

Emperor William was born on Jan. 27, 1858, 
and became the German emperor on June 15, 
1888, 

Celebrate at Washington. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 27.—({Special.J—The 
kaiser’s birthday was celebrated at the Ger- 
man embassy tonight, when the national 
colors decorated the emperor’s portrait and 
were in evidence everywhere. Guests came 
from New York, Chicago, Boston, St. Louis, 
and other ciffes to join the ambassador and 
his staff at the dinner and pledge the health 
of Germany's ruler. 


FIGHTING CLOSE TO TANGIER. 


Tribesmen Burn Villages and March 
to the Attack of Raisuli’s 
Fortress. 


TANGIER, Morocco, Jan. 27.—Fighting has 
fn the environs of Tangier between the 
Anjera tribesmen and members of Raisuli’s 
nd. 
rhe tribesmen have burned three villages 
east of Tangier and are now marching in 
force to attack Raisuli at his fortress in 


Zinal. 
ar ‘transport has left Adjaercud, where it 


will discharge artillery and gunners for 
: partisans infest the roads in the 


vicinity of Tangier, and murder or maltreat 
travelers in open defiance of the authorities. 
The Moorish troops are powerless. Most of 
their horses have died through want of for- 
age, and there have been numerous desertions 
owing to the nonpayment of arrears in their 
salaries, 

A convoy with $25,000 has arrived at Oujda 
to pay Mohalla’s troops, who had threatened 
to leave unless arrears were paid up. This 
seems to indicate that the sultan fears re- 
newed activity on the part of the pretender, 
Oujda being the spot he is expected to attack 
first. 

Italy May Police Morocco. 

ALGECIRAS, Jan. 27.—The task of policing 
Morocco may be intrusted to Italy. This is 
the most serious question confronting the 
international conference and private confer- 
ences are held day and night in an en- 
deavor to reconcile the conflicting interests 
of France and Germany. 

These conferences have developed a plan 
whereby Italy will be charged with the or- 
ganization of a semi-military police. ‘This 
would be acceptable to Germany, whois will- 
ing that any power except France shall police 
the country. 

It is not yet clear, however, whether 
France is willing to turn over the police to 
Italy, although some of the delegates say 
thet the prospects are encouraging of a solu- 
tion along this line. 


Take Up Morocco Taxation. 


The plenipotentiaries of the powers resumed 
their sessions today and spent a couple of 
hours going over the work of the committee 
on Morocean revenues. The powers have 
several important objects in examining the 
Moorish system of taxes, or lack of system, 
and trying: to regularize it. The sultan is 
always in need of money and will be ina 
beter humor to codperate with the powers 
in the work, of reform if he is supplied with 
more cash foreign luxuries of which he 
is fond angewhich are a scandal to his pious 
subjects. / * 


Want a Protective Tariff. 


An interesting feature of the session was 
the presentation by the Moroccan delegation 
of an elaborate protective tariff system. ‘his 
caused surprise and amusenient among the 
delegates of the powers, but the Moors were 
proud of giving evidence of more economic 
methods. Their proposed rates averaged 20 
per cent ad valorem, and in some cases much 
higher, tobacco being taxed 100 per cent, and 
tea, coffee, and sugar 40. per cent, with in- 
ternal revenue taxes on theaters, cafés, and 
business transactions. 

Sidi Mohammed El Mokhri remarked that 
this increase of duties on foreign imports 
would give tae sultan plenty of revenue to 
meet expenses. Consideration of the plan 
was deferred. 

The.French delegates also tentatively put 
forth a plan for a moderate horizontal ad- 
vance in the, customs duties. These and 
other tax questions finally went over to Mon- 
day. ¥ 


MUTINEERS STAND BY GUNS. 


Russian Revolt at Viadivostok Not Yet 
Subdued—Street Fighting at 
Gomel. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 27.—The revolt 
at Vladivostok has not been subdued and the 
mutinous sailors and soldiers are still stand- 
ing by the guns at the Holy Innocents’ bat- 
tery. The war office has nothing to give 
out today regarding the situation at the 
fortress. The only further news available 
was a newspaper dispatch dated Jan. 26 
stating that two squadrons of the Nertchinsk 
regiment of Cossacks had arrived and that 
many arests had been made. 

From the absence of news it is concluded 
that Gen. Mode, who is temporarily in eom- 
mand of the troops, is awaiting the arrival 
of Lieut. Gen. Mistchenko, who is expected 
at Vladivostok today, before venturing on 
serious wneasures against the mutineers. 

The securing of arms by the mutineers on 
Jan. 22 was a sequel of a street fight in which 
a number of sailors of the Siberian contin- 
gent were killed. 

The public takes only a languid interest in 
the latest mutiny. The papers today merely 
print the news, which had no effect on the 
bourse, without comment. 

A dispatch from Gomel says that half the 
town is in flames and that fighting is goirg on 
in the center cf the town between the troops 
and revolutionists, who have been reinforced 
by the peasantry of the surrounding districts. 
The disorder extends to five counties arcund 
Gomel. The peasantry, as in the Baltic 
provinces, have deposed the olé authorities 
and elected revolutionists to fill their places. 

The government has been advised f:om Ir- 
kutsk, Siberia, that a number of officials and 
employés of the general offices of the Trans- 
baikal railroad have been arrested on the 
charge of being implicated in abstracting 
from a government munition train- 1.000 
rifles, 1,000 revolvers, and 10.000 cartridges 
and given them to the revolutionists. Many

LIBERAL XNELL [§ RONG. 


LABORITES PLAN TO ABSORB RUL- 
ING PARTY IN ENGLAND. 


Fifty New Members of the House of 
Commons Declare Their Independ- 
ence of Premier Campbell-Banner- 
man—Insist They Will Elect 100 
Members to Next Parliament—Fu- 
ture May See Only Conservatives 
and Social Democrats, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Jan. 27.—An Armageddon of the 
polls is practically over and the prime min- 
ister for whom even his warmest supporters 
cannot claim greatness has secured the great- 
est nominal majority by which a prime minis- 
ter ever Was supported, Liberals pure and 
simple will pogsess at need a majority run- 
ning into three figures over all other sections 
combined, 

In spite of this one is confronted with the 
strange paradox that the election which re- 
sulted in the liberals’ greatest victory at the. 
same time sounded the knell of liberalism as 
it has existed for so many years. The labor- 
ites returned to this parliament must not be 
confused with the labor members of former 
parliaments. The latter practically were lib- 
erals. Today the more than forty labori:tes 
returned are avowedly independent of the 
government whips. They declare they will be 
at least 100 strong in the next parliament, and 
that in the no distant future the two great 
parties will be conservative imperialists and 
social democrats. 


Congervatives Not Cast Down. 


In spite of the smallness of their party in 
the house of commons, the conservatives re- 
fuse to admit that there has been any turn- 
over of national opinion, even remotely, cor- 
responding to the enormous change in par- 
liamentary representation. 

Indeed, an analysis of the aggregate polling 
gives some remarkable results. Excluding 
the nationalists and laborites from the cal- 
culation, at the moment of writing the lib- 


l'o secure this majority of 220 the liberals 
have polled only 200,317 more votes than the 
conservatives, the aggregate vote of the lat- 
ter being 2,892,559, and of the former 2,502.,- 
876. Thus, if the conservatives were repre- 
sented in the same proportion as the liberals 
they would have some 344 gseats. 

Taking today’s returns alone 122,088 lib- 
eval votes return seventeen members, while 
109,158 conservative return only gix. The 
faegregate labor vote is now 465,266, return- 
ing forty-six members. 

A notable feature of the election is the 
uriversal heaviness of the polls. It is the 
greatest vote ever cast in Great Britain. 
Up to this morning 5,231,297 votes were 
polled. The corresponding figures for the

Marcus Pollasky Wants to 
Construct Ten Mile Line 
Under Streets. 


HOPES TO PLEASE MAYOR. 


Municipal. Ownership.. Features 
Embodied in the Ordinance 
He Has Drawn.- 


The Chicago Central Subraiircad company 
will ask the city council tomorrow night for 
a fifty year franchise for a ten mile subway 
system under Chicago's downtown streets, 
extending from the south branch of the river 
to Twenty-second street. 

Marcus Pollasky, a promoter and former 
law partner of Maj. Edgar B. Tolman, has 
evolved this stupendous plan for solving 
Chicagos’ traction question right quick. It 
will take $100,000,000 and a franchise to do it. 
Mr. Pollasky says he can get the money. 
He has strong hopes that he can secure the 
franchise. He tried it once before, twelve 
years ago, but Charles T. Yerkes was living 
then and wouldn't have it. 

The Chicago Central Subrailroad company 
was organized as far back as March 11, 1894, 
with a capital stock of $15,000,000. It has 
been preserved intact. Mr. Pollasky owns 
most of the stock, he says. William H. 
Liewellyn of 171 Broadway, New York, fs 
treasurer of the company. August Belmont 
and other traction financiers are said to be 
interested in the enterprise.

The subway is planned to form a connect- 
ing link between’ the various elevated and 
surface railroads, the idea being to remove 
all tracks and elevated lines from the streets 
in the downtown district. The construction 
is to be under approval of the commissioner 
of public works. 


Route of Proposed Line. 

The route is described as follows: 

Beginning at a convenient point between Lake 
Michigan and the south branch of the Chicago 
river, running thence in a generally southward 
direction by a circuitous route as far south as 
Twenty-second street; thence back to the place 
of beginning by means of a suitable tunnel, or 
subway, which will enable the company to con- 
sruct an underground loop line railroad with four 
or more tracks, not exceeding six, with a first 
branch connecting the main line with the South 
Side Elevated railroad, with a second branch con- 
necting the Chicago and Oak Park Elevated raii- 
road, with a third branch connecting the said 
railroad with the Metropolitan Elevated railroad, 
and a fourth branch connecting the Northwestern 
Elevated railway. 


Other Features of the Scheme. 


The ordinance provides for adequate and 
suitable inclined passageways into and out 
of the subway. Provision is made for cross- 
ing the main and south branches ofthe river 
by means of tunnels. Other features of the 
ordinance are: 

The company shall cause its trains to be regu- 
larly and systematically moved at such intervals 
as shall be necessary to accommodate the public. 
Five cent fare. 

Seven citizens, selected by the directors of the 
company, to act as trustees for the.city of Chi- 
cago, shall have the right of inspection of all 
books and accounts, the fixing of salaries, and 
other municipal control. 

All net profits to be paid over half yearly to the 
trustees after payment of operating expenses and 
interest and dividends of 7 per cent, to be held 
in trust for Chicago and invested as approved by 
the council. 

The city to have the right to acquire ownership 
of the rajlroad at any time after twenty years 
upon payment to the company of the actual 
amount of money invested. 


To Solve Traction Problem. 

Mr. Pollasky expects to build his subway 
just below the surface of the street and 
forty-two feet below the Chicago datum 
line when it passes under the river. In the 
work of construction traffic in the street will 
not be disturbed, according to Mr. Pollasky. 

‘This has been the dream of my lifefor 
years,"’ Mr. Pollasky said just before start- 
ing east. ‘It is the only thing that will set- 
tle the traction question here. There never 
was a more propitious opportunity. It will 
remove the bone of contention between the 
city and the traction companies.”’ 

‘‘ How about the present subways?’ 

‘‘The same people who are interested in 
them will be interested in the new and more 
comprehensive subway. The project is per- 
fectly feasible, as I have been assured by a 
number of traction experts.’ 

Jacob Erb has been engaged as Mr. Pol- 
lasky’s attorney.

There are 
many traders in the grain and provision 
pits who have known “Sleepy Tom” well, 
and his absence at the table near the water 
cooler the last few days has created at least 
a question. 

Tom was a born broker cat. By day he 
slept for a decade; by night he kept vigil, 
and many a@ morning the sweepers out of 
the big exchange have found the carcasses 
of numerous rats and mice. The evidence 
was altogether against Tom. 

William Woody, the young man who has 
checked garments for years) misses Tom. 

“Tom was the sleepiest cat I éver knew,’’ 
said William in commenting on the cat's 
absence. ‘‘ Why, in all the riot of a year 
ago, when Gates tried his hand in May wheat, 
he didn’t blink a lash. The noisier the pits 
the sounder his sleep, it seemed.”’

Within the decade that “Tom” slept on 
the board of trade many things have 
happened.

“Tom; he slept with all the serenity of 
the contented one he was. 

Last year when John W. Gates believed 
that he could lock his bull horns in the bear 
Armour’s claws and come out without greater 
injury than a few scratches, “‘lom”’ slept. 
Mr. Gates’ men on the floor often when they 
were happiest, gave the sleeping ‘‘ Tom” a

cooler to relieve the drought born of the nerve 
ripping work in the pit. Sometimes when the 
market wasn’t just according to program 
they passed by ‘‘ Tom "’ without the smooth- 
ing touch, Still, ‘‘Tom”’ slept.

Nobody seems to know just who “ Sleepy 
Tom's’ parents were; nobody ever took the 
trouble to discover whether an acorn or a 
chestnut was the seat of his genealogical 
tree. But now that “Tom” is missing 
some of the traders are wondering whether 
he is after some rat or whether he is really 
sleeping.

YERKES WILL FILED HERE 


SAME DOCUMENT THAT WAS RE- 
CORDED IN NEW YORK. 


On Account of Large Bequests for 
Charitable and Educational Pur- 
poses the Inheritance Tax Under 
the Illinois Law Will Be Compara<- 
tively Small — Numerous Chicagea 
Friends of the Late Traction King 
Are Remembered. 


The will of the late Charles T. Yerkes was 
filed yesterday in the office of the clerk of the 
Cook county Probate court. It disposes of 


' @n estate, the estimated value of which is 


$15,000,000. It is the same document that was 
filed recently in New York. 

The testament was deposited with Clerk 
P. J. Cahill by a representative of Attorney 
Clarence Knight, who drew tue instrument. 
The bequests to the widow, relatives, and 
friends were verified as having been correctly 
announced at the time Mr. Knight read the 
will to the family in New York after the trac- 
tion man’s death. The provisions in regard 
to the $9,000,000 hospital and $5,000,000 art 
galleries for New York are essentially those 
announced also at that time. 

On account of the large bequests for char- 
itable and educational purposes the inherit- 
ance tax which the state of Illinois will derive 
from the estate will be small. Only one- 
tenth of the estate is bequeathed to individu- 
als, and the majority of these gifts are only 
life interests in trust funds of various 
amounts. 


Figures on Inheritance Tax. 


It will be necessary for the inheritance tax 
offco to ticure out the value of each one of 
these life interests to the respective benefi- 
ciaries and then estimate the tax at the rate 
of 1 per cent for lineal relatives, 2 per cent 
for collateral relatives, and 6 per cent for 
unrelated beneficiaries. In this way the total 
tax already has been poughly computed ava 
little more than $15,000. In docket fees Cook 
county will derive about $1,500, and County 
Treasurer Hanberg will receive $300 if he col- 
lects all of the inheritance tax before the 
close of his term of off-ce. 


Fund for Yerkes Observatory. 

Under the terms of the will the University 
of Chicago will receive $100,000 In trust to be 
employed for maintenance of the Yerkes ob- 
servatory at Williams Bay, Wis. Numerous 
Chicagoans are the recipients of bequests. 
Charles E. Yerkes, son of the miHionaire, re- 
ceives $200,000. He livesin Evanston. Louis 
S. Owsley, a life long friend, gets $50,000. 

The widow, Mary Adelaide Yerkes, receives 
£200,000 and a life tenure of the New York 
residence, together with all its contents and 
appurtenances. Mrs. Bessie L. Rondinella of 
Philadelphia, a daughter by the first wife, 
receives $200,000. Numerous friends and old 
employés are remembered, 

The executors of the will are Louis 8. Ows- 
ley and the Illinois Trust and Savings bank 
of Chicago. The trustee of the various funds 
is the Central Trust company of New York. 
The will was made in London on Jan. 12, 1905.

HOLDS UNBROKEN 


Attorneys Are Still Unable to 
Agree on Statement of Facts

SAY BROWN ACTED ALONE 


Representatives of Packers Deny 
Part in Gifts to Newspa-

Late in the afternoon Attorney John 
S: Miller, chief counsel for the packers, gave 
to District Attorney C. B. Morrison a list 
of the chan which he wished made in the 
draft submitte@ to him. No formal reply 
will bé made until tomorrow morning, the 
time set for the next seasion of court, al- 
though the two attorneys probably will con- 
fer today. 

The cause of the dMoculty in reaching an 
understanding has been that the draft sub- 
mitte@ by Mr. Morrison cannot be altered 
without the a val of Attorney General 
agton, and he has stated 
hie intention of accepting no other state- 
mént than that already outlined. The pack- 
ers’ attorneys insist that changes be made 
in the opening facte concerning the visit 
of Commissioner James R. Garfield and the 
methods of his investigation. 

They are determined to show that in the 
frat conference he held with Louis C. Kraut- 
hoff and Samuel A. McRoberts of Armour 
& Co, he referred to his powers under the 


‘law. The testimony of those two men and 


of Charles G. Dawes is to this effect. The 
defense wishes it to appear that Garfield 
‘* required ’’ the packers to give information, 
while the government holds that he merely 
“ requested ” it. 


Say Brown Acted Alone. 

Edward Morris of Nelson Morris & Co., 
Mr. Miller, counsel for Armour & Co., and 
W. J. Hynes, representing Swift & Co., each 
gave.out a statement during the day denying 
any connection with Attorney George W. 
Brown's bribery of a newspaper reporter. 
The “‘ donation ’’ made by’ Brown, attorney 
for Morris & Co,, was thd subject of cor- 
respondence between President Roosevelt, 
Attorney General Moody, and District Attor- 
ney Morrison. At the order of the president 
the whole matter was made public. 

Mr. Morris’ statement follows: 

‘Edward Morris, on being interviewed, 
stated positively and unequivocally that 
no one connected with Nelson Morris & Co. 
know anything whatever about the occur- 
rence and haé absolutely no connection there- 
with. 

“He further stated that it is perfectly 
evident from the signed statements of the 
three parties interested, Mr. Brown, F. P. 
Hassler, and Hector H. Elwell, that this 
transaction had no connéction whatever with 
the packers’ trial, but was purely a personal 
matter between Brown and Mr. Elwell, as 
stated by all the parties to the incig@ent; and 
a false construction has been placed by the 
federal authorities upon the matter, whether 
for the purpose of poisoning the public mind 
at this time in regard to the packers’ trial 
he would leave for a fair and impartial pub- 
lic to judge.” 


Attorney Miller’s Denial. 


Mr. Miller said:

SEEKS TO JUSTIFY RATE, 


RAILROADS DEFEND ACTION IN 
MAKING ARBITRARY INCREASE. 


Explain Reasons for Raising Charges 
on Live Stock Passing Through the 
Kankakee Gateway to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in Re- 
ply to Charges of Roger P. Shiel, a 
Shipper, That Roads Had Sought to 
Drive Him Out of Business. 


Proceedings in the Shiel case before the 
interstate commerce commission yesterday 
consisted of an attempt on the part of the 
railroads to justify their arbitrary action in 
raising the through rate on hogs and live- 
stock 5 cents a hundred pounds through 
the Kankakee gateway. . 

Roger P. Shiel is a stock buyer, and his 
yards, which he leased from the Illinois. 
Indiana and Iowa railroad, are located at 
West Kankakee. He is bringing the pro- 
ceedings against the rallroads because he 
says they are discriminating against him, 
trying to drive him out of business, and he 
charges they are violating the long and 
short haul clause of the Elkins law. 

Counsel for Shiel asked W. B. Hamblin, 
general freight agent of the Burlington, who 
was on the witness stand, why the railroads 
had not made the arbitrary increase on hogs 
apply through Peoria. Hamblin replied that 
there were no shipments by that route con- 
necting with the Three I.’s railroad, which 
is the line which instigated the increased 
rate. 

Asks Reason for Rate Increase. 

“Well, tell the commission why you did 
not raise the rates at Peoria?’ Mr. Hamblin 
was asked. 

‘“ Because we did not want to raise it on 
that gateway,’’ replied Hamblin. 

**Now, as a matter of fact, you did not 
raise that rate at Peoria because the tonnage 
did not go through Kankakee where Mr. 
Shiel has his yards?” asked the attorney. 

‘* No,’ I would not want to say that,’’ replied 
Hamblin. 

‘“‘I may be dense, but I cannot see ft any 
other way,’’ replied the attorney, and he 
dropped that line of questioning. 

Hamblin explained that the rate had been 
raised at Kankakee because the increase 
of business was diverting traffic from the 
main line. He denied that it had been done 
through an understanding with the other 
railroads, or at the request of the Three 
I’s, or for the purpose of driving Shiel out of 
business. He also denied having writen 6 
letter to Shiel advising him to move his yards 
from West Kankakee to Quincy, a point on 
the Burlington. 

Put Smoke Consumers on Engines. 

The Chicago and Northwestern railroad 
are making an extra effort to do their part 
towards purifying the atmosphere of Chicago. 
Already they have equipped their engines 
with a hollow arch, which serves as a smoke 
conéumer when the locomotive is in motion, 
and has been found satisfactory. Within 
the last three weeks, they have made fur- 
ther attempts to eliminate the smoking of 
their yard engines, and are experimenting 
with smokeless coal. 

Hill, Here, Again Denies Rumors. 


J. J. Hill, who rules over the destinies of 
the railroads of the northwest, spent a por- 
tion of the day at the Burlington offices in 
Chicago, baving just completed a trip of 
inspection over tha. road. Mr. Hill, as 
usual, denied every rumor that is in circula- 
tion about the plans of his companies, but 
in such ambiguous terms as to give him a 
loophole in case he should change his mind 
and carry out some of the plans that are 
credited to him. 

He denied that he was trying to purchase 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas railway, 
or that he was seeking an outlet to the gulf. 
He denied that the Burlington has or con- 
templates having any interest in the Chicago 
Terminal company, or that they thou wht of 
changing their passenger terminals from the 
Union to the Grand Central station. 

Mr. Hill could not be induced to talk about 
the competitive building of railroads in the 
northwest, especially towards Seattle, de- 
claring that he did not know that there was 
any competitive building going on. He did 
gay that he hoped the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul would get a lot of business when 
their extension into Seattle was completed. 


Alton Limited Cars Reduced. 

For the second time since the World's fair 
at St. Louis, the Alton has reduced the num- 
her of cars in the Alton limited. It appears 
that the business between Chicago and St. 
Lovwis is falling off, although the Eastern Illi- 
nois has increased: its facilities. That may 
account for the falling off in the Alton’s bus!i- 
ness. During the St. Louis exposition the red 
train, which is the name by which the Alton 
Hmited is known, consisted of seven cars. 
Shortly after the closing of the fair the train 
was reduced to six cars, and now the parlor 
car has been cut off, and only five cars are 
carried. The observation car is used in place 


of the parlor car.

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LABOR BODY SEEKS IN VAIN 
FOR AN “ALL UNION” BUILDING 


Federation. Officials Decide to Leave 
Present Quarters When Owners Re- 
fuse to Agree to “Closed Shop.” 


Search for an office building in Chicago 
that is ‘“‘union from top to bottom” was 
made yesterday by federation of labor offi- 
cials in vain. The federation intends to va- 
cate its present quarters in the Garden City 
block on account of a strike of union em- 
ployés, but may have to erect a structure of 
its own in order to fulfill the requirements. 

A general exodus of labor headquarters is 
expected to follow the removal of the federa- 
tion offices. For the last three years the 
building at the corner of Randolph street and 
Fifth avenue has been a Mecca for union 
men. Besides, the central labor headquar- 
ters, rooms are occupied in the building by 
the carpenters, milK drivers, and Typograph- 
ical union No. 16. 

The labor tenants made demand upon the 
agents of the block to employ none but union 
janitors, elevator men, engineers, and fire- 
men. In reply the agents declared that they 
could not establish a ‘*‘ closed shop.” Notice 
then was served that the federation would 
leave the building. 

The failure to discover a union office build- 
ing revived talk of a labor ‘“‘templé~’ Plans 
for constructing a big building, in which all 
the labor unions in the city might be accom- 
modated, have been drawn for years, but 
financial difficultics always have stoodin the 
way of carrying them out. 

One of the material results traceable to the 
failure of the big teamsters’ strike last sum- 
mer will be a reduction in the wages of drivers 
on South Water street. Commission mer- 
chants already have served notice that they 
will make a cut in the union scale. Unless 
the teamsters accede to the change they 
will face a strike. 

In the hope of preventing a strike, painters 
and employers bi a long conference at the 
Sherman house. o amicable adjustment of 
wage differences was reached and another 
meeting is scheduled for early this week. 


BUTTER MAKERS T0 CONTEST 
AT DAIRY AND FOOD SHOW. 


Competitors from Many States Will 
Enter the Events to Be Held at the 
Coliseum Exhibit. 


More than 2,000 pounds of pure butter will 
re added to Chicago’s supply during the 
week of Feb. 15 to 24. This butter will be 
exhibited at the Coliseum at the national 
dairy and food show. Expert butter makers 
are to meet in a butter making competition 
and according to Secretafy E. Sudendorf, 
who has charge of the show, there will be 
over 100 competitors. The rules governing 
the competition require that not less than 
twenty pound tubs shall be entered for the 
prizes and medals offered. 

While the butter makers’ competition and 
an array of pure foods and food products 
will be shown in the main building, there 
will be a stock show on view in the Annex. 
where over 200 head of the finest cattle in 
America will be stabled. 

These cattle are valued at over $30,000, 
and include some famous prize winners. All 
have records as butter producers. The breeds 
to be shown are Jerseys, Guerngeys, Hol- 
steins, and Ayrshires. 

With the dairy exhibits will go all the 
modern machinery used in butter and cheese 
making, the milk produced by the cattle at 
the show being turned into butter and cheese 
in view of the spectators. 

Milking machines in practical operation 
will be a feature, showing huw the tiresome 
task of every farmer has been eliminated 
by these modern devices.

AUTO RECORD FOR EARP 


ENGLISH DRIVER SMASHES 100 
MILE MARK AT ORMOND. 


Century Is Made in 1:15:40 2-5, Win- 
ner of Race Driving Six and a Half 
Miles with Tire Gone from Rear 
Wheel of Car — Cedrino Finishes 
Second—Feature Event, Two Miles 

a Minute Contest, Be- 


cause Machines 


Postponed 
Are Disabled. 


Ormond, Fla., Jan. 27.—[Special. ]—The only 
event run off today in the automobile meet 
was the 100 mile race which Clifford Earp, 
the Englishman, driving a 100 horse power 
car, won in fast time—1:15:40%. His perform- 
ance was especially creditable because he 
lost @ rear tire early in the race, and drove 
the remaining sixty-two miles on the rim. 
The old record for 100 mifés stood at 1:15:24, 
made here last year by Fletcher. 

Cedrino, driving a-110 norse power car, was 
second in today’s race, finishing 59 seconds 
behind Earp. Cedrino led from thirty to sev- 
enty miles, where he stopped to change tires. 


Feature Race Postponed. 

Accidents to two cars and to the timing ap~ 
paratus caused the postponement of the two 
miles a minute race, scheduled for today. 
The starters in the 100 mile race were Chevro- 
let, 110 horse power; Clifford Earp, 100 horse 
power; Cedrino, 110 horse power; Lancia, 
110 horse pewer; N. N. Harding, 45 horse 
power, and Hilliard, 60 horse power. They 
started 3O seconds apart in this order. The 
beach afforded a straightaway stretch of 
fifteen miles. The race was run with seven 
turns. These were made around a stake.which 
necessitated almost a dead stop each time. 
Earp led at twenty-eight miles, with Lancia 
1 minute 6 seconds behind, Cedrino 1 minute 
14 seconds behind, and Hilliard 6 minutes 33 
seconds behind him. 

Ten miles farther on Earp had the mis- 
fortune to throw a tire off the rear right wheel 
of his car. He wisely decided to continue 
without stopping to put on another tire. When 


he passed the stand traveling at a speed of | 


seventy miles an hour the crowd cheered his 
pluckiness. 


Cedrino Loses a Tire. 

At forty miles Cedrino had taken the lead, 
with Lancia only a second behird h'm. At 
this point Earp ‘was six minutes end thirty- 
five seconds behind the leader and Hilliard 
six minutes and fifty-two seconds in the rear 

Lancia broke his radiator at forty-nine 
miles and dropped out of therace. At fif y- 
eight miles Cedrino led. with Earp'six minutes 
fifty-riine seconds behind him, and Hilliard 
eight minutes and thirty seconds in the rear. 
Up to this point Cedrino had averaged e°cn 
mile in :39. He led Earp at seventy miles 
by seven minutes and ‘wenty-one secor ds and 
Hilliard by eleven minutes and two seconds. 

Cedrino lost a tire at seven‘y-five miles and 
immediately stopped to replace it. Mean- 
while Earp passed him, still traveling on the 
rim at a high rate of speed. Earp wasthirty 
minutes and fifty-two seconds ahead: f Ced- 
rino at the eighty-eight mile mark and five 
minutes and thirty-three seconds ahead of 
his teammate, Hilliard. 


Cedrino Makes Strong Finish. 
Earp limped across the finish line in the 
lead, and one minute and twenty-nine sec- 
onds later Cedrino flashed by, traveling at 
terrific speed. On corrected time Earp had 
beaten Cedrino by just fifty-ningg seconds, 


having covered 100 miles in a crippled car | 


in 1:15:40%, beating the previous record of 
1:18:24, established in the 1905 tournament 
by Henry W. Fletcher. Hilliard finished 
third, his time being 1:21:05. ° 

Of the other starters in the 100 mile race 
Chevrolet dropped out at sixty miles, when 
he was twenty-five minutes behind the 
leader. 


MAROON FACULTIES TO MEET. 


Will Hold Special Session on Thursday 
to Consider Conference Recommenda- 
tions for Football Reform. 


The combined faculties of the University 
of Chicago will consider the recent recom. 
mendations of the conference reform com- 
mittee at a special meeting next Thursday. 
It will then be known to a large ex:ent 
whether or not Chicago will stand by the 
recommendations or will vote them down. In 
case the recommendations are voted down 
it is assured that’ football will be discon- 
tinued for a period of at least two years. 

There is little doubt, however, that the 
recommendations will be accepted. It also 
is certain they will be accepted in full. One 
professor declared yesterday that he believed 
the faculty was unanimously in favor of 
the recommendations. 

On Saturday the university senate, which 
has been strongly anti-football for thg last 
three months, will meet to pass finally upon 
the recommenédations. The senate had the 
right to reverse the decision of the combined 
faculties, but according to Acting President 
Harry Pratt Judson, it is unlikely such a 
thing will take place. 

While the student body at the Midway is 
decidedly against the proposed changes, it 
is admitted on every hand that the faculty 
will accept the recommendations.

Intercollegiate Committee, 
After Ten Hours’ Session, 
Announces Result. 


AGREE ON FORWARD PASS. 


Lawmakers Recommend Severe 
Penalties for Brutality—Now 


Up to¥Faculties. 


New York, Jan. 27.—[Special.}—There was 
a ten hour session of the American inter- 
collegiate football rules committee at the 
Murray Hill hotel today. At the finish of 
the long discussion of proposed changes in 
the game a mumber of marked amendments 
to the playing rules were announced No 
definite action on the changes was to be 
taken by today’s meéting; everything passed 
only tentatively. It is possible some meas- 
ures proposed may not go through when they 
come up for final action two weeks hence, 
but while all votes taken today simply repre- 
sented the sense of the meeting, the fact that 
they passed that way indicate they stand 
a good chance of being finai.y adopted. How- 
ever, after conferring with their constituents 
the voters may change their views. 

Drastic measures were taken for squelch- 
ing brutality in all forms and unneceesary 
One of these is so severe that 
the offending team can lose half the distance 
between where the ball is and the offending 
team’s goal. To illustrate, if a team offends 


on the other team’s five yard line, the for-

_ Measures were also tentatively adopted tend-

Severe Penalties Outlined.

Referee a Mouthpiece. 


It shall be the duty of the officials to penal- 
ize for the foregoing offenses and the duty 
of the referee to impose any penal’y on the 
report from any othercfficial. The referee. 
in short, acts as a mouthpiece for the other 
officials when something he did not see is re- 
ported to him. The number of officials ig in- 


, creased to four—one referee, two umpires,and 


a linesman. Whether the extra umpire is 
to have just the same duties and scope as 
the other one is a matter yet t#be decided 
by the committee, It did not go into that 
question. 

The following is the definition of helding 
agreed on: The player whose side has pos- 
session of the ball shall not hold. block. or 
otherwise obstruct opponents except with th» 
body, but the player running with the ball 
may ward off an opponent with his hands. 
Holding or unlawful obstruction includes (a) 
gTappling an opponent with the hands and (b) 
placing hands on an opponent to push him 
away fromthe play. Pendirg further discyus- 
sion the definition of holding is no: addition- 
ally defined. 

The Harvard neutral zone was adopted. 
This scheme requires that no part of the 
body of the opposing linemen shall be closer 
together than the distance represented by 
the length of the ball. The virtue claimed 
for it is that it will keep the opposing linemen 
arther apart than at present and be eon- 
ducive of less ‘“‘ monkey business” in the 
line, 


Restrictions Back of Line. 


Under the head of opening up the play « 
rule was adopted that any man back of the 
snapper back shall be allowed to make a 
forward pass, provided the pass does not 
extend beyond the line of scrimmage or be to 
a man who isin the line of scrimmage when 
the ball is put in play. In brief, there can 
be a dozen forward passes behind the line of 
scrimmage, but none once the ball is carried 
beyond the line of scrimmage. This rule in 
itself is a pronounced departure from th: 
game as it has been played. Forward passe 
heretofore have been penalized; now they 
become a part of the game. 

Restrictions put on back of the line forma- 
ticns are as follows: Six men shall always 
be on the line of scrimmage, and five center 
men shall always be on the line, except that 
one center man may drop back five yards 
or more, another man to take his place on 
the rusn line. The idea of allowing the cen- 
ter man to drop back is to provide for a 
man to do the kicking should the punter on 
the team be a line man, as in the cage of 
Burr of Harvard. 


Aim to Weaken Defense. 
Regarding defense the following measure 
shows one way in which it has been weak- 
ened: ‘‘ Not more than six men shall be on 
the line of scrimmage on the defense, the 
others to be clearly behind the feet of ail 
linemen and inside the men on the end of 
the line.’’. This means that In all probability 
one of the ende will drop back, consequently 
there will be more chance forendruns. The 
latter seems to be the result desired. 

There can be no tackling below the knees 
except by the men on the line of scrimmage 
on defense and of these the two men on the 
end of the line cannot tackle below the knees, 
Hurdling in the line is to be prohibited, but 
the committee left the de@inition of hurdling 
to a later date . 

Regarding a central body of offictals the 
subcommittee on that matter made its re- 
port, but discussion was deferred. The ten 
yard rule, which was Walter Camp's pet 
idea, came up for discussion. Sut no vote 
was taken on this suggestion.

fiad the late marquis of Queensberry 
gnown how his rules governing glove con- 
tests would be abused, the arguments that 
gould arise from them, and the difficulties 
those directly interested in boxing would 
have trying to interpret them, it is a safe bet 

either would have framed them so s!im- 

théy would require no interpretation 
or would have turned the job over to some 


else. 

The old English noblemen framed the rules 
for and to suit the Britons, and as we Amer- 
jeans were shy on rules to govern boxing 
gontests we naturally adopted those handed 

by the late marquis. Unfortunately 
eur American fighters, managers, and pro- 
goters swear by the marquis of Queensberry 
rules despite the fact they are, to the major- 
tty, a8 foreign as an unwritten language. 
and even those who claim to be thoroughly 
nted with them so utterly disregard 
they are valueless. 
Jam not stretching it a bit when I state 
never has been a glove contest in this 
try under marquis of Queensberry rules 
ip which the rules were strictly adhered to. 
being the case, why not have rules of 
own instead of a set framed by an Eng- 
fishmean that are never lived up to and there- 
fore are useless? 
2 
How many fighters, managers, promoters, 
referees are there that continually argue 
the points in marquis of Queensberry rules 
gs they are written and the straight marquis 
of Queensberry rules which never were writ- 
ten and therefore are what I should term 
-mongrel rules. They invariably argue that 
marquis of Queensberry rules, as they think 
they know them, demand clean breaks. Theat 
is, the fighters, when cHnched, must break 
geanly, step back an unspecified distance, 
and assume elther a defensive or an aggres- 
give attitude before they resume fighting. 
And they argue that straight rules give them 
the privilege of hitting with the free arm 
when holding with the other, and of hitting 
on the breakaway. ' 

There is nothing in the marquis of Queens- 
berry rules, as‘ we know them, that says 
anything about clean breaks, stepping back 
a certain distance after a clinch before an- 
other blow can be struck. And as there are 
no straight rules governing contests, we 


simply take it for granted they givea fighter | 


all the hitting privileges not provided for in 
the written rules. 
§ ~~ 

Let us sift a few of*the marquis’ rules, as 
they are written, and see how they are dis- 
regarded and therefore utterly useless. 

“Rule 1—To be a fair stand up boxing 
match In a twenty-four foot ring, or as near 
that size as practicable.” 

How many of the hundreds of boxing con- 
tests that take place every year are on the 
“fair stand up ’’ order? 

“Rule 2—No wrestling or hugging al- 

There is more or less wrestling and consid- 
erable hugging in every contest, but I have 
known of but few cases wherein fighters 
‘were disqualified for infringing that rule. 

“Rule 4—If any man fall, through weak- 
ness or otherwise, he must get up unassisted, 
ten seconds to be allowed him to do so, the 
other man meanwhile to return to his corner, 
and when the fallen man is on his legs the 
round is to be resumed and continued until 
the three minutes have expired. If one man 
fails to come to the scratch in the ten sec- 
onds allowed it snall be in the power of the 
referee to give his award in favor of the 
other man.” 

How often is this rule adhered to? How 
titen does a fighter go to his corner when 
ts opponent is down? ‘The rule is a mis- 
fomer for several reasons, as the marquis, 
when framing it, evidently had in mind a 
preventive for a man being hit when down, 
and also the London prize ring rules when 
he inserted: “If one man f&ils to come to 

the geratch,"’ etc. He evidently overlooked 
the fact that a man is apt to go down in his 
opponent's corner, and in such cases, if the 
man on his feet goes to his corner, as the 
rule reads he must do, he naturally will be 
Standing over his fallen adversary and doing 
just what the rule infers he must not do. 

Regarding a man failing to come to the 
Scratch in ten seconds, I will ask, when a 
man is almost knocked out and barely gets 
to his feet at the count of ten, how can he 
feach the scratch, an imaginary line sup- 
posed to be drawn parallel w..-.- the neutral 
corners? Or name the fighter who, after 
having his opponent on the verge of collapse, 
Would wait until his victim shuffled to the 
Supposed scratch. 

“Rule 5—-A man hanging on the ropesina 
helpless state, with his toes off the ground, 
Sha:l be considered down.” 

Why not with his heels off the ground, as 
he certainly would be as helpless in that 
condition? .Or why. with either toes or heels 
of the ground when battles in this country 
are not fought on the ground?

cuss my interpretation of the rules. Julian 
argued for clean breaks and Brady held 
out for hitting with the free arm and on the

Handicap Base Runners. 
In regard™to the foul strike rule and its 


repeal or amendment, I simply have this to 
| gay: 


“ As at present worded the rule is not 
only damaging to ‘team work at the bat,’ 
but it is a heavy handicap to successful 
baserunning. In the first place, in its effect 
of the 


—~balls hit on a line to the outfield, which, 
after passing over fair ground in front of 
lirst or third base, suddenly curve to foul 
ground. These particular hits are never 
intentional fouls and should not be penalized 
as foul strike hits. In fact, they properly 
belong in the base hit column and should be 
so recorded. 

“ Secondly, the foul strike rule materially 
retards the stealing of bases, and this result 
should be obviated by an amendment to the 
rule sO as to prevent the calling of fowl 
strikes when a runner is on a base, as no 
good batsman ever intentionally hits a ball 
foul with a runner on a base, though he may 
when no one is on a base to be assisted around 
by the batsman. 


Offers Suggestions on Strikes. 

“ The existing rule governing the calling of 
strikes Is one of the worst worded laws in 
the code. With the view of preparing a sort 
of compromise rule, to be discussed at the 
coming meeting of the joint committee of 
rules at New York in February, I appendthe 
revised rule, which I have sent to Presidents 
Pulliam, Jounson, and Powers for their ap- 
proval, and it is as follows: 


CALLING OF STRIKES. 

RULB 49—The umpire must call a strike on the 
batsman uncer the grt gee ren i 
Ph eee 1. When the ball is hit foul and is caught 

e fly. 

Section 2. When the ball i@ hit to foul ground, 
back of the line of the home, first, or third bases. 

Section 3. When the ball is bunted to foul ground 
and no runner is on a base. 

Section 4. When the batsman fails to strike at 
a ball which passes over the home base and within 


legal range. 
Section 5. When he strikes at a ball which hits 


, part of his person. 
6. When he strikes at a ball out of his 
fair reach. 

Section 7, The umptre must declare the batsman 
out on a foul strike when he strikes at or hits a 
hell fair or foul, when either of his feet is outside 
the lince of his position. 

“ This amended rule puts a stop to the pen- 
alizing of balls which go from the hat fair un 
til they pass first or third bases. Then, too, it 
rrevents the rule of calling a strike on a ball 
which hits the bat accidertally, while the 
batsman is trying to avoid being hit by the 
pitched ball. All such hits properly belong 
to the record’ of ‘dead balls.” Moreover, 
the amended rule properly places the section 
covering the out on a foul strike, which was 
an isolated rule before. j 


Present Rule Ineffectual. 

** The orig'n of the foul strike rule was the 
effort to do away with the annoyance of In- 
tentional foul hitting, and this it utterly fails 
to do, as that objectionable habit tan be 
indulged in with impunity after two strikes 
have been called. 

‘It is impossible to get rid of foul ball hit- 
ting, and the next best thing is to lessen the 
Crawback as much as possible and that I have 
tried to do in my amended rule. By way 
of contrast lappend the existing rule as given 
below: 

Rule 49. A strike is: 

Section 1, A pitched ball struck at by the bate- 
man without its toucning his bat; or, 

Section 2. A fair bali legally delivered by the

And yet, in spite of the dubious outlook 
for racing at the principal centers of the 
Sport, the market for light harness horses 
of the top class never was better than now. 
It also is true that the sport of colt trotting 
has been growing wonderfully of late, and the 
entries to events of that character which 
have closed during the last six months are 
phenomenal in point of numbers. Of course 
a good many of the youngsters have been 
named in these stakes by the men who bred 
them and who own their sires and dams, but 
of this class of entrants the majority will be 
offered at auction this winter and next 
spring, while others will be disposed of at 
private sale.

For refusing to obey 
the referee of the meet last Wednesday and 
run over a heat Hemery was suspended for 
the balance of the meeting. 


Paim Beach’s Motor Boat Meet. 


Although the Ormond meet winds up to- 
morrow, that does not mean that racing is 
over for the winter—it really marks the open-. 
ing of a southern circuit that far surpasses 
anything of the kind ever before attempted, 
The automobilists, fiowever, get a few days’ 
let up in order that their nautical brethren 
may have an inning to demonstrate what 
motor boats can do. 

Motor boating will occupy the center of the 
stage at Palm Beach on Tuesday and 
Weduesday of this week, at which time the 
speediest craft in the country, will strive for 
new marks over the glasslike waters of the 
lake there. 

From Palm Beach the motoring party in- 
vades Cuba for a session that will far eclipse 
last year's inaugural.

Local motorists were much interested in 
the test of steam and gasoline, well remem- 
bering the success of Webb Jay in a steamer 
on the track. The type of steamer driven 
by Marriott is comparatively strange in 
this section, being of Boston manufacture. 


Quick Getaway of Steamer. 


The chief reason for the success of the 
steamer at short distance racing is that the 
sivam pressure within the boiler can be 
raised to a high point, sufficiently high, in 
fact, that a good head of steam can be sus- 
tained for five or ten miles of fast travel- 
ing,’ said David Beecroft, a local mecntan- 
ical expert. ‘‘ This inherent advantage of 
steam machines over gasoline racers is re- 
sponsible for the quick getaways, the gaso- 
line cars requiring time to attain their fast- 
est speed. The engine of Marfiott’s car is 
an unpretentious affair, having but a single 
cylinder, which is different from most of 
the steam cars in use. Steam is generated 
through a tube boiler with a gasoline burner 
beneath. Before beginning a race it is cus- 
tomary to generate steam as quickly as 
possible and have the greatest supply on 
hand for the start. 


“Webb Jay, driving a different type of | 


steamer entirely, used this high steam press- 
ure in starting to advantage in many of his 
track races during the last summer. In 
practically every event in which he startea 
where a moving start was.the rule he would 
come down the track on even terms with hig 
competitors so as to cross the fine nose to 


rose, but Immediately with his great reserve 
cf steam he would open the throttle and be- 
fore the other contestants were aware of it 
he was leading them by a margin of several 
lengths. After this the only object in the 
race was to maintain a high steam pressure. 
Whenever he failed in this the gasoline ma- 
crines always made good their reliability 
and shot to the fore. 


Steamer a Strong Sprinter. 


“The favorite field for steam cars is for 
distances up to ten miles and perhaps fifteen. 
Past this distance a great deal depends upon 
the driver's ability to keep the steam prersure 
at a working height. Failure often results 
because of feeding too much water-to the 
boiler or generator, with the immediate re- 
sult that power fails. Of course, this only 
applies to races, the steamer being a good, 
stanch machine for all day work on the 
read and being specially reliable in heavy 
gcing, in which field it has on nearly every 
cccasion eclipsed its gasoline rivals.’’ 

The big car Hemery brought over from 
France after he had smashed the world’s 
kilometer record attracted attention at Or- 
mond. It has a 200 horse power metcr. with 
eight cylinders cast in pairs and set in V 
form, with the apex of the V pointing to the 
ground. The .radiator is small and points 
at an acute angle. 

Marriott, who drove the steamer, is not 
unknown to fame, as has been generally sup- 
posed, although he is not well known in the 
west. He has been driving seven years for

Car Needs Tuning Up. 


The failure of A. G. Vanderbilt's car to 
run at Ormond does not surprise experts, 
who have all along considered it impossible 
to take a speed monster like that and expect 
it to go at record speed without any tuning 
up. It will be remembered that young Van- 
derbilt rushed the car from his workshop to 
the beach without ever finding out if it would 
run, let alone develop any speed. Critics be- 
lieve eventually the monster will come up 
to expectations, but it will take at least six 
months’ constant work with it on the road or 
beach to get it into trim. When it is tuned 
up it is thought Vanderbilt will have a ma- 
chine with which he will make even the Or- 
mond records pale into insignificance. 

In support of their theory local experts 
point to the car belonging to Dr. Harold 
E. Thomas of Chicago, which was turned 
out of the shop last spring and shipped to 
Europe for the Gordon Bennett. Tracy, who 
drove it, made a miserable showing in the 
international event, and the car was put 
down as a piece of junk. But Tracy did not 
lose heart, and all last summer tinkered 
away preparing it for the Vanderbilt. Inthe 
American trials*he finished second to Ding- 
ley, and many thought he could have won 
had it been necessary toqualify. In the final 
for the cup Tracy had the car to his liking 
and with it ran third, being the first Amer- 
ican to be placed in an international motor- 
ing event. His victory gave America second 
place, for French cars ran one, two.

MILD WEATHER IN LONDON

SHORT SEASON OF “smoG” FoL.-

Pleasant Meteorological Conditions 
Result in Abundance of Flowers 
Being Sold Cheaply on Streets— 
Rainfall for First Two Weeks of 
Current Month Shows Excess Over 
Average—Violets and Snowdrops, 
Spring Favorites, Plentiful.

LONDON, Jan. 27.—While America,’ ac- 

cording to the cables, has been sweltering in 
June-like heat, the London weather has in- 
cluded frost and another disagreeable at- 
tack of “smog,” this being caused by the 
sudden fall of the temperature following 
upon @ fortnight of almost continuous rain. 
The weather now, however, is much more 
agreeable as all traces of “ smog” have 
disappeared and it looks as though the season 
were almost bordering on spring, so pleas- 
antly mild is the day and night air. 

Of rain the London district has had more 
than enough this month; in fact, the year 
1906 would seem to be trying to show whata 
strenuous young year can do with the 
weather. The downpour so far has played 
havoc with the staid rainfall average of 
January and shows a precipitation for the 
first fifteen days of this morith of three 
inches, a rainfall excess of 1-18 inch over the 
average. This downpour, however, may 
simply have been an attempt to atone for 
the deficiencies of 1905, a year which in 
its last four months yielded only six inches 
of rain. 


Flowers Abundant and Sold Cheaply. 

The ourrent year has been profligate with 
its sunshine despite its lavish rain and has 
already given the London country sixteen 
hours more than is customary for the whole 
month. According to the sages of the me. 
teorological office, 1906 has not finished try- 
ing yet. “* We have had no cold weather this 
winter,” said one of them the other day,

LONDON, Jan. 18.—Many a successful can- 
didate in the parliamentary election owes his 
success at the polls to feminine influence 
among the voters. In no previous political 
contest have so many women been engaged 
in canvassing and dodging the corrupt prac- 
tices act. Politicians have learned by ex- 
perience that a few feminine wiles oftem ac- 
complish more than eloquent speeches. 

A smart little wife, who is pretty and 
daintily dressed, may do more with a glance 
to win over a wavering voter than her hus- 
band’s “gift of the gab” at its best. A 
smile, even through a veil, or the touch ofa 
lily white hand, though’ gloved, convinces 
many susceptible electors om whom mascu- 
line rhetoric has failed. Arrayed in Jhelir 
most bewitching gowns, and looking their 
prettiest, the women of Mayfair have been 
playing the game for all it is worth. 

They drove around in motor cars, they 
made house to house visitations afoot, they 
lent their charming presence to committee 
rooms, and they appeared on public plat- 
forms and bestowed their smiles on theaudi- 
ence. Not infrequently they made speeches 
themselves. 


Lady Churchill Good Canvasser. 

Mrs. George Cornwallis West, better known 
as Lady Randolph Churchill, proved herself 
one of the most successful canvassers in 
England. During the campaign she worked 
hard in the interests of her son, Winston 
Churchill. One night on a platform at Man- 
chester no less than nineteen magnificent 
bouguets were presented to her, and her 
rooms at the hotel were veritable bowers of 
flowers—gifts from admiring voters. She 
usually dressed quietly, black and white be- 
ing her favorite colors, but for the contest 
she provided herself with some really gorge- 
ous frocks in which: she carried all before 
her. 

At one meeting she wore a Paris gown of 
cardinal velvet trimmed with point de Venise 
lace and in her dark hair wore ruby hutter- 
flies, similar ornaments appearing on the 
corsage. She was looking wonderfully young 
and strangers took her for her son’s wife or 
sister! Winston has always been enormous- 
ly proud of his handsome mother, but now 
more than ever. 

She has got hold of scores of the conserva- 
tive voters and talked and coaxed them 
round to her way of thinking. She has had 
no end of opportunities of emulating the ex- 
ample of the famous duchess of Devonshire, 
who kissed the butcher on conditiom that he 
voted for her husband, but history does not 
yet record if she made use of her chances! 


Other Women Who Helped. 

In the absence of her husband through 
fillIness Lady Edmund Talbot effectively su- 
perintended the organization of his contest. 
The Hon. Mrs. Alfred Lyttelton, wife of the 
ex-colonial secretary, made speeches daily 
in his behalf. The marchioness of Tweed- 
dale ably assisted Sir William Evans-Gordon 
in that by no means delectable borough of 
Stepney.

CALLS DEATH BAD HABIT 


CARE OF SOLAR PLEXUS KEY TO 
LONG LIFE. 


London Medical Practitioner Tells 
How Ordinary People May Make 
Methuselah Appear Like One Cut’ 
Down in the Early Flash of Youth— 
All Depends on “Abdominal Brain,’’ 
Which Controls Involuntary Nerv- 
ous System.

LONDON, Jan. 18.—Dr. Cornwall Round, a 
medical practitioner in London, claims to 
have discovered how to live forever—bdrnng 
accidents. As he is only 40 years old him- 
self it cannot be said that in his own person 
he offers even presumptive evidence of the, 
truth of his theories. But that is no reason, 
he thinks, why he should not start a bot of 
other people living forever, and he has just 
confided to me how the thing can be done. 

According to Dr. Round, dying is simply a 
‘bad racial) habit ’’ which we have all got 
into, and should strive our utmost to get 
out of, 

‘**As a matter of fact,’’ he said, ** we each 
have the free will to create our own ideal of 
longevity, and according to our faith it will 
be done unto us.”’ 

Those who cannot muster faith enough to 
persuade themselves that they cannot go on 
living indefinitely should en@eavor to emulate 
Methuselah, who, Dr. Round reminds us, 
lived to be 969 years old. 

‘‘ Surely,” said the doctor, “ thatisa better 
ideal than the current three score years and 
tem, and equally authoritative.” 

And if ‘people can’t convince themeelves 
that they may equal Methuselah’s longevity 
record they might fix their ideal on Moses, 
who, according to scripture, ““was-an hun- 
dred and twenty years old when he died; his 
eye was not dim nor his natural force 
abated.”’ 


Fight Against ‘Death Instinct.” 

The thing to be fought against and eliminat- 
ed is-what Dr. Round calls.the.*.death in- 
stinct.” That, it appears, is something which 
has. been transmitted to us by our benighted 
ancestors who, because they observed that 
all lives ended in death, were illogical enough 
to assume that there was no way of stopping 
it. In getting rid of this death instinct and 
laying the foundations of perpetual life a 
great deal depends upon getting the solar 
plexus to behave itself properly. ’ 

Most people in America first heard of the 
solar plexus through Bob Fitzsimfmons, who 
knocked out Corbett by landing.on that 
portion of his anatomy and thereby won the 
fistic heavyweight championship. But, ac- 
cording to Dr. Round, there is a deal more 
in the solar plexus than Bob Fitzsimmons 
ever found out. It isthe “ abdominal brain.”’ 
It controls the “ sympathetic or involuntary 
nervous system,”’ which has a whole lot to do 
with the emotions. And the man who gets 
it to obey the behests of the brain, working 
harmoniously with it instead of kicking 
against it, may, if Dr. Round’s discoverey 
amounts to anything, live long enough to 
beat Methuselah’s record out of sight. 


Train Yo lar Plexus. 

“The diseases of everyday life,’’ said Dr. 
Round, ‘“‘are the solar plexus’ attempts to 
throw off effete poisonous matter from the 
system and so right a wrong—a former sin 
against ourselves that we have knowingly or 
unknowingly committed—and at the same 
time by painful symptoms give us a friend- 
ly warning that we are misconducting the 
internal affairs of the body, and should, 
therefore, set our house of flesh in order.’ 

So the important thing is to so train and 
treat the solar plexus that it won't give in 
when old age and disease tackles us. The 
solar plexus, the doctor tells us, is remark- 
ably amenable to suggestions. 

“It will,” he says, “carry any suggested 
idea to its logical conclusion [that is evi- 
Gently what it did when Fitzsimmons hit it 
so hard] and by means of the sympathetic 
nervous system, it will tend to rebuild the 
body according to the logical result deduced 
from the accepted suggestion.” 

According to. Dr. Round we should fight 
‘shy of burials. They'convey suggestions that 
are bad for the solar piexus...We should 
avoid also *‘ reading tales that end badly, or 
witnessing maudlin dramatic tragedies, or 
recapitulating them in our thoughts. In fact,

Be Congenial While Eating. 


** We are also,’’ says the doctor, “ suggest- 
eble when eating and drinking, as our atten- 
tion is, or should be, at these times fully oc- 
cupied, with nothing to spare for self-de- 
fense. At meals there ought to bea cessa- 
tion of all unpleasant discussion—in fact, 
the less said the better. ri 

“So, when assimilating food and drink, we 
should, as far as in our power lies, have con- 
genial surroundings and think our highest 
thoughts, and in this way sajg dur bread with 
our own best ideals.”’ . 

This seems fgirly easy. In fact, thost of 
Dr. Round’s tips for immortality are easy. 
Rich and poor alike can practice them. We 
can even, utilize our olfactory organs to kecp 
our solar plexi up to the mark. 

‘Smell, amongst all our senses,”’ he says, 
‘‘ seems to be the one with the longest mem-~ 
ory for associated ideas. Thus we can also 
make the sense of smellan avenue for health- 
ful impressions by mentally connecting some 
chosen ideal with a particular odor. For in- 
stance, write on incense paper, “ Health is 
natural,’’ or.some other affirmation which 
you wish to impress on yourself, ignite the 
paper, and hold yourself in a mentally re- 
laxed, passive condition, then the perfume 
will tend to convey the associated suggestion 
to your solar plexus.”’ 


Virtue in Placard. 

The best time, says Dr. Round, for convey- 
ing life renewing impressions to the solar 
plexus is on awakening or falling asleep. 
As one of the means of attaining perpetual 
life he advises hanging on the»wall near the 
bed a placard containing this inscription in 
white letters on a black background: “I 
feel and look younger day by day.”’ 

This should be looked at hagd just before 


| going to sleep and just after waking in the 


morning. If the solar plexus should carry 
out the suggestion to its logical conclusion 
it would follow that in the course of a few 
years adults would not only renew their 
youth but go back to the bottle stage of in- 
fancy. However, it may be assumed that 
the cultivated solar plexus may be depended 
on to exercise some judgment in the matter, 
even if the individual ego doesn’t. 

If people got the living-forever habit and 
continued to rear children and teach them 
the trick, it is obvious that long before any 
reached Methuselah’s age this earth would 
become so densely popvegied that it would be 
impossible fo move around without treading 
on somebody's toes, and the struggle for ex- 
istence would lead to universal cannibalism.

CANADIANS WANT 


INSURANCE QUERY 


Charges Made That Require

Ottawa, Ont., Jan. 25.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.]—The.cry for investigation of 
Canadian insurance and loan’ companies is 
echoed from all parts of the dominion, and 
statéments finding their way into print are 
of such a character it is evident in the inter- 
ests of the companies themselves an inquiry 
of the most searching character has become 
inevitable. The feeling practically is unan- 
imous among investors and Insurers generally 
that to further stave off action is’ to invite 
disaster. 

Independent actuaries who have analyzed 
the investments of some of the largest com- 
panies in the country have made one point 
at any rate clear beyond disnute—namely: 
that the sums amounting to millions of sur- 
plus funds instead of being placed in safe, 
first class, marketable securities readily con- 
vertible into cash to the extent of the invest- 
ment and interest are tied up in speculative 
securities, the present market value of which 
in some cases is far below the cash invested. 
To say that these disclosures have caused 
widespread surprise and indignation is to put 
it mildly, 

The government inspection in which Cana- 
dians have been accustomed to place implicit 
reliance boldly is alleged to be a mere for- 
mality. little more than an official publica- 
tion of assets and liabilities as furnished 
by the companies, leaving it to investors and 
insurers to discover the true state of affairs 
for themselves if able to shoulder the ex- 
pense and risk and take any further action 
they might consider the case calls for. 


Overinvest in Americans. 


In the charter of one of the life insurance 
companies it is provided, as asserted, with 
regard to a certain class of securities in the 
United States, that said investments shall not 
at any time exceed the reserve upon all out- 
standing policies in force’ in the United 
States. 

The entire reserve of that company in all 
business outside of Canada is stated to be 
only $313,508, whereas the cash actually in- 
vested in the United States is represented as 
but a trifle short of a million dollars, as fol- 
lows: Amount loaned on the stock of the 
Chicago and Milwaukee Electric railway, 
$414,170; invested in bonds of the Milwaukee 
Electric railway, $390,000; invested in bonds 
of the Detroit United railway, $97,500; in- 
vested in bonds of the Detroit and Fiint rail- 
way, $73,500—a total of $957,170, or more than 
three times the total cldimed to be allowed 
under the law. 

The securities may be gilt edged and the 
best in the world, and satisfactory explana- 
tions may be forthéoming later on, but in the 
meanthne statements of this character are 
producing a damaging effect and may bring 
about disastrous consequences unless proved 
unfounded by an inquiry such as the govern- 
ment alone can carry through with any hope 
of restoring confidence. 


Mild Winter Hurts Lumbering. 

Such a mild winter on the whole as Canada 
experienced up to the third week of the pres- 
ent month. rarely has been known since 
weather records have been kept. The thaw 
last week cleared the snow off the roofs and 
covered the sidewalks, roads, and gardens 
with water. There has at no time been more 
than barely enough snow for sleighing, and 
several times sleighs huve had to be taken 
off the streets and wheeled vehicles used in 
their place. A number of teams have come 
down from lumber shanties up the Ottawa 
and Gatineau, it being so difficult in some 
districts to get out the logs work has been 
stopped until there f@ another fav of snow 
and freeze up. 

In other localities the lumberers are just 
able to keep hauling the logs to the ice for 
floating down in the spring and have not yet 
reduced their forces of men and team, but 
are holding on in the hope of colder weather 
soon. It is believed there will be enough 
hard weather with heavy snow storms and 
severe frosts before the end of February to 
make up for lost time. 


Planning for Prince’s Visit. 

Prince Arthur having decided greatly to 
lengthen the peried of his contemplated stay 
in Canada on returning to England from 
Japan. ah extensive program of receptions 
and other entertainments tn different prov- 
inces is being prepared. The governor general 
through his secretary, Col, Hanbury-Will- 
fams, is in communication with the lieutenant 
governors of the-provinces through which 
his royal higf&iness is to pass in the journey 
from the port of arrival on the Pacific coast 
to the port of departure on the Atlantic. He 
remains five or six weeks in the country. 
Parliament will be tn session during his visit 
to Ottawa as the guest of the governor gen- 
eral at Government house, and there prob- 
ably will be a state dinner, a state ball, and 
a reception; besides numerous other func- 
tions. 


Laurier May Have Fight on Hands. 


Sensational reports of breaks/in the ranks 
of the government supporters are calculated 
to create exaggerated ideas of their im- 
portance. The prominence given to the kicks 
of George Grant, M. P., liberal whip in the 
federal parliament for the province of On- 
tario, and Thomas Martin, M. P. for North 
Wellington, is calculated to spread an im- 
pression that the followers of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier generally are about to emulate those 
of Balfour in Britain who by their disorgan- 
ization have succeeded in smashing their 
party and putting their opponents in power.

It seems thaf for his recently 
published life of hie father, Lord Randolph 
Churchill, the young member of parliament 
received from the Macmillans the biggest 
price ever paid for a work ofthe kind. He 
got $40,000 down, with the additional agree- 
ment that half the profits on the book should 
come to him after the publishers have pock- 
eted $20,000 aw their share. In other words, 
Churchill has been paid at the rate of $1.25 
a line, or about 12 cents a word, and if the 
book sells as well as it is expected to do 
his words are likely to produce twice that 
sum each.

Ag it is, however! Lord Randolph’s brilliant 
son has gotten ahead of the great John Mor- 
ley, whose honorarium for writing his life 
of Gladstone wag supposedly the highest 
ever paid—for although Mr. Morley got 
$50,000 for his work, it contained 1,972 pages, 
while Churchill's biography of his father is 
composed of only 1,086. Other biographere 
are nowhere. As for historians, the record 
does not seem to be held by any writer of 
late years, but must be credited to Lord 
Macauley, whose fee of $70,000 for writing 
his “‘ History of England’’ has never been 
approached. Of fiction writers, Marie Corelli 
probably still tops the list, for a book from 
her pen brings in $100,000 or more nowadays, 
and Hall Caine is not far behind. 


New Novel by Mrs. Harrison. 


Mrs. St. Leger Harrison, who wrote “ Sir 
Richard Calmady,”’ is just on the point of 
finishing a new novel, on which she has been 
at work under especially inepiring circum- 
stances. She has been living at Eversley, 
where her famous father, Charles Kingsley, 
did so much of his best work, and with which 
he is almost always associated. This new 
book of ‘‘ Lucas Malet’s"’ wes actually be- 
gun soon after the publication of “ Sir Rich- 
ard Calmady ”’ in 1899, but its authoress isa 
slow and conscientious worker at best, and 
besides suffered from poor health for almost 
a whole year, during which her manuscript 
was laid aside entirely. She expects, how- 
ever, to havé her book ready for publication 
early im the spring. Its theme is a secret 
even from her best friends. 


Fergus Hume Turns “Serious.”’ 

That veteram literary warhorse, Fergus 
Hume, who, ever since the appearance of 
“The Mystery of the Hansom Cab,” has 
been writing indefatigably, is another noVel- 
ist who is taking up a new line of work. 
The success of Hume's ** Lady Jim of Curzon 
Street,’’ a novel entirely out of the line of his 
usual detective style, has almost induced him 
to devote his time altogether to moreserious 
work. 

In this regard it is of interest to know that 
Hume’s detective stories are written at a 
prodigious rate, sometimes at the rate of one 
@ month. He has produced over seventy 
books in the last eighteen years, not half of 
which he has on his own shelves. ‘ Lady 
Jim,’’ on the other hand, took him over a 
year to write. He is now down ia Corn- 
wall putting the finishing toucheson another 
lot of detective stories. He promises him- 
self a short rest after they are completed, 
when he may undertake another really seri- 
ous book. 


Others Profit by His Genius. 

Apropos of the piracy of important books 
in the United States just now, it may be said 
that Hume’s “ Mystery of the Hansom Cab ”’ 
was sold to the extent of over 500,000 copies 
in America, as many as seven firms issuing 
it at the same time. On not one of these 
books did he receive a penny of royalty 
award. 

J. Butler Burke’s important work on “ The 
Origin of Life,’ is now nearing completion 
and probably will be issued in England within 
six weeks. Burke’s notable discovery of 
** Radiobes,”’ thought to be a connecting link 
between animate and inanimate life, since 
has been supplemented by other and almost 
as important work. Some have felt that the 
lapse of time is discrediting Burke’s theory, 
but a number of scientific men who have 
studied his latest results carefully tell me 
that their great value cannot be questioned. 
In this regard it is of interest to note that 
two other scientific men have come forward, 
one in France and one in the United States, 
claiming earlier discovery, but there seems 
little doubt that no difficulty will be experi- 
enced in establishing Burke’s priority. 


Genesis of Robinson Crusoe. 

If those stern moralists and theologic’ 
hair splitters who constituted the various 
kirk sessions of Scotland in the good old days 
had not fallen foul of Alexander Selkirk he 
might never have gone to sea. And if he 
never had gone to sea he never would have 
met with those adventures which inspired 
Daniel Defoe to write the immortal Robin- 
son Crusoe. And conseqtently we should 
have had no Robinson Crusoe. Such is 
the conclusion reached by an antiqua- 
rian who has beem examining the church 
records of the parish of Largo, the

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1ue spirit of Lord Carlingford, who died eight years ago, is, according to a woman 
cousin of his, communicating with the earth through letters, describing the doings in the 
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world. In Europe, and more especially tn 
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Great Britain, the sense of civic obligation 
exists to a much greater degree than here. 
Thus the large majority of the house of lords 
ls composed of men who have absolutely 
nothing whatsoever to gaim from devoting 
any of their time to public affairs. The great 
orders of knighthood and decoration, such as 
the Garter, the Thistle, and St. Patrick, are 
not given as a reward for meri, or hard 
work, but are merely a speciesof recognition 
of territorial influence, and are distributed 
in such a manner that they have come to be 
looked upon as the vested night of certain 
great houses of the nobility. . Many of the 
members of the house of lords are indifferent 
to promotion in the peerage, especially if 
their tithe happens to be an ancient and his- 
toric one, and prefer to be at the head ofthe 
barons or viscounts rather than at the tail 
end of the marquises and earls. Must of 
them, moreover, possess sufficient wealth to 
render them indifferent to the emoluments of 
office and to the opportunities of political 
corruption. 


Duke of Devonshire an Example. 


What else than a sense of public duty, for 
instance, impels that most indolent and per- 
petually bored of men, the duke of Devon- 
shire, whose only pleasure in life is horse 
racing, to devote himself to politics, which 
he abhors, and to repeatedly saddle himself 
with cares and obligations of office? A duke, 
a Knight of the Garter, possessed of an 
enormous fortune, there is absolutely nothing 
in the shape of reward or preferment for 
which he can possibly look, and if he re- 
mains in political life, which is notoriously 
distasteful to him, it is on!y because he has 
a strong sense of what he believes to be the 
obligations of his order—of the men of his 
class—to the commonwealth. 

It was that same sense to which first of 
all the late Count Julius Andrassy, and after 
him Count Kalnoky, referred when in re 
signing the chancellorship of the Austro- 
Hungarian empire, they intimated to their 
sovereign that they considered they had ful- 
filled their share of what they held to be their 
civic and patriotic duty. They each of them 
remained in office for about fifteen years, 
laboring bard for the weal of thelr country, 
and sacrificing all thelr Magyar and Aus- 
trian love of ease, pleasure, and, above all, 
of sport. They were counts of the empine 
when they entered into office, and occupied 
the same rank in the aristocracy after their 
resignation, while they left the chancellor- 
ship in each instance considerably poorer in 
pocket than when they assumed it. 

This public spirit is one of the most ad- 
mirable features of the British house of 
lords, the members of which, I need scarcely 
add, follow the example of their fellow-leg- 
islators in the lower chamber of parliament 
in neither asking nor receiving any pay from 
the nation for the performance of their duty 
to their fellow-citizens:

LONDONCLOTHES IN FAVOR 


MANY AMERICANS ARE AMONG 
THEIR CUSTOMERS. . 


Orders from United States Have In- 
creased So Rapidly That a Number 
of Clothes Experts of Metropolis 
Depend Almost Entirely on This 
Class of Business—King and Royal 
Family Copied for Wearing Ap- 
parel—Checks in Vogue. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, Jan. 18.—Probably few people in 
the United States have any idea of the ex- 
tent to which London tailors are patronized 
by Americans: It generally has been sup- 
posed that only some ultra-fashionable ‘male 
leaders qf American society thought it worth 
while.to have their clothes “ built "’ here, 
but on Inquiry I find that during recent years 
British tailors’ orders from the United States 
have increased to an amazing extent. 

To take a single instance, the manager of 
one of the largest and most representative 
firms in the fashionable West End exhibited 
four bulky ledgers which contained, he 
Stated, not less than 1,500 names of Ameri- 
cans who ordered their clothes from London. 
Glancing down the columns I saw the names 
of many prominent American business men. 

‘*They are regular customers,” said this 
taflor, ‘‘ and never think of purchasing a suit 
of clothes in their own country." 

“It is a fact,”” he added, “‘ that many Lon- 
don firms depend almost wholly on Ameri- 
can orders for their existence. 
also quite a number of houses who regularly 
send representatives to New York, Chicago, 
and the other big American cities to take or- 
ders for English suits from both business 
and society men.”’ 


Cable Code for Clothes. 

Similar information was elicited from a 
number. of firms. ‘“‘ Why, we have a regular 
cable code arranged with many of our Amer- 
ican customers,” said another head of a big 
tailoring firm, “‘and every year hundreds of 
orders come both by mail and wire. Someof 
the customers are so dependent on London 
for their styles that they would not think of 
ordering even a pair of trousers in their own 
country.” 

“What sorts of material do Americans 
order, principally?” I asked, 

“ Everything that’s in fashion. They are 
still partial to any fabrics worn by the male 
royalties—particularly the king. “Now look 
at this piece of what we call ‘ king cloth.’ 
We make hundreds ef suits out of this every 
year—of course, the shades changing, but 
the material remaining the same. We mak: 
this material up for $50. It would cost in 
America probably twice that sum.’”’

If the bill were to become a law the district 
Would be deprived of valuable water power 
rights at Hickory creek, but the bill will not 
pass. It authorizes the secretary of war to 
enter into a contract with Joliet, Ottawa, 
and St. Louis electric light and power com- 
panies to make @ twenty foot channel be- 
tween Joliet and St. Louls and develop and 
utilize the water power. The government is 
to defray the cost of the work up to $60,000,- 
000, the companies to pay 2 per cem on the 
money for ninety-nine years, at the end of 


which time the works are to be turned over: 


to the government without cost. From the 
point. of view of the promoters this is a 
praiseworthy project. If the government 
shall consent to lend them at 2 per cent the 
money with which to develop the water power 
in the Illinols and Mississippi rivers between 
Joliet and St. Louis they certainly would 
make a good thing of it. The idea is an 
ingenious one, but for several reasons it will 
not apptal to congress, which is not in the 
habit of farming out river improvements in 
the manner proposed. When the general 
government makes improvements of that 
kind ft does the work itself. Its own engi- 
neers have exclusive control. Furthermore 
it is not the intention of congress at this 
time to embark in new, costly internal ‘im- 
provement schemes. The condition of the 
treasury ts not. such as to justify it. The 
drainage trustees need not be alarmed about 
their Hickory creek water power rights. 


NO COMPROMISE. 

Saloon licenses should be increased 100 
per cent. Nothing less will do. There are 
occasions when compromise is justifiable, 
but this is not one of them. An increase of 
20, or 40, or 75 per cent will not suffice. Ac- 
ceptance of any of the smaller advances will 
mean a smaller revenue and a smaller addi- 
tion to the police force than doubling the 
licenses will give. There should be no ex- 
perimenting with “ zones,” but an equal high 
license for all saloons. 

The brewers are willing to compromise. 
They say they will not resist a raise of 20 
per cent—to $600. They say that that will 
be fair. It is an admission that they would 
not have made if it had not been for the 
present agitation. They would be happy if 
they thought the council and the people 
would close with their belated offer. But 
the community has learned much within the 
last few weeks. It has learned, among other 
things, what saloon licenses cost in some 
other cities. The following figures are 
highly instructive:

Since 1883, when $500 was made the mini- 
mum license in Illinois, Chicago has paid no 
attention to the saloons as revenue pro- 
ducers. Other cities, large and small, have 
done so. They have found that from every 
point of view high license pays. Their ex- 
perience is at the service of Chicago. The 
saloon business can live under a $1,200 li- 
cense in New York and a $1,100 license in 
Philadelphia, the first and third largest cities 
in the United States. It will stand with 
ease a $1,000 license in Chicago, the second 
largest city. 

If popular sentiment did not demand the 
$1,000 license aldermen might feel com- 
pelled to haggle and bargain with the saloon 
men. They might be driven to a compro-* 


| mise. As the case stands they have the whip 


‘

hand. They have the people behind them, 
calling for the protection against criminals 
which a larger police force paid out of in- 
creased revenue from the saloons will give 
immediately. 

Every murder, every burglary, every high- 
way robbery is an additional argument for 
the doubling of the saloon licenses. New 
arguments of that kind are recorded with 
deadly frequency. When the need of better 
police protection is so apparent none but the 
most nervy alderman will refuse to come 


| to the assistance of his constituents in the 
only practical way, by doubling the saloon 


licenses. 

The license committee of the council has 
given the opponents of the $1,000 license— 
both prohibitionists and liquor dealers, who 
on this occasion are standing on the same 
platform—a chance to express their sénti- 
ments. It was well enough to give this 
curipus combination a hearing. That hav- 
ing been done, the committee—ang then the 
council—should act with promptness and 
decision. No compromise, but the $1,000 
license and 1,000 additional policemen.

The farm is a kind of old folks’ home for 
horses, and was provided free of taxes or 
rent. Its maintenance is kept up by popu- 
lar contributions, which are now so gener- 
ous that all expenses are met without diffl- 
culty. Most of the pensioners are horses 
which have served their time faithfully and 
earned a brief period of good care and 
leisurely rest before they quit a world that is 
too often one of cruel whips, overwonk, and 
neglect. ’ 

It is not only the old pensioners worn out 
in man’s service that enjoys the comfortable 
boxstalls and the freedom of the fields. All 
equine unfortunates are welcome. Horses 
that are abused and injured and cab and 
work horses that have no chance of relief 
because their owners cannot afford it, or

The most honored 
guests at Red Acre farm at present are five 
veterans of the Boston fire department, 
which, after their strenuous lives, are now 
enjoying their ease with dignity and their 
mfort in kicking up their heels in the 
pastures. Those whose wretchedness has 
become unendurable are humanely killed. 
The second of these charities is the Bide- 
a-Wee Home for Friendless Animalg in 
New York, which bas enlisted President 
Roosevelt's support and is conducted along 
the lines of the Church Society for Promot- 
ing Kindness to Animals in London. The 
inmates’ of the Bide-a-Wee at present are 
cats and dogs which are waifs. It is not 
intended as a hospital, although the sick 
are cared for, but as a home where they

AX ANTI-CRIME LEAGUE. 

Anti-crime leagues have been formed sey- 
eral times in Chicago, but as they have al- 
ways been short lived they never have done 
much good. If the anti-crime league thatis 
| now being organized is to secure any “last- 
ing results it must be made one of the per- 
manent civie associations of the city. There 
are associations which have exerted a good 
influence on conditions in the community 
through long and continuous effort. It is 
seldom through any other kind of effort that 
substantial results are achieved, - 

There are several things a strong and 
permanent organigation could get done that 
would tend to reduce the amount of crime 

Chicago. Its first aim should be to se- 


hn 
pve an increase in the number of policemen 


and the obvious means to this end is to get 
the fee for a saloon license raised “from 
$500 to $1,000. Having aided in securing a 
larger police force the proposed anti-crime 
league might ad@pt measures for increasing 
the efficiency of the force. Chicago needs 
not only more policemen but more vigilant 
and competent ones, An organization 
which constantly kept a keen eye on the 
entire gepartment, codperating with or 
criticising it as the occasion demanded, and 
bringing charges against members when 
ground was found for them, would speedily 
reduce the amount of official loafing and 
winking at lawléssness and: increase the 
number of criminals caught. 

But an anti-crime league would not find 
the police department the only field in which 
it could usefully labor. The prevalence of 
erime in Chicago is due not only to the fact 
that malefactors often escape arrest but 
also to the further facts that when they are 
caught their trials are always long delayed; 
that when they finally are tried their hear- 
ings are often drawn out interminably, and 
that after their guilt has been established 


ment that is their due is usually long post- 
poned and often entirely eluded by means of 
repeated appeals and the numerous other 
devices which unscrupulous lawyers know 
so well how to employ. .One of the most 
important objects an anti-crime league 
should seek is a radical reform in the sense- 
less system of procedure in criminal cases 
by which the wheels of justice in Illinois are 
now clogged. Crime cannot be put down in 
Chicago until it is made easier to punish 
criminals, 

A permanent anti~rime league, composed 
of sensible, courageous, and moderate men, 
who do not waste their energies on impossi- 
ble “ reforms” and are content to do good, 
little by little, could undoubtedly be made a 
most effective agency in the community. It 
is to be hoped the one now organizing will 
be of such a character, composed of men 
who do not enlist for a few weeks but for a 
long term of ft years. 


A xitw RECREATION. 

The inventive genius of a New York mil- 
lionaire has devised a new form of amuse- 
ment for those who can afford it. In giving 
an order for three new automobiles he has 
specified that one of them shall contain a 
couch capable of being used as a bed, a desk, 
ice-box and larder, a washstand,: electric 
lights, and electric bells to communicate 
with the chauffeur. The inclosing frame is, 
no doubt, provided with curtains, so that 
it will afford the same privacy as a room in 
a house. — 

.The possibilities opened up by this inven- 
tion allure the imagination. Long ago Will- 
iam Black wrote of the strange adventures 
of a phaeton, and followed that successful 
description of the joys of travel in rural 
England by an account of the strange ad- 
ventures of a houseboat. The novels taking 
their names from these strange adventures 
gave an impetus to a practice which was al- 
ready becoming common, Driving parties 


“were popular, and many a quaint rustic inn 


started then on a prosperous career soon 
to be increased by the invention of bicycles 
and automobiles, while the houseboat has 
steadily grown in favor, The houseboat has 
the advantage of independence of inns, while 
the automobile has the advantage of luxu- 
rious and swift motion. The van drawn by 
a strong but slow beast has been popular 
with artists, but it has many disadvantages 
which even large expenditure cannot over- 
come. Its principal advantage is its cheap- 
ness, and that is not a quality to commend 
itself to those who wish to utilize their 
wealth to increase their pleasure. 

The new scheme seems to combine the 
excellences of the older ones. A room con- 
taining all the comforts of home is placed on 
wheels and provided with a motive power 
capable of transporting it hundreds of miles 
ina day. A day, a week, or a month can 
be spent in rambling about the picturesque 
roads and towns seen usually only from a 
car window or not at all. Parties can be 
made up of congenial people ‘to spend the 
week-end not in a country house or at a 
resort but on the road. The zest of camp- 
ing out can be enjoyed without sacrificing 
the conveniences of a well appointed hotel. 
If one spot prove tiresome, the next day 
may find the party amid scenery of a totally 
different character. Thereis only one draw- 
back to the pleasant picture, and that is that, 
for the present, only the rich can indulge in 
this form of an outing. In time the man of 
moderate means will be able to hire a domi- 
mobile for a week or two and summer roads 
will be full of vacation tourists,

Yet uncommon strength is even 
more interesting and vastly more profitable. 
If a hundred men refiect that after all they 
are no worse than others and only one by 
keeping to. his good resolves raises himself 
above the common level, it is the one, not 
the hundred, with whom success ultimately 
rests. Common stock may be valuable but 
preferred stock pays more certain dividends. 


SUPERSTITION. 
_ Another suicide has resulted from the evil 
influence of a “seeress.” A discouraged 


woman who consulted an “ astrologer ” had 


her. thoughts turned to sel#destruction by a 
horoscope which contained the prediction 
that she would die by her own hand. She 
is not the first, nor will she be the last, un- 
fortunately, who has had unhappiness over 
misfortune turned to tragedy by quack 
miracles of foresight. 

In a great city like Chicago such casual- 
ties pass virtually unheeded and are soon 
forgotten by all. The “ seeress” will con- 
tinue business at the old stand, unhindered. 
Few people will know about the affair, and 
fewer willcare aboutit. Yet the evidence in 
the case al] goes to show that if the idea 
of suicide had not been implanted in the 
victim’s mind by the so-called “ horoscope ” 
she would be alive today. 

The power of mental suggestion is no 


‘longer underestimated. Fear may either 


cause disease, or hasten a malady to a fatal 
termination. Experiment has shown that 
hypnotic suggestion can be used in place of 
chloroform in certain surgical cases. Re- 
cently a German scientist discovered that 
most of the people who die from electrical 
shock are in reality slain through the mind, 
that ordinarily the mechanical damage 
done to the organism is not severe enough 
to cause death of itself. 

It is also recognized that the man who is 
afraid that he is going to die is in imminent 
danger of doing so. Similarly, a wife who 
has been informed by a fortune teller that 
she is married unhappily; and that she 
may expect to have a second husband, hds 
taken a‘step in the direction of the divorce 
court. A woman who has been told that 
suicide is written down indelibly in the book 
of fate for her is prepared at every moment 
of disheartenment thereafter to fulfill the 
prophecy. Let the mind dwell on a single 
idea long enough and that idea will express 
itself in consistent action. 

There always have been, and probably al- 
ways will be, people who are supposed to be 
gifted with what is known as “ second 
sight,” and others who have the reputation 
of being able‘to read human destiny in the 
stars. ‘The majority of these soothsayers 


‘belong to the ignorant substratum of society, 


standing several degrees lower in the social 

scale than does the humblest workingman, 

who earns his living by hard but honest toil. . 
Yet this fact does not prevent people of all 

ranks and conditions from consulting them 

because of belief in their miraculous power 

of foretelling events of the future. 

Yet there is no calling which is associated 
more frequently with fraud than is that of 
the fortune teller. The public had an in- 
stance of this recently when an “ astrolo- 
ger,’ who had persuaded correspondents of 
his to invest in a certain mining stock, was 
convicted of using the United States mails 
illegally, working in collusion with two other 
men who were promoting a “ get rich quick ” 
scheme. Faith in the occult has, like every- 
thing else, its good side. A “ fortune ” tilled 
with rosy hopes is well worth the usual mar- 
ket price for such commodities, provided it 
supplies the purchaser of it with mental] 
backbone that he would not otherwise pos- 
sess. But money paid fora horoscope which 
is calculated to induce despondency is a first 
installment on the buyer’s fufferal expenses. 
Therefore, since one cannot be sure what 
the oracle is going to say, it is just as;well 
to avoid the professional “ seeress.”’ 


SPURIOUS ANTIQUITIES. 

The craze for collecting antiquities has 
spread all over Europe and America. Al- 
most everybody who makes any pretensions 
to artistic taste and has enough money is 
buying old things of one kind or another. 
Rich competitors for such articles sometimes 
bid them up to fabulous prices. Henry La- 
bouchere tells in London Truth the remark- 
able history of a Louis XIV. writing table. 
It had been at Silverton park, Lord Egre- 
mont’s place near Exeter, for many years. 
Thirteen years ago the contents of the house 
at Silverton park were sold at auction, and 


| this table was knocked down for $110. THe 


purchaser took it to Paris and sold it within a 
| few weeks for $10,000. Two years later it 
went at auction for $15,000. At the recent 
Cronier sale it brought $23,000. At the 
same gale $85,000 was paid for a Fragonard 
which fifty years ago was bought for $12. 

It is a perhaps inevitablé consequence of 
such exorbitant prices that an extensive 
manufacture of spurious antiquities has 
sprung up. The rich of the United States 
are its chief victims. ‘‘ Americans,” writes 
M. Felix Duquesnal, a French art critic, 
“are swindled on a scale they cannot im- 
agine. Certain galleries-of ‘ancient mas- 
ters’ over the Atlantic contain few pictures 
over ten years old.” One of the leading 
French manufacturers of antiquities began 
as a sculptor’s assistant. Finding he could 
not make more than $1,000 a year in his pro- 
fession, he turned to his present business. 
He now employs four workmen, makes 
about $7,500 per annum, and expects to 
doubl¢d his income in two yea‘s. 

He does not sell to private purchasers, 
but only ‘to dealers. He is the author of 
certain Greek heads “ attributed to Phid- 
ias.”.. Another work of which he is proud 
is a Neptune basih surrounded with divini- 
ties. It is said to be in the United States. 
Among his specialties are “ eighteenth cen- 
tury" and “empire” furniture. He claims 
that even an art expert, cannot tell if a piece 
of furniture is a forgery without pulling it 
to pieces. One dealer near the Madeleine 
in Paris has a “ private collection ” ‘of old 
furniture in his bedroom which he shows 
only after much importunity. He has sold 
the “ Louis XVI.” bed at a handsome figure 
five or six times.

are made in Germany.” Vienna is special- 
ized in counterfeiting sixteenth . century 
enamels. Abbeville and Amiens make flint 
arrow tips and hatchets for museums of 
geology. Old pewters are manufactured at 
Rouen. Etruscan pottery hails from Leeds. 

A safe way to checkmate the forgers 
would be for rich people to quit collecting 
bric-A-brae and begin buying the works of 
living artists. That would be a good change. 
It wotld put a stop to an industry which 
owes its big profits solely to its fraudulent 
character, and would at the same time give 
needed encouragement to modern art. 
American collectors might promote the cul- 
ture of the age and save themselves from 
much further robbery and ridicule by acting 
on that suggestion.

‘A SERMON FOR TODAY. 


‘THE PIOUS PRODIGAL. 
BY HENRY F. COPE. 


Now his elder son was in the fleld. 
he was angry and would not come in.—Luke xv., 
25-28. 

ERHAPS the pulpit will always feel an 

obligation to berate the young man 

who wandered into the far country 

and spent his substance in riotous liv- 

ing, and to be silent regarding the 

brother who sulked dnd complained at the 

father’s rejoicing when the prodigal re- 

turned. But the average man or woman 

cannot but feel a good deal more liking for 

the reckless wanderer than for the respecta- 
ble stay-at-home. 

This would be a mad world with nothing 
but prodigals of the wild, loose type in it; 
but it would be a sad, bleak world if filled 
with these elder brothers. They are the 
cold blooded, steel eyed, respectable young 
men, the ideals of the banker, the ambitious 
mother, and the wise young woman. They 
save their money, walk decorously, speak 
softly, and acquire a reputation for respecta- 
bility. 

But somehow children will have nothing 
to do with that type of man. Hearts turn 
from him because his heart is paralyzed. 
This is the constant danger to this model 
young man, this flawless specimen of the 
ideal according to the cold cash world. He 
is as flawless as artificial ice, as correct as 
an automatic model. His life is but a nega- 
tion, its whole object being not to do what 
others might disapprove. 

If the one lad had wandered far away in 
wild lusts, the other was equally a prodigal 
wandering in the desert of cold greed and 
selfishness. The man who seems to sit at 
home may wander farthest from the father’s 
heart. No matter how precisely a man may 
appéar to conform to the-external laws of 
religion, he is far away, lost and alone, if he 
has spent in selfishness or lost through dis- 
use the power to love his brother, if in this 
he has departed from the essential and eter- 
nal law of religion. 

Full many a man preserves his respectabil- 
ity at the price of his real religion. Nomat- 
ter how nearly ideal the life may seem to be, 
a man is far from the kingdom if bve be 
not the great law of his life. And when he 
gets so holy that he would rather see his 
sin-stained brother go Cown in the mire than 
soil his immaculate hands by helping him 
up he is not likely to realize that the voice 
which whispers approval in his ear is not 
that of the Most High, bu: of another. 

The hardest sinners to reach are the ones 
who are enswathed in their own smug seilf- 
satisfaction, the very ones for whom the sting 
in the end of this parable was intended. In 
rapt contemplation of their own perfections 
they have lost all sense of others, or at best 
they have thought of them only as a fitting 
foil and background against which to display 
their own well tended virtues. The way of 
the prodigal is dark and .o be avoided; but 
when he came to know his sins, with broken 
heart he hated them, while the Pharisee can- 
not repent, for his heart is atrophied with 
self-approbation. 

The man who thinks only of himself, even 


though his thought be the noble one of the’ 


perfection of life and character, istaking the 
way that leads far from perfection. The 
development of the most perfect life, the 
attaining of the highest and most worthy 
selfhood comes only through forgetting self 
in service for our fellows. They only find 
life who-are willing to lose it; they find 
character who are willing to lose it if only 
they may do some good and help some other 
one, 

He who in his desife for rectitude loses his 
interest in his fellows, his love for his wan- 
dering brother, is himself a prodigal, a wan- 
derer from brotherhood, and therefore from 
his father. He is out of all sympathy with 
his father’s longing for the return of the 
lost and shut out from his plans for bringing 
even the worst ones back to himeelf. it is 
self that takes us away from the good, 
whether we wander afar or abide at home; 
it is love, love for the father, for the old home 
where the best things and best thoughts are, 
and love for one another that brings us back 
to the father’s. face and the son’s rightful 
place.

You ask for a miracle, as the Jews asked our Savior for a sign. You 
ask the church to prove her divine mission by a miracle. Is not her 
survival the gredtest of miracles? If you saw some fair creature, with 
all the weakness of humanity upon her, cast into prison, and starved, 
and trampled upon, and hacked, and tortured, her blood sprinkled on 
her dungeon walls, and if you saw her emerging from her prison in al) 
the bloom and freshness of youth and surviving years and centuries be- 
yond the ordinary span of human life, continuing to be the léyal mother 
of children, would you not call that a miracle? 

And is this not a picture of our mother—the church? Has she not 
passed through all these vicissitudes? Has she not tasted the bitter- 
ness of prison in every age? Has not her blood been shed in every 
clime? And yet in her latter days she is as fair as ever and the nursing 
mother of children. If this is not a miracle I know not what a mir- 
acle is. 

God forbid that we should ascribe to any human cause this marvel-

men of the steppes. In their distress they appealed to the former to 
save them from utter destruction, and the Varangian pirates gave Rus- 
sia its first princes. The czar of today is the direct descendant of Rurik 
and Olig. From the Varangians he imported the power of the sword 
and of the law; the commands of armies and jurisdiction. From this 
moment the Russians adopted the same methods. Greeks, Franks, 
Poles, Mongols, Germans, Swedes, and French in their turn conquered, 
invaded, and reduced him to vassalage or slavery, plundered his Krem- 
lin at Moscow, and his shrine at Kiev. The only way in which he ever 
freed himself from such dependence or recovered from such defeats was 
by adopting the arms and the methods which his conquerors for the 
time being had been able to employ against him. His progress to civili- 
zation has been one long apprenticeship to a foreign master. 

In the struggle with the Greek czardom drew a whole arsenal of new 
weapons from Byzantium. “ The country of one law, one faith, one 
Cesar, this Byzantine community seemed to the Russians the master- 
piece of human policy. Just as czardom had received from the Varan- 
gians the sword and the law, so it takes from the Byzantines the scepter 
and the cross.. Then comes the Mongolian invasion, and for two cen- 
turies and a half Russia lies under the heel of the Mongol, and the 
princes of Moscow became the taxgatherers of the khan of Sarai. 
From the Mongols czardom borrowed the purse and the knout. 

The Russian nation has been leveled to the ground, There are but 
two castes—warriors and villeins. The first ruled by the purse, the 
second by the knout. The grand prince now poses as the avenger of 
the national martyrdom, and turns against the khan the weapons he had 
acquired at his hands. Just at that moment Byzantium falls to the 
Turk, and a daughter of Palzeogos becomes the wife of the grand prince, 
who now adds to his title that of czar. Italian cunning is henceforward 
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son gave him credit for, and that he had once been young and inex- 
perienced himself.

Yet the majority of persons seem 
to learn nothing from them. If they did, how is it that the old swin- 


It was a wise old preacher who said that it was easy enough to 
“rejoice with those who do rejoice,” the hard thing was to “ weep 
with them that weep.” And, after all, is it not better, when paying 
the debt of human sympathy to dry the tears of the mourner instead 
of weeping in concert, to endeavor to bring some gleam of sunshine 
into théir. darkness rather than merely to sit still with them in the 
shadow. Yet it should be by no means forgotten that making the best 
of things does not imply the making a jest of sorrow and trouble. 

It is not to be denied that cheerfulness is largely a matter of nat- 
ural temperament. There are some who are, as it were, born in the 
sunshine, others in ‘the shadow; nevertheless there is always light to 
be found somewhere if one looks for it hopefully and in earnest.” To 
brood upon trouble is the surest way to hatch it. Travelers in eastern 
lands tell us that professional mourners there become so expert that 
when called upon to weep for persons whom they know not nor have 
ever seen, it takes them only a few minutes to pour forth real tears, 
freely and naturally; while, for the other side of the picture, we have 
all read how the court jesters of old never failed with quip and quirk 


ous survival of the church. Her indestructibility is not due, as some 
suppose, to the wonderful organization or to the far reaching policy of 
her pontiffs, or to the learning and wisdom of her teachers. If she hes 
survived it is not because of human wisdom, but often in spite of human 
folly. Her permanrnce is due not to the arm of the flesh but to the 
finger of God. Not to us, O Lord, not to us, but to thy name, give 
glory. God forbid that we should glory in anything save in the cross 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

I would now ask this question of all that are hostile to the Catholic 
church and that are plotting her destruction: How can you hope to 


overturn an “prong which for more than nineteen centuries has suc- 


cessfully resisted all assaults? 

Is it the power of kings, and emperors, and prime ministers? They 
have tried in vain to crush her from the days of the Roman Ceesars to 
those of the present government of France. 

Many persons labor under the erroneous impression that the 
crowned heads of Europe have been the unvarying supporters of the 
ehurch, and that if their protection were withdrawn she would col- 
lapse. So far from the church being sheltered behind earthly thrones, 
her worst enemies have been, with some honorable exceptions, so-called 
Christian princes who were nominal children of the church. They chafed 
under her salutary discipline; they wished to be rid of her yoke, be- 
cause she alone in times of oppression had the power and the courage 
to stand by the rights of the people and place her breast as a wall of 
brass against the encroachments of their rulers, With calm confidence 
we can say with the psalmist: ‘“‘ Why have the gentiles raged and the 
people devised vain things? The kings of the earth stood up and the 
princes met together against the Lord and against his Christ. Let us 
break their bonds asunder and let us cast away their yoke from us.” 

Is the church unable to cope with modern inventions and the me- 
chanical progress of the twentieth century? We have been told so; but,

With Ivan the Terrible begins the expansion of Russia. His king- 
dom is enlarged tenfold. The vastness necessitates that some sem- 
blance of the old Russian liberties should be left.

He flogs, imprisons, 
executes, massacres at will And though he stoops to the lowest de- 
bauchery and cruelty, the czar remains in the eyes of his people the 
lieutenant of the orthodox law. When he dies heirless in 1598 the 
race of Rurik has come to an end. But Russia cannot live without czar- 
dom, and the Pole is called in. Naturally, he seeks to make Muscovy a 
dependency of Poland. She is driven out and from among their own 
boiars the Russians elect the son of the metropolitan, Philarete Ro- 
manoff, who founds the dynasty represented by Nicholas II. Although 
the Pole had been banished, his policy was retained. Disciple is always 
of foreign nations. Russia now sees the final masterpiece of political 
science in the Polish constitution: a monarch constantly watched over 
by a coterie of nobles, and regularly held in check by tumultuous assem- 
blies. For eighty years this semi-constitutional géevernment lasted. 
The real masters were the boiars, by whom both autocrat and nation 
were oppressed without restraint. 

Under the Terribles their exactions had been kept under some con- 
trol, but under the first three Romanoffs their government meant un- 
bridled corruption. It was during this period that the free Russian 
peasant became a serf, and by the time of Peter the wreat half the 
nation was in corporal bondage. Meanwhile commerce had produced a 
bourgeoisie, whose interests conflicted with those of the nobles. And 
then when the strong man came in the person of Peter the Great, clergy, 
bourgeois, and peasantry acclaimed the resurrection of the autocracy.

would not bear hurrying. He will need to 
school himself to patience not only in wait- 
ing but in listening to the talk of princi- 
pals on both sides of a possible trade. This 
meeting and talking with these parties may 
continue for months to the best of the bro- 
ker’s judgment in trading—and in the end 
the final sale may be effected at the last mo- 
ment by another agent who by some turn 
of the cards has the sale given over to him! 

Quite as much as knowing his technicali- 
ties of business, the broker must know his 
men. How to handle human nature is some- 
thing not to be obtained in books. Much 
of the capacity needs to be born in a man; 
the rest may be acquired only by experience. 
Some men may be led; some men may be 
Griven; others move only when they are 
least conscious of any one else exercising 
the least observation of the movement. 

But having learned the disposition of the 
man, further knowledge must be gained of 
his practical nature and point of view to- 
ward material things. For example, this 
man has a piece of property which he wants 
to sell. He may ask the broker what he 
ought to ask for Yt, or he may know that 
already until all the arguments possible will 
not shake him. The man in the first pos'- 
tion may sell his place profitably withia 
thirty days; the other may hold on for his 
own impossible figure until the rafters fall 
in. Between these types also there will be 
all kinds of men, asking or exacting all man- 
ner of things.

How One Home Was Sold. 

I recall the case of a man who wanted to 
sell his house. He wanted $5,500 for it, yet 
Was undecided whether or not a real estate 
broker might not advise him to ask more. 
At the time the broker had something to 
offer as an investment for about that much 
money; the man was tired of keeping house; 
he was tired of the property. But, as the 
broker suspected, the man was looking for a 
tip suggesting more money for the place, and 
when the broker said that $5,500 was enough 
according to the market, the owner dropped 
the whole subject. A year later, however, 
he sold the place for $5,000 even. 

Incidentally this sale as it came about 
meant a good deal more than shown in the 
figures. The man had maintained his house- 
hold for a full year when he did not wish 
to do so and when boarding for himself and 
wife would have been much cheaper. Had 
he sold the place the year before at $5,500 
the established scale of commission on that 
sum would have been $180, leaving him $5,320 
net. Selling for $5,000, however, the commis- 
sion was $100, leaving him a net sum of 
$4,840 for his property.

Loans Test Tact of Broker. 
Loans are the second consideration of the 
broker. In the broker’s relation to the bor- 
rower and lender the same tact and knowl- 
edge and resourcefulness obtain and are as 
essential. Here the lack of knowledge of 
property values may embarrass the loan man, 


While the lack of knowledge of these values 


algo thay disturb: the property owner, .who 
wigbes to get the largest loan poe~'ble on his 
property. 

In this situation the honesty and judgment 
of the real estate broker may count for 
everything. If the man with the money says 
to himeelf, ‘‘ I won’t loan as much money as 
that on the property,’’ he may be induced to 
do so if he has confidence in both the honesty 
and judgment of the broker. And in the 
same way the property owner who may want 
the Hmit of loan on his real estate can be 
shown in like way that he is holding his 
property too high, he can be induced to scale 
his ideas. That is if he is of the disposition 
ever to make a concession beyond his first 
impulsive thoughts. 

Taking the average of the small officesina 
great city, the greater portion of the money 
loaned is held by persons having $5,000 to 
$10,000 to invest in mortgages. They are 
not business people, generally. Many of 
them are women. The general tendency of 
everybody loaning money, too, is to get just 
as high per cent interest as is possibie, with 
the accompanying greatest sense of security 
for the principal. 

But these things do not go together. Low 
interest and good security is the combination 
and here is an opportunity for all the skill 
of salesmanship that is in the man. There 
is 2% per cent commission on the average loan 
and in addition the fees for examining title 
and recording papers.

Earnings Depend on Ability. 

Just what a competent person opening an 
office of the character described might rea- 
sonably expect for his year’s work is hard to 
approximate. So much depends upon the 
man and the opportunity and environment. 
Then money is not the measure of a first 
year’s work, anyway. A beginner in such an 
office may clear $1,000 the first year, but he 
may do ft in ten days on one simple sale. 

Manifestly the person who is expecting to 
establish himself in his business, and who 
is willing to acknowledge that he has many 
things to learn of it, prefers sixty trans- 
actions at’ $500 rather than the one easy 
windfall of $1,000 in a few days. With the 
$500 worth of experience and a field for his 
operations he ought to have at least a $1,000 
start on his second year.

The matter, it is suggested, might easily 
be put to the test of experiment. Let a few 
tons of lead be as absolutely freed from 
silver as the most refined chemical methods 
can accomplish.

It is small wonder that five years ago, 
when the New York capitalist was ap- 
proached for $60,000 with which to put the 
first “‘penny arcade’”’’ he laughed at the 
young enthusiast who had seen “ millions In 
it." A few machines at the Buffalo exposi- 
tion had made money, and E. R. Wagner, 
who had held a concession for the lobbies of 
a theater in Buffalo, had joined with the 
theater manager in asking the New Yorker 
for the $60,000. But the young men were In 
earnest and they went ahead so successfully 
that a few weeks later, when the New York 
capitalist wired, *“‘ Do you want that $60,000?” 
they sent the one word message, “ No.”’

Penny Vaudeville Field Limited. 


The field of the penny vaudeville, as far as 
it means a permanent institution, is Mmited. 
Probably twenty cities in the United States 
are capable of supporting one or more of 
these arcades the year around. Probably 
fifty other cities are fields for the amuse- 
ment feature for a portion of the year. Al- 
most every saloon of pretension in the small- 
er cities and towns has one or more of the 
machines. But today the penny vaudeville 
is a metropolitan institution and in the open- 
ing of one of them a fortune is involved. 
Today I know a man who Is seeking a site on 
the west side of State street in Chicago, will- 
ing to pay $50,000 a year rental for the right 
kind of site between Van Buren and Madi- 
son streets—and he can’t find the place. 

The site of such a place of amusement is 


everything, and rent is least to be considered . 


if the placecan be had. A second floor arcade 
would be a failure anywhere. Its chief 
features must be on the street level, and the 
entrance must not be obstructed in any 
weathers. Decorations must not be spared, 
and, above all, there must be cleanliness and 
light. 

A street in which the maximum number of 
people walk is a first essential. As a sand- 
wich between two big department stores, 
for instance, the penny amusement place, 
conducted as it should: be, is ideal. For the 
well conducted, attractive place catches a 
large percentage of the women and children, 
and, as is well known, the average woman 
keeps her purse well supplied with coppers. 
Give her an opportunity to vary the monoto- 
ny of shopping and she is a most likely 
chance customer.

Coppers Are at Premium. 

Tt is an oddity of the business where only 
coppers are taken in, one at a time, that the 
penny vaudeville never banks a copper! In 
an established concern it is possible that 
there are coppers which have been counted 
and recounted every day for two or three 
years, never have passed out of the arcade 
for a moment. They go into the machines, 
are returned to the cashier, are exchanged 
for nickels, dimes, and quarters, and go 
back to the machines again in endless chain. 
Occasionally’ a $1 bill is presented to the 
cashier, out of which the visitor gets the 
pennies he wants, but seldom does a larger 
bill come in from the cashier's desk. Fora 
visitor to ask for twenty-five coppers with 


which to see and hear machines is to ap- © 


proach the limit. 

A first class vaudeville in the city of 1,000,- 
000 and more population will need at least 150 
machines of all kinds. These will average 
$150 apiece in cost to the management. Re- 
ceipts of $150 a day for the seven days of the 
week will be a good average business for 
such a place, while the number will necessi- 
tate using an upper floor annex In connection. 
The necessary stairs will need to be at the 
back of the main room to avoid obstructing 
the front. 7 ,

Illustrated Song Machines Popular. 

One of the latest of the machines catering 
to the music lover is the illustrated song 
phonograph, at which the person with his 
ears at the sounders may look at the moving 
pictures of the singer or singers, the pictures 
keeping the movement of the music In exact 
time, until the greatest of choral effects are 
given simultaneously to ear and eye. 

Practically an automatic machine used in 
vaudeville is indestructible from wear. Every 
part of any machine may be bought in du- 
plicate when worn, but the fact is the ma- 
chine’s usefulness in the metropolitan arcade 
is gone long before the machine is worn to 
any extent. It may be counted upon by the 
management of the penny vaudeville in the 
big city that an entirely new set of machines 
must be bought every eighteen months. But 
in this necessity for new machines for his 
city place he finde the saloonkeeper and the 
toyshop and likely places of all kinds in the 
country keenly in search of good machines 
that have grown old in the city.

How to Make Places Pay. 

How to get the best results from the penny 
vaudeville may be answered largely in the 
choosing of the site, in the attractive look 
of the place, and in making. it plain in all 
its atmosphere that it is a fit place for any 
woman or child to enter. 

A self-respecting woman cashier at the 
front of the establishment is one of the est 
of thece assuring features, A well groomed 


“police officer walking through the lobby is 


another, as the pickpocket and ‘“‘ masher” 
are hard to keep out of such a place unless it 
ig proved dangerous tothem. Three or tour 
steady attendants mingling with the crowds 
and seeing to the small amenities that should 
obtain in crowds are indispensable. It often 
chances that a machine does not work when 
a copper ie dropped, simply because the coin 
has worn light. When the attention of an 
attendant is called to it, he takesa “slug” 
with which he is provided for the purpose, 
and starts the machine with It. 

One of the m~~t necessary men on the pay 
roll of the penny vaudeville is the electrician. 
Both the light and therenergy operating ma~- 
chines come from some electric station sell- 
ing the commodity, and for the control of 
this energy an electrician must be on hand 
all the time. For a capable man who can do 
the work required $30 a week is the average 
pay in the cities. 

The hours for the penny vaudeville stretch 
from 8 o'clock in the morning until 11 o'clock 
at night. From noon to 2 o'clock are the 
most crowded hours of the time, while from 
6 to 8 o'clock in the evening rank next. The 
best weather for business is the cool, bright 
weather in any season. A shower may Ccrive 
eustomers inte the arcade and stormy weath-

er generally may bring a good many people in 
who otherwise would not have come. But 
these are not enough to make a “ good day ” 
for the vaudeville management. 7 


*« * 
SKill and Shrewdness Necessary. 

In the arrangement and selection of the 
automatic vaudeville machines:the business 
instinct of the manager is called into play. 
If he must occupy two floors, his second 
floor attractions must be arranged to draw 
people up the inevitable flight of stairs. For 
example, the man who wants to do some 
rifie practice will be coaxed upstairs if the 
shooting gallery is placed there, and he can 


hear,the sourids of shots andthe ringing of 


tlié gongs. Iv like<gndimer the othér second 
floor specialties may be placed in their order 
of steady attraction, leaving the new novel- 
ties as near as possible to the main floor 
front. 

The penny vaudeville man, wherever he is, 
is up against the proposition of investing 
thousands of dollars before the firs: one cent 
piece possibly can come in. It is not a con- 
vincing proposition, delivered out of hand. 
Whatever of managerial skill and tact and 
advertising ability the adventurer into the 
business may have, he may count upon need- 
ing it all before his business is established, 
just as he will need it all when it is under 
successful way. He can’t let up and sit 
down. His is the moving picture stunt year 
after year, but with the prospect of a com- 
petence at the end of his period of activity. 


It Will Help 


to Success. 


By John A. Howland. 


HOW me a man who is absolutely hon- 
est with himself tn all of the most 
material things of every day. and | 
shall expect to see a man who ts pretty 
fairly honest with his fellow man. 

Why? Simply for the reason that the aver- 
age man who is not scrupulously honest 
with himself every day cannot afford to be 
honest with everybody else. 

To begin with, the great majority of the 
world’s workers are laboring for a wage or 
other form of compensation which is fixed 
for the individual by some condition or cir- 
cumstance in which he hag little or no voice. 
For the type of salaried person at large, he 
gets a certain salary for the reason that his 
predecessor got only so much. Simply “ the 
job pays so much.” The applicant takes the 
place at the money or it goes to some one 
else. 

Today there are few positions open In the 
world in which the successful applicant gets 
more money than he had expected to get. 
In the great majority of places he gets con- 
siderably less. He will be in the natural 
attitude of wishing to spend more money 
than he will be able to spend. 


e . 

Salaried Man Taxed Everywhere. 

Against this condition of wishing for more 
than he can get, he puts his first pay en- 
velope into his pocket. If he has been a 
capable, honest worker, he has received con- 
siderably less than he has earned for his 
employer. 

With these proceeds in his pocket the 
young man goes out to pay his debts and 
to purchase for his pleasure and his needs. 
Everywhere he turns he is front to front 
with the person who he knows is taking a 
profit off his already profit skimmed wages. 
He cannot get back home without giving a 
transportation company the profits from 
his carfare. Food, light, heat, clothing, 
pleasures—all exact of him not only the re- 
payment of full cost but that additional 
profit of' which for the most part he has 
not the least to say. Just as his wage profit 
was measured by his employer, so his pur- 
veyors measure the individual tax which 
they shall levy. 

Between his arbitrary income and his arbi- 
trary expenditures, the salaried man has 
no means of recouping unless by other effort 
outside his salaried occupation he gets 
more money, subjected to just the same form 
of discount. Out of this physical condition 
as wage earner and consumer, the salaried 
person at any time finds it to his advantage 
to discover that economic conditions in the 
country are just bad enough to leave his sal- 
ary undisturbed, while in the main the pro- 
ducer and the middleman in every field of 
endeavor are profiting the least that their 
business will bear!

Where. the: eistomer himself is in business 
he “has the opportunity to say to himself,

in many lines may say to himself: ‘I shall ; 


I'll hold fora 
rise in my own products,” 

But the salaried.man or the wage earner 
makes his profits for his employer and pays 
everybody else a profit, even to the savings 
banker who handles the few dollars which the 
wage earner may have managed to save, and 
in his heart, as he works and pays, he may 
be excused if at times he wishes somehow 
that “times were not so awfully good” as 
they are. 

It is In this position that the man as 
wage earner must feel the impelling neces- 


sity for being honest first with himself. No 
man more than he neede to map out for him- 
self a rule of life In business on more eco- 
nomic principles. The average young man is 
too slow to regard the facts of business life. 
He is too old when they strike home to him 
forcibly. The manufacturer of a certain 


article which he controls and to which he 


attaches an arbitrary price will not rest satise- 
fied at fixing the price of the finished prod- 
uct if by any means he may gain control of 
the raw material and fix the price of that. 
He may build his own electric plant in orde? 
to save profits which a supply company would 
take. He builds machinery to cut down the 
number of employés. But the young em- 
ployé whose salary ie clit at both ends, ip 
striking contrast to these methods, may be 
paying a profit to a bootblack to shine hig 
shoes and to a barber for shaving his downy 
pretense for a beard.

“Letting Accounts Go” Is Wrong. 

Not long age I overheard a young man ia 
the office of a $5,000,000 corporation say toa 
fellow worker that on a bit of special busi- 
ness for the concern he had spent about @ 
cents in carfares. 

** You put it into an expense account, didn’t 
you?” queried the other. 

“QO, no,” was the answer; “ it’s only a few 
cents—if I spent money that way regularly 
I'd have to do it, but—O, well, what's the 
use?” 

Yet that young man did not earn more 
than $2 a day at the most, and as he stated 
the proposition he had done a good deal of 
extra work for the company on that day for 
just 60 cents less than he would have got 
for his ordinary routine. Frankly, if I had 
been his employer, his point of view would 
have made me suspicious of him. 

As a business proposition to his firm, were 
the firm of $5,000,000 capital the spender of 
this 60 cents, it could be counted upon that 
this entry would have found place all down 
the written records of the firm’s business 
until 60 cents as expenses could be subtracted 
from the gross profits of theinstitution. Yet 
this young man on $12 a week had not 
thought the charge worth while! As a busi- 
ness proposition will anybody say that he 
could afford it? And in not entering the 
charge to expenses was he not making it 
just that much harder for some other em- 
ployé of better business methods and more 
honest with himself and those depending 
upon him?

Morality in Petty Expenses. 

In this matter of petty expenses, or large, 
there are thousands of young men who are 
not honest with themselves. On the one side 
is the young man of the careless methods who 
does not enter his expenditures; on the other 
is the man who, not honest in another way, 
charges more than he should. In this way 
the employé who is dishonest brings the 
whole catalogue of expenses into disrepute. 
The one who charges too much and who sub- 
mits the discounting of his overcharge, ise 
thief in spirit and a robber of his fellow- 
worker whose expense bill is legitimate and 
figured to cents. | 

Manifestly the,employé who works 
overtime, caudfing him to miss a meal that 
he has paid for while he buys another, has 
paid a double price for a dinner; one of these 
prices should be restored to him—the em- 
ployer for whom he works would not pass 
the occasion were it developed in his own 
business; the employé can never more illy 
afford to do so. 

A strict business policy and a strictly 
“square deal” for himself as he goes along 
must be one of the principles of the salaried 
worker, of all others. The paying teller in a 
window of the richest bank in the world ac- 


counts to the cent every night for his hand- . 


ling of the bank’s funds. The man who 
takes the pay which is tendered and pays 
the prices that are demanded of him is 
marked for bankruptcy if he attempts a 
different policy. 7 


Traps for Bargain Hunters. 


ARGAIN hunting” is not always 
what it is cracked@up tobe. It 
depends largely upon where 
and how you hunt. As a genera] 
truth, however, it may be saidthat 

the harder one hunts for his bargains the 

safer and better they may be. 
Not long ago in one of the Chicago papers 
an advertisement appeared announcing that,

_“ owing to sudden death in the family,” the 


recently bereaved widow, who occupied a 
** handsome flat” in a certain section on the 
north side, would dispose of the ‘* beautiful 
furnishings of my home” at a bargain. 

A newly married couple took both the lease- 
hold of the flat and the “ beautiful furnish- 
ings’’ of the home at a bargain for cash. 
The bereaved widow moved out that after- 
noon, and it was not until three months 
later that the young couple tn the flat were 
served with notice that unless the mortgage 
of $200 on the contents of the flat was dis- 
charged the furnishings would be seized. 
The ‘“ furnishings’’ had cost $150, and the 
added $200, which the young couple thought 
best to pay without quibble, made a pretty 
extravagant purchase of second hand fur- 
niture for the new home!

Traps in Farnitcare “Bargains.” 

But mortgaged furniture is by no means 
the greatest of the possibilities in furniture 
“bargains.” Selling furniture that is mort- 
gaged is at best a risky business for the 
owner, and unless his plans are well iaid for 
escaping the machinery of the law it may 
cost the seller more than it comes to. There 
are other “ furniture ” bargains, however, in 
which the purchaser is baited by the same 
irresponsible advertisement in various pub- 
lications and out of which the baited one 
comes out decidedly the loser.

An advertisement such as this in general 
tenor always appears innocent enough until 
it is subjected to the analysis of a business 
man. Perhaps it is an innocent, honest ad- 
vertisement, inserted by some one ignorant 
of the first principles of selling a thing for 
something like its worth. But again it may 
be an altogether different advertisement 
framed craftily in order that the gullible 
bargain hunter may drift In and pay three 
prices for stuff that has been manufactured 
especially that he might have the bargain 
to his wants. 

Furniture of this kind is manufactured 
every year to the extent of millions of dol- 
lars, simply that through such wiles as these 
the cravings of the bargain hunter may be 
satisfied—that he may be getting something 
for nothing. 

. * 
“Smooth” Persons Make Sales. 

It is nothing that the person in the flat 
is of charming personality, if it bea “ wid- 
ow,’ or that tue man is of refined speech 
and bearing. In real or fake schemes these 
things are taken for granted. But if one 
of these smooth personages shall be a shade 
off in mannerisms, it may be taken for 
granted that this person will not be the suc- 
cessful representative of the fake scheme. 

* What a delightful sort of person,”’ is one 
of the after remarks of the victim of the 
bargain hunting trap when he or she has 
gone, leaving instructions as to the sending 
of the purchased things home. They have 
been bought at “ such a bargain!”’ 

The purchaser hasn't thought to consider 
that if the advertiser of the emergency sale 
were at all wise to conditions, the last thing 
he would have suggested in his ad would 
have been the thought that he had to sell 
at a moment's notice. Rather this person 
would have worded his announcement in 
such a way as to indicate that he had not 
backed into a hole out of which he expected 
his customer to pull him—if the customer 
chose to do so. 

It seldom occurs to the bargain hunter 
that the advertiser of his “ handsome fur- 
nishings’’ ought to have about as much 
acuteness as the average person appealed 
to in the ad. Yet if this prospective pur- 
chaser, seeking the advertised bargain, knew 
that he hadto purchase the advertiser's 
goods within three hours, the last thing he 
would think of doing would be to tell the 
advertiser this important fact! Rather he 
would affect to be Indifferent in the degree 
that he might be unduly interested at heart. 
Yet he accepts the advertiser's “ must sell 
at once” with a smile to be interpreted as 
“ Ah, I have him now!”

Fake Furniture Makers Many. 

Out of this attitude of the bargain hunter

the country. Occasionally it comes tothe 
notice of somebody that an unusual num-

take place in a certain street at a certain 
number and a few people thereby are made 
wise. But in so many of these frauds the 
second grade goods sold at such a sacrifice 
in the “ modern flat” are duplicated from 
some hidden place of business and shipped 
from a store,*direct! The small ad. in the 
great city may be switched to so many dff- 
ferent publications and the address be given 
in 80 many forme as to promise immunity 
from discovery. 

Frequently the plece of furniture i¢ «a 
piano, “ good as new,” which through death 
of the player in the family—who had loved 
the instrument as she had loved a child

treat each other as they should. There 
seems to be @ universal impression among 
workers, that {t pays to do the right thing 
by one’s employer, but not by one’s fellow- 
employé. Clerks working at one desk or one 
counter may be as faithful as machines to 
their duties toward their employer and as 
faithless as so many Judases to their duty 
toward each other. What smallness! What 
foolishness! Like a lot of children—and 
people who are old enough to get into the 
industrial struggle should know enough not 
to act like children, . 

An incident—possibly a’ typical incident— 
of the manner in which employés so often 
treat each other and which “ does not pay "’ 
occurred in a large downtown office a short 
time ago. There were five men employed on 
one desk. They were all of one grade, all 
earning the same salary, and all had the 
Same prospects for advancement. Their 
respective capacities were practically the 
same. They had worked together for two 
years and on the face of things they were 
friends. 

Undoubtedly they would have been friends 
had they been in any other position than that 
of being fellow-workers. But working to- 
gether they felt that it was necessary to their 
own material advancement that they keep 
each other from appearing in a favered light 
in the employer’s eyes. The result was that 
the end of two years saw them’‘ae finished a 
quintette of knockers as ever drew a week’s 
salary. 

Finally there came a /fvacancy as head of 
the department, and one of them, Anderson 
by name, who had been the most general 
receiver for the ill treatment of the others, 
was promoted to it. At this the other four 
who had worked with him so long were filled 
with envy and elation. They were “ sore’”’ 
because Anderson and not they were given 
the position, and they were elated because 
théy thought that now with one oftheir own 
S@ang’’ in the head’s chair they would be 
remembered: and promoted -for old time’s 
Sake.

OW the figure seven has been twined 
and intertwined in the.fabrics of 
superstition, mysticism, and religion 
has been a source of wonderment 
even to the delver into the facts. 

From the “Come my 7-11” of. the’ darky 
crapshooter to the “‘ seventh daughter of a 
seventh daughter of a seventh daughter” 
claims of the seeress and on to the New 
Testament analysis, showing the four gos- 
pels to have been written on an elaborated 
scale of “‘ sevens,” the student ever of these 
students finds himself nonplused. 

“O, he’s crazy,”’ is the final conclusion 
with which the layman who looks on dis- 
misses the man and the subject. But that 
the figure 7 is a peculiar group of integers 
cannot be denied by any one who will look 
a few mathematical facts in the face. 


One of the most remarkable demonstra- 
tions of the potentiality of the figure is found 
in that old mooted question of the “ squaring 
of the circle.’’ For all practical purposes 
in the workshop the area of the circular 
plane is found by multiplying the diameter 
of the circle by the figures 3.1416. But there 
are those who question the accuracy of this 
fractional multiplier and who assert that 
the relation of the diameter to the circle is 
exactly the compound number 8 1-7 and that 
the area of the circle is found by multiplying 
the diameter by this group of figures. .

Six Numbers in Repetition. 

This makes the decimal group of six 
places .142857 plus, and it is this decimal 
group of six places which responds in such 
striking repetition to any multiplier and par- 
ticularly to the figure seven and its multi- 
ples. The fact is demonstrated in a moment 
that to multiply this group by the figure two, 
the product is .285714, a pro@uct which re- 
tains every numeral in the first group, only 
that they are transposed in their order. Mul- 
tiply this same group by three and the prod- 
uct is .428571, a collection of the same 
numerals that are in the first decimal group, 
but redistributed. This phenomenon is 
maintained by multiplications of four, five, 
and six, invariably $roducing the numerals 
.142857; but in-a mixed order. 


At the application of seven as the multi- 
plier, however, the product undergoes a, 
startling transformation. Seven times the 
decimal .142857, the product becomes .999999. 

Yet passing the number 7 the figure 8 as a 
multiplier gives the product .1142857. Here 
is the first disarrangement of the original 
figures, due to the fact that the product isin 
seven figures instead of a product’ of six 
rlaces. But by taking this seventh place 
figure 1 and adding it to the first-place figure 
6, this multiplication and addition result in 
the original six decimals, .142857. Further 
than this, making the multiplier a 6, the 
product becomes .12857138, and when the left

REPARING a display advertisement 

for a department store should be sim- 

ple enough from the point of view of 

* the object desired. That object is to 
attract customers who afterward will 
leave the store satisfied. To advertise goods 
and prices in a manner to bring the shopper 
to the counter fs the first step; to have at 
that store the quality, quantity, and values 
that were advertised is a completion of the 


-store’s obligation. 


Before the matter for a display advertise- 
ment has been decided upon, however, the 
routine’ of its preparation involves the gen- 
eral manager, the merchandise manager, the 
department managers affected, and finally 
the advertising manager and his staff, whose 
work it is to prepare the advertisement itself. 

What shall wé advertise as specialties 
for a certain day? This is a question for the 
management of the house before the adver- 
tising manager is called upon for his execu- 
tion of the advertisement Itself. In deciding 
upon these features the general manager 
calls in the merchandise manager, and the 
question of the lines to be exploited is con- 
sidered.

Weelis of Planning and Study. 

In the preparation of a page or double page 
of advertising it is possible that trade sales 
may have been under consideration for weeks 
or months. How best to arrange these sales 
in connection with the regular bargain day 
sales that are expected becomes of material 
consequence.

All Lines Overcrowded.

NE of the things which strike the 
seeker after a position in a great city 
is the abundance, one might say su- 
perfluity, of ‘‘ experienced ’’ workera. 
It matters not what kind of help an 

employer wants let him but put an advertise- 
ment in a paper and his reward promptly 
is forthcoming. The fact that he puts 
“must be experienced ”’ after his ad in no 
wise diminishes the number of applicants. 
Experienced people apparently are even more 
plentiful than people who lack experience in 
the lines of work for whichthey apply. And 
the great number of these who are out of 
work is an argument against the value of ex- 
perience if one goes a-seeking work. 

An instance of the ease with which a bust- 
ness man can bring a number of experienced 
people into his office was illustrated in the 
case of a large wholesale house which a few 
weeks ago installed a new credit system in its 
sales department. The majority of the new 
positions created by the change were filled 
by old employés, but it became necessary 
to advertise for fifteen bill clerks experienced 
in credit departments of firms dealing in the 
same line. 

The ad appeared in the 12 o'clock edition os 
an afternoon newspaper. By 10 the next 
morning fifteen bill clerks possessing the re- 
quired experience had been obtained. And 
the work in which they were experienced 
was complex and difficult to master. Also, 
it is a striking fact that in no case was more 
than $10 a week paid as salary.

Sell Goods by Judging Buyers’ Noses. 


HAT success in business often is due 

- to the trick of looking at a man’s nose 

and the other trick of pretending to 

have defective hearing, seems absurd, 

but there are some wise business men 

who are firm believers in and practicers of 

both of these expedients for winning the con- 

fidence and attention of the party of the sec- 
ond part. | 

There is a pretty question of psychology 
involved. | 

The old advice was to look a man in the 
eyes and to talk to him in a straightforward 
fashion. Many successful salesmen, solicit- 
ors, and other men in business whose work 
makes them meet new men almost constant- 
ly and win the confidence of those men, say 
that this advice is antiquated and is in- 
trinsically faulty. 

A man who looks squarely into another 
man’s eyes is influenced to a greater or less 
degree by the eyes of the other man. Sus- 
picion, disappointment, or disapproyal, re- 
flect themselves easily in the eyes.

It is folly to expect the other man to recede 
from his position without golicitation, and 
sometimes it is foolish to expose the weak- 
ness of your position by asking him to changs 
his.

By saying that you 
are hard of hearing the man will be moved 
to restate his proposition, and in most cases 
he will make an alteration ip it that will 
redound to your advantage. 

There is nothing reprehensible in these tac- 
tics, busines men argue, for men have a 
right to use in their business affairs all the 
acumen they have so long as they are not 
dishonest. 3 

Details count in business, and men whe 
have tried the habit of looking at the other 
fellow’s nose instead of his eyes and of pre- 
tending to be deaf report that there fs much 
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to, the superintendent who engages all help 
needed depending upon the day’s average 
influx of applicants for positions for his ex- 
perienced cigar salesman. Within two hours 
after the order came up for a new salesman 
the superintendent was receiving the written 
applications of no less than four experienced 
salesmen. The writer of this happened to be 
in the batch of applicants that developed this 
talent.

Where They Get “Expérience.” 


There were six applicants. The writer, who 
is inexperienced in cigar salesmanship, was 
one; a colored man, who sought a position, 
was another; but the remaining four men had 
all at some time or another sold cigars. The 
man who was awarded the position had four 
years of experience in a downtown cigar 
store to hiscredit. The question quickly sug- 
gested itself: How many experienced cigar 
salesmen are there in this world? Judging 
from the proportion exhibited in this instance 
there must be several hundred thousand-in 
the downtown district of Chicago alone. 

From the department store where the only 
new help needed was a cigar salesman the 
writer journeyed to another, where several 
markers, packers, and rough helpers on the 
shipping room floor were wanted. These 
must all be experienced. Here also there 
were experienced men in plenty applying 
for the position, and, wonderful as it may 
seem, among those who applied as experi- 
enced markers, were two of the men who had 
applied as experienced cigar salesmen in the 
other store.

Each “Experienced” in Many Lines, 


Here then was the solution of the super- 
fluous experience help problem? No, indeed, 
for these two men secured employment as ex- 
perienced markers and had references and 
recommendations to prove it. They had 
worked as markers as well as cigar salesmen. 
Further investigation revealed the fact that 
one of them was an experienced photograph 
canvasser and bookkeeper, a rate clerk, and 
a typesetter. What chance has theinexperi- 
enced man against such an array of accom- 
plishments? 

And yet it must be admitted that the inex- 
pertencea man is not so badly off. In the 
course of three days’ tramping and searching 
for work the writer noted the fact that six 
“ experienced men’ with whom he fell In at 
the outset of his seeking were seeking at the 
end of the three days. They also declared that 
they had been seeking for the last three 
weeks. ‘“‘ Nothing doing’”’ in their lines was 
the wall that they made. 

The writer had no “line” and no “ ex- 
perience.” He sought out a man who hired 
help and stated these simple negative facts. 
The man looked him over, gave him a sum of 
figures to extend, and foot, took a specimen 
of his handwriting, and promptly offered him 
a position at a fair salary in one of the de- 
partments under him. As the writer was 
only seeking experience, he did not accept 
the position, but he went away wondering 
seriously if it really pays to be “ experi- 
enced’ in this age, when the great need of 
the business world ig for innate ability and 
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of Surprises.

Each Department Called Upon. 


With this dummy prepared, requisitions 
are made by the advertising manager upon 


.the department managers affected, notify- 


ing them to send up to the advertising man- 
ager ‘‘copy’’ for the certain newspaper 
named, covering the special sales features 
of hie department, with notice that this de- 
scriptive copy shall be turned in not later 
than a fixed hour named in the requisition. 

On blanks for the purpose the department 
manager makes out the list of his specialties, 
noting the quantity, quality, and prices of 
each line to be advertised. For the best re# 
turns to the conservative good business 
house the requirements of each department 
manager reporting is that he shall makesure 
of these facts touching quantity, quality, and 
values, ‘disregarding any impuises towaréd 
extravagances in his statements. 

These penciled descriptions and figures are 
taken up by the advertising department and 
copied upon a typewriter in order to secure 


clearness and legibility. With all of these — 


requisitions from all interested departments 
made out clearly and in full, the subject mat- 
ter and the dummy espace again are taken up 
by the management and the advertising bu- 
reau of the house. Perhaps in theestimated 
space there may not be room for all the copy, 
or it may be that there is not copy enough. 
Somewhere concessions of one kind or ane- 
other will need to be made—a little more 
space than was first suggested may better go 
to one of the lines, while a little less epace 
to' another line may be @dvisable. 

When these material things have been de- 
cided, it is the work of the advertising man- 
ager to prepare the copy as it shall read to 
the customer who is to turn to the advertise- 
ment the next day in search of value in the 
things he wants.

Truth the Essential Point. 


In the preparation of this final copy the 
advertising department will take into con- 
sideration the size of the type that iste 
be used, both with reference to its display 
feature an@ to its space requirements. Truth- 
fulness of all matter that is written, clear- 
ness of its English, and the certainty that it 
shall convey to the reader just the !mpres- 
sions which he may find demonstrated at the 
sales counter stand for the best that its at- 
tainable In the advertisement. 

When thig final copy is ready for the print- 
er it goes to the offices of the newspaper that 
ig to publish the advertisement. The first 
return from the newspaper will be the proofs 
of the matter as it is set up. These first 
proofs will be gone over with an eye to 
effects and to the possibility of errors. 
When the proofs have been returned an order 
will be given to “ make them up ” into form 
and if the same advértisement is to be in- 
serted in other papers the request may be 
for a matrix from the form, from which other 
plates may be made without resetting the 
type. »-Perhaps the larger advertisements 
may have illustrated headings and cuts and 
it is especially necessary to bave matrices of 
these, . ° 

When the advertisement has been printed 
in the paper selected, a line is kept upon the 
returns from it, especially if only the one 
paper has been used forit. To this end the 
advertisement is cut from the paper andtoit 
is pasted a slip directed to the head of the 
departments figuring in the display. request- 
ing that a report be returned to the advertis- 
ing department upon theresiwits. The d@epart- 
ment manager in each case will be able to re- 
mark the relative value of the paper’s cir- 
culation from these observations. For this 
reason quite as much asany other it becomes 
desirable to insert different advertisements 
in the different papers used

Odd Freaks in Ad Results. 


The unexpected happens as frequentiy t& 
the newspaper advertisement as it happens 
in other affairs of life. At times the special 
feature of the whole page, having more space 
than any other of the departmental appor- 
tionments, will fall flat, while perhaps a sin- 
gle line given the minimum of space and 
showing will be the whole attraction of the 
day. Ordinarily, however, the advertising de- 
partment should be able to anticipate the 
wants of ite constituency, and it does. The 
first essential of the advertising department 
of the big’ store is that the advertising shall 
bring results. . 

The policy of the store always Is responai- 
ble in full degree for the best results, too. 
It is no result if a crowd hangs all day ata 
counter where few sales are made and from 
which hundreds of customers may walk 
away, disgusted. This is an impossibility if 
the advertising matter has been held to quan- 
tity, quality, and values of the goods offered. 
lt is not at all necessary that everything ad- 
vertised shall be a bargain In the sense of hav~ 
ing it cut to cost price; some of the best bar- 
gains are those whick present a full value at 
a fair price. In any case the advertiser who 
expects to fool the people on values is wasting 
his money.

Learns Lessons in Success. 

The story of J. M. and his graft, just as he 
tells it himself, follows: 

‘‘I was born in a small town in Iowa and 
after a grammar school education I attended 
high school, where I had as a teacher a man 
far advanced in years, who, after the regular 
course, took great pains in teaching us the 
advice handed down by great and successful 
men, such as Abraham Lincoln’s advice to 
young men, J. J. Hill’s words on success, J.

* I landed in Chicago and after a few days 
secured a position with a large firm as bill 
clerk at a salary of $12 a week. Out of my 
first week's earning I bought J. J. Ingalls’ 
‘ Opportunity,’ framed, at a downtown store 
and hung it with many more, such asa rail- 
road company ad. ‘ Do it now,’ and a local 
bank ad. ‘ It is not what you make but what 
you save that makes you rich,’ right in front 
of my desk, where I could always see them, 

‘*In my busiest moments I would turn from 
my work and ponder over the lines of ‘ Op- 
portunity.’ Had opportunity slipped by me? 
No; my opportunity was here and I grasped 
it, 

“TIT advanced my position from that of bill 
clerk to one of trust and responsibility. The 
firm, having only one representative in a 
town, would conduct what we called an 
‘opening sale.” That is, they would advertise 
the goods two weeks in advance of the sale 
and would do so until the firm’s traveling 
salesman and assistant made their appear- 


- ance with a large stock and after demonstrat- 


ing, ,the goods would be sold dirgect to the 
customer, the retailer getting the profit, 
amounting to-about 30 per cent, the firm 
standing all expenses.

Plots to Rob the Firm. 

“TI, being in a position with the firm, knew 
where and when the sales wcse to be held. 
I conceived that if I had a party out of town 
to secure the goods we could take advantage 
of the firm’s heavy advertising, slip into the 
town when the sale was to be helda few days 
before the firm’s regular salesman, make all 
the sales, and slip out of town with the profit. 
_ “* [took a brother-in-law into my confidence 
who lived in Des Moines, Ia., who I advised 
to first become a regular customer of the 
firm’s and in that way be able to get the 
goods. , I was to secure the inside informa- 
tion as to when and where the sales were to 
take place, how advertised, etc., which I 
would advise him of. He would place an 
order for shipment to Des Moines at once. 
He would then get his supply ready, slipinto 
the town a few days before the advertised 
sale, rent a vacant store (and in a few towns 
the sales were held in the advertiéed retall- 
er’s store), would insert an ad. ih the daily 
paper giving some fake reason for appearing 
ahead of the advertised date, make all the 
sales, and leave town. The firm’s regular 
salesman would arrive in town a day before 
the real sale only to find some one had got in 
ahead of him and had made all kinds of sales, 
and all the firm's advertésing and expense in 
vain. In many cases they would have their 
town agent. 

‘“‘My brother-in-law and I would only be 
able to work it once inatown. The scheme 
worked to perfection, and I recollect the firm 
getting telegrams from their lowa salesman 
telling then? they had been outwitted. Cha- 
grin, oaths, and excitement followed, and I 
heard the proprietor say he would give a re- 
ward if he could get hold of the person. They 
suspected their lawa salesman, but never me. 


‘* . 
Caught by an Accident. 

* One morning in haste I opened my mail, 
reading it on the way to the office, and after 
carelessly putting it in my coat pocket hung 
it up in the coatroom and commenced my 
duties for the day. In the noon hour rush 
and in my hurry, the letter must have 
dropped from my pocket, and one of the firm, 
getting his clothes after me, mus: have read 
it and replaced it on the floor, for when I 
came back I found it. 

“From then on my firm shadowed me, 
going over all my work at night. And after 
a short time they got up a scheme whereby 
I was caught at my own game.

N the course of time I came < tomy 
old employers, the firm for which I be- 
gan my career as Eyes of the Boss, and 
the case which they brought me back 
to work upon was, all told, one of 

the most interesting and complex of my 
whole experience. It involved several prom- 
inent business men in one of the loudest scan- 
Gals of the day and it brought a swindling 
banker where he belonged—to jail. 

“By this time I was established in my 
business, a free lance, I might say, and I 
was attached to no one firm, but, like a pri- 
vate detective, was known and open to the 
calls of a few parties who knew of meandmy 
trade. The old firm sent for me one hot sum- 
mer day and I found the boss and the 
other powers of the office in a nervous condi- 
tion. They were worried, and they made no 
efforts to conceal the fact from me. 

“*Tt’'s a strike this time, Mr. Ford,’ said 
the boss, bluntly, upon my arrival. ‘ We've 
got a strike on our hands that’s costing us 
more dollars to fight than we honestly care 
to admit to you or any oneelse. It’s a sense- 
less sort of an affair, settled one day and on 
again the next, and it’s dragged on now 
for something like six weeks. The people 
who are striking are laborers, ignorant for- 
eigners, who don't realize what they’re strik- 
ing for, but who follow like cattle in the lead 
of their union bosses. Now, we've got no 
fight with the union at all. We're entirely 
satisfied with it and the men in it, and the 
way they runthings. We've conceded them 
a dozen things already, and they’ve prom- 
ised to come back to work. But just as soon 
as we get things arranged to put them to 
work again, up they come with some new 
contention, and the stuff is off again. It'sa 
queer looking affair on the face ofit. Tosum 
it up, we believe that the situation is this: 
Somebody who's strong with the foreigners 
doesn’t want them to go to work. .Some one 
warts the strike prolonged, no matter what 
the cost to the men themselves. We've tried 
to find out who this is, but we:haven't suc- 
ceeded in doing so. That’s why we have sent 
for you. We want you to go to work and 
get at the root of the affair, find out just 
what the trouble is. You won't have an easy 
time doing this probably, because you'll have 
to work among foreigners, but go ahead and 
try. And try hard and fast, because the 
strike is costing us money every day that it 


lasts.’ ’?

SeeKs Cause of Strike. 


“T went out promptly and looked over the 
ground. It was a new field to me, never 
having been mixed up in a labor controversy 
before, and as to going up against a proposi- 
tion in which the people whom I had to deal 
with were all ignorant foreigners, it was 
certainly a new experience. I found one part 
of the firm’s plants, the part in which the 
laborers were employed, practically tied up. 
A few nonunion laborers and a few officials 
of the firm were trying to do something te

in Machinery

NTIL recent years the term “ cost de- 
partment ”’ was little used in business. 

Today it is one of the foremost fac- 
tors-in_ commercial life. It has come 

to be practically the only source from 

wiilca the manufacturer safely and intelli- 


gently can gather information with which to 


meet the outside world. It is the only prac- 
tical. medium through which the accountant 
can codperate with the shop correctly. It is 
the greatest possible menace to greedy com- 
petitors, who, through the disclosures it 
makes, are compelled to sell at the lowest 
possible margins. To the customer it assures 
protection. He is not paying two prices for 
onearticle and buying another from the same 
firm at half price. In fact, from the stand- 


point of either producer or consumer, it is 


»- hard-to congeive how business could be safely 
carried on without a thoroughly organized 
‘ cost syetem to guide. 

The ways in which such a system may be 
operated vary as widely as the character 
of the merchandise turned out. The work 
may be simple or it may grow into a mass of 
complications, If the shop be small and a: 
specialty is made of only one line, cost work 


. may be made concise. But if the factory be 


large and the variety of manufacture prac- 


. tieally limitless the chances are that the re-

Demands Appear Too Intelligent. 

“From the plant I went to the quarter of 
the city where the laborers live. It struck 
me forcibly after I had looked them over 
carefully that the demands of the union were 
all too intelligent for the men who composed 
it. The boss had spoken truly when he said 
that they were ignorant foreigners, and the 
more I pondered over the demands which 
they had made in the plant, the more I be- 
came convinced that the demands and the 
men were not compatible. Evidently the 
men were in M4 hands of a competent leader 
and it was to become acquainted with this 
leader that I made my next move. 

‘‘T went to a cheap barber shop and had 
my hair cropped, Next I purchased a rough 
suit of clothes and arrayed myself as a 
workingman and sought a room in the midst 
of these laborers. I practiced for days to 
make my voice coarse and guttural like those 
of the men about me, and in a week 
I was moving about among the workmen as 
one of them. Naturally I learned much 
about the strike, and, sympathizing with the 
workmen and expressing a desire to secure 
work in the plant when the strike was won l 
was invited to become a member of the 
union. This done I felt that half of my 
battle was won, for in doing this I came into 
the organizer and 
leader- of the union, ‘its brains and its 
claws,’ as a newspaper reporter had re- 
ferred to him, and in company with the boss 
I was half convinced tnat Jensen was at 
the bottom of the queer pheses of the strike.

Mystery of Strike Deepens. 

“TI began to cultivate my acquaintance- 
sHip with Jensen, but here I was doomed 
to disappointment, for Jensen was to all 
intents and purposes a sincere leader of the 
men under him, striving only to secure what 
he believed to be their proper rights. He 
was not particularly brilliant, judging from 
what I saw of him, but he was honest and 
sincere, if actions and appearances were to 
be trusted as signs of character. Gradually 
I wormed myself into his confidence until I 
reckoned myself as one of his friends. 

“ Finally I wads so friendly with him that 
I dared to ask him outright as to just why 
he had made the last demand for the men, 
that of making the foremen all members of 
the union. To my surprise he answered an- 
grily: ‘I never made that suggestion. It 
came from the men one night at a meeting.

But as sale prices had to be reduced in or- 
der to keep pace with competitors, the cost 
of manufacture had likewise to be cut to the 
lowest possible scale in sate to maintain 
profit. Unnecessary expenses had to be 
sought out and eliminated, and the little 
leaks which had been consuming s0 much 
of the profits had to be stopped. Average 
costs gave way to specific and actual, and the 
work of classifying the shop output was 
begun. And it is safe to say that at the 
present time, in every up to date factory, 
some eystem is maintained which tells the 
manufacturer what he can safely do with 
every article he puts upon the market.

Scores of Cost Systems. 

There are any number of cost systems in 
operation in the various factories of Chicago, 
and each is adequate in its own sphere. But 
the system which would be satisfactory for 
an electrical firm would be far too complex 
for a clothespin factory. 

In a system now in operation in one large 
plant the real secret of success lies in a well 
organized shop order scheme. At this fac- 
tory the instructions to the various shop 
departments to do work emanate from one 
center—the shop order department. For 
every distinct lot of apparatus to be made 
this department issues an order on the shop. 
Every foreman whose department will be 
called upon to assist in the completion of this 
work is given a copy of the order, which com- 
prises his instructions to proceed with the 
job. 

From this stage until the job Is completed 
each foreman is held responsible for proper 
records of all time spent and all materials 
used in construction, as well as the class of 
machines used in his department, for each 
individual order. And so carefully are these 
records made in each case that by use of 
them the cost department is able to tell with- 
in a small fraction the exact cost of every 
bit of work which the factory turns out. It 
matters not whether the shop order is issued 
to fill a customer’s order, to make Apparatus 
for stock, to furnish tools for shop use, or to 
do building repairs, the records are just as 
complete, and the cost department is able to 
report in detail on any or all of them.

Keep Each Order Separate. 

Ability to run each order through the shop 
independent of all others, is the underlying 
principle of the effectiveness of this cost 
system. It is possible for the shop to give out 
its information in definite and concise form, 
and that there is little danger of confusing the 
information is proved by the fact that, no 
matter what the stage of completion, the 
value of any job in process can at any time 
be ascertained. 

As a reliable reference bureau to which all 
departments may go for valuable information 
nothing can replace the shop cost department. 


Politeness Wins Big Pay 


for Bellboy 


HERE are few first class hotels in big 
cities that do not number among their 


beiboys enterprising youths that wear 

- @iamonds. aA bellboy that does not 

wear good clothes off duty is looked 

diown upon by those that do. They crave the 

latest fashions, live well, and many of them 
spend much money, while others save it. 

<A bellboy's lot in a big hotei is apout as 

_happy an existence as any young fellow can 

~ ordinarily get upon an income that seldom 
- exceeds $20 a month. Answer—politeness. 

When a bellboy wants to go to work he 

_ has, in nineteen cases out of twenty, to pay 

@ bonus to the bell captain or man who en- 

gages the boys, directs their work, and dis- 

charges them. During the World's fair tn 

St. Louis $100 was no unusual price for a boy 

' to pay for a position. There are several boys 

- working in Chicago hotels who have paid $50 

for their places. In some instances bell 

captain exacts a weekly fee from boys’ 

oad one the boys have to pay in most cases 


in a Hotel. 


for their own clothes. 

Yet in the face of all these demands that 
are made upon his resources, it is a slow 
footed and slow witted bellboy who in a 
first class hotel cannot make $25 a week. In 
most ‘tases the average is higher. 

The good bellboy is the epitome of fleet- 
ness of foot, softness of voice, emiability, 
and willingness. As a rule he knows his city 
as well as he knows the palm of his hand. 
This knowledge he coins into money when 
strangers want to know things about the 
city. He knows that a smile gets more 
money than a grouch and on duty the first 
class bellboy never has any visible troubles. 
Dishonesty among them has gone out of 
fashion. 


The hotels have a way of punishing the 
boy who slips from honest paths. They sim- 
ply agree never to employ him again. Other 
hotels join in the blacklist and the bellboy 
finds that honesty is not only a cardinal 
virtue, but that it is indeed the best policy.

Department Store Sprang 
from Village “Emporium.” 
By N. C. Fowler Jr. 


HE modern and apparently irresistible 

tendency toward trade centralization 

and business consolidation gave birth 

to what is popularly known as the de- 

partment store. A department store, 
broadly defined, is a store of departments— 
a combination of what may be considered 
distinct stores, yet all under one roof and 
managed by one general head. 

The department store grew from the dry 
goods store. Substantially all of those de- 
partment stores which ee in existence 
more than a dozen years re at one time 
dry goods establishments. The dry goods 
store is in every sense a family store, cater- 
ing to family trade, and, as substantially 
every depaxtment of the department store 
carries goods for family consumption, it was 
but natural that the dry goods store should 
be divided and subdivided to meet conditions. 


e . 
Outgrowth oi Country Store. 

The country village store or cross roads 
“emporium ” is yirtually a department store 
in that it sells everything; and the great city 
department*store is an outgrowth these 
country stores. 

The great department store employe from 
2,000 to 6,000 persons, of whom by far the 
most are women. 

The organization of a great department 
store is almost military in its discipline, and 
is one of the best examples of what organiza- 
tion can accomplish. The proprietor is com- 
mander in chief, and under him are a num- 
ber of assistants who are what might be 
considered district supervisors. Below them 
are the heads of departments, who are re- 
sponsible to their district chief or to some 
other head. The floorwalker, the man whois 
so much in evidence because he spends his 
time in the aisles, Is, in fact, a superintendent 
or foreman in charge of a department ora 
series of departments. 

» * 
Salaries Cover Wide Range. 

About 90 per cent of the clerks are women, 
who are paid anywhere from $4 to $12 a week. 
Head clerks or head saleswomen receive 
from $12 to $20 a week; but comparatively 
few, even of the fitters in “ ready made” 
departments, draw salaries of over $25 a 
week. 

Some of the higher grade department 
stores employ men exclusively in certain 
departments, paying them more than women 
receive for the same work. First class, ex- 
perienced salesmen in the larger stores sel- 
dom receive less than $12 a week, or mura 
than $25 a week, although occasionally as 
much as $30 is paid, but this latter sum al- 
most invariably goes to the head salesman 
or to one in charge of a department. Junior 
clerks, that is, green clerks, are paid from 
$6 to $8 a week at thestart. The floorwalker 
is generally well paid, his minimum salary 
being not far from $20 a week, and his max- 
imum in excess of $50. Buyers for large 
stores occasionally enjoy incomes of over 
$10,000, and from that down to $1,000 a year; 
and the average first class buyer for a large 
department store probably does not receive 
less than $3,500 a year. 

Does the great city department store offer 
good opportunity to the young man who de- 
sires to take up this business fora livelihood? 


* * 
Opportunities? Yes—and Noe. 

I answer, yes and no. The ambitious and 
capable department store salesman has more 
apparent than real competition. The ap- 
parent competition is due tothe large number 
of men working along his lines. When it is 
considered that not one department store 
salesman in a hundred has more than ordi- 
nary ambition, has more than ordinary ca- 
pacity, or more than a moderate will- 
ingness to earn promotion by hard work, 
it would appear that the boy of ability and 
ambition, from this fact alone, has a greater 
opportunity for advancement than he could 
have if there was less numerical and stronger 
mental competition. 

Because the customer goes to the sales- 
man, and because the salesman does not have 
to go to the customer, the department store 
salesman need not possess so high a grade 
of salesmanship as is necessary to the suc- 
cess of the traveling salesman or drummer. 
Consequently less capacity or ability is nec- 
essary to fair success behind the counter 
than to success upon the road. For this 
reason many young men who do not know 
what they want to do, who have little ambi- 
tion, and who are not particularly indus- 
trious enter the department store, where 
they are reasonably sure of a livelihood. 


» = 
Few Get Salaries Increased. 
Comparatively few of these young men 
ever get more than a few dollars increase 
in their salaries. At the end of ten or twen- 
ty years they are about where they were at 
the start. But the ambitious young man, the 
one with ability, industry, and ambition, is 


sure to rise in the department store as rap- - 


idiy as he would under many other environ- 
ments, and to reach in time his proper place, 


although the department store may not give 
the young man of much ability as wide an 
opportunity for advancement, nor for as 
rapid advancement, as is presented to him 
in the wholesale house or upon the road. 

Certainly the department store is the best 
place for a young man to enter if he is with- 
out active ambition, and is reasonably in- 
dustrious and of ordinary. capacity. If he 
is much more than these, it may be well for 
him to consider some other entrance into 
business, not with prejudice to the depart- 
ment store, but with a preference; perhaps, 
in some other direction. 

I have been referring to the city boy, not 
to the country: boy.

Not Best for Country Boy. 

I would not advise the country boy to go 
to the great city to enter one of its depart- 
ment stores unless there ig positive evidence 
that there is no opportunity in the townof 
his birth or in some nearby towns 

The country store, which in many cases is 
a department etore, offers the average cour 
try boy better opportunity than does the 
great city department store. True, the coun- 
try store, whether it be a department store 
or not, will never pay the salaries paid to 
the managers and heads of departments of 
great city department stores. The city de- 
partment store, financially, is way above 
the country store; but half way to the top, 
and almost anywhere between the top and 
the bottom, the country store offers more 
to the country boy, everything considered@, 
than does the city department store or any 
other city store for that matter. 


. * 
Like a Big Machine. 

The city department store is a great ma- 
chine, run by machine methods; and each 
clerk, yes, even the head clerk, is but a screw, 
or bolt, or wheel, or spring of that gigantic 
engine, For this reason one’s individuality 
is not much in evidence, and it takes a long 
time for ability to be recognized. 

This is both an advantage and a disad- 
vantage to the boy just starting into busi- 
ness life. To be a part of a great machine 
gives him the most strenuous kind of dis- 
cipline, the grade of discipline which Is fair 
and which plays no favorites. This discl- 
pline may be of inestimable value to the boy, 
and no other place offers this- discipline in 
larger quantity or better quality than does 
the department store, Then, even if the boy 
is only a mediocre, he will probably remain 
a self-supporting part of the machine Just 
so long as he desires to stay; but, if he has 
more than ordinary capacity, his ability will 
sooner or later be recognized and he will 
become an officer in the firm, a head sales- 
man, a department manager, a buyer, or 
will occupy some other official and executiva 
position. 

” 
Favecition | May Be Facto» 

The department store clerk has a chance 
and a far better opportunity than he thinks 
he has. True, favoritism may count against 
him and so it may everywhere else. That is 
something which he must expect to meet, 
But where there is the most discipline there 
is the least favoritism. In the great depart- 
ment store, where it is business and nothing 
but business, clear, sheer ability is likely to 
be allowed to move in its own road and to go 
as far up that road as the capacity of its pos- 
sessor can push it. 

The department store has come to stay. It 
is expanding as the days go by, to the sacri- 
fice of the small merchant, of the small 
grocer, and even to the small market mam 

The best way to take up the business as 
a permanent calling is to go right into a de- 
partment store and begin at the bottom. The 
application may be made by personal call or 
by letter. Many of the department stores 
advertise for clerks, bookkeepers, salesmen, 
and other workers. The would-be depari- 
ment employé should follow carefully the 
want columns of the newspapers and answer 
the adivertisements by letter or by call.

. 
Education Is a Requirement. 

In regard to the school education necessary 
for success in the department store, a com- 
mon school education is essential; the gradu- 
ate of a high school has a better opportunity 
than have those whose school education 
ceased with a lowerschool. It would appear, 
if one judges by results, that a general educa- 
tion beyond the high school can hardiy be 
considered more than advantageous. 

The hiring of help in all of the department 
‘stores is done by one of the partners or bya 
superintendent. These men are of extended 
experience and thoroughly understand their 
business. Usually they are willing to give 
advice, and their advice is generally good. I 
would advise any boy, who intends to enter 
this business, to call at several department 
stores and talk with the men who engage the 
help. By seeing several of them he may ob- 
tain many valuable points and be better able 
to judge as to whether or not he is fitted for 
the work

Whirlwind Career of Crime. 

It was in the year 1902 that the gang began 
its really active career. Beginning with the 
robbery of a northwest side saloon the four 
threw terror into the citizens of their neigh- 
borhood for over a year. Of the many hold- 
ups and murders committed in this city dur- 
ing this year and the next, and for which no 
one has been arrested, undoubtedly a good 
share was the work of this gang. Nieder- 
meier says he killed twenty-three in all, Marx 
owned up to a dogen, and Van Dine was silent 
on the question. Roeski maintained that he 
never killed any one, which probably was the 
truth. ' 

The gang no longer spent their time in the 
old brick building which they once called 
their clubhouse, but now sought the tough 
gaioons as their meeting places. It was in 
such places that they met to plan new crimes, 
or possibly wait for victims. And thenina 
few days they might return, hold up the 
saloon that had given them, shelter, and even 
kill the proprietor who had served them with 
liquor.

Dead Men Teil No Tales. 


“Dead men tell no tales,” said Nieder- 
meier, and with his famous automatic gun 
he made more dead men than any known 
tough in the history of Chicago. 

In the meantime, when not engaged in rob- 
bing, these four lived in their parents’ homes 
as respectable young men. The neighbors 
knew that they were “tough,’’ but there were 
plenty of tough young men in the district, 
so this did not mark them in any way from 
the rest. Van Dine was courting a girl, Nie- 
dermeier was playing the beau at west side 
dances, Marx was popular with the young 
people of the vicinity, and Roeski trailed 
after his comrades like a dog. No one sus- 
pected the four of committing the crimes 
that were spreading terror in the hearts of 
west siders. They always had plenty of 
money and spent it, and plenty of money, 
when one spends it, always covers 4 mult}- 
tude of sins. mg the girls with whom they 
spent this money did not know that most of 
it was wet with the blood of some murdered 
citizens.

Typical Work of the Trio. 


A crime which was typical of the gang and 
its methods of working was that of the holdup 
and robbery of Stein's saloon on Ashland av- 
enue, near their homes. . The proprietor and 
one customer in the place were a little slow 
in obeying the command, “ Throw up your 
hands.” Niedermeier and Marx shot them 
down without a second’s pause and calmly 
proceeded to rifie the till, while Roeski and 
Van Dine kept the other men in the place in 
subjection. The plan pursued was to oe 
Roeski into a saloon to buy a drink. 
he was being served the others entered and 
did the “ sticking up ™ act. 

The saloons of Peter Gorski, 2611 Milwau- 
kee avenue; Greenberg, at Robey and Addi- 
son; and a dozen other places were ‘‘ stuck 
up ” in this manner by this one gang. 

Then the gang grew tired of these «mali 
affairs and went after bigger game. They 
robbed the Northwestern railway station at 
Clybourn avenue, shot the night operator 
and escaped. The crime emboldened them. 
Chicago was full of places like this station. 
They would look them upandrobthem. The 
result was the celebrated car barn robbery, 
for which three of the gang paid with their 
lives.

Rogers Park barns, but chance led Nieder- 
meier and Marx past’ those at Sixty-first 
street one morning while the clerks were 
counting up the day's receipts. The receipis 
were large and the plan was shifted. 

The next night Van Dine secreted a large 
sledge in a sewer near the barns. and the 
three leaders of the gang waited for the 
early morning and a cessation of street 
traffic in order to have a clear field for es- 
cape when_their crime was committed. When 
the time was ripe they went directly to the 
office of the barns, smashed in a door. and 
ruthlessly shot dead two men whose only of- 
fense was that they happened to be in the 
barns at the time of the robbery 

Motorman Johnson and Clerk Stewart were 
the two victims Johnson was lying on a 
bench, asleep. At the sound of Van Dine’s 
sledge crashing through the door he was 
aroused. He rais¢d slightly on his elbow. 
Niedermeier, looking in through a window. 
shot him through the head. Then, turning 
his weapon on the elerks in the office, he 
killed Stewart and wounded his partner. 
Marx was shooting into the office from an- 
other wiridow. and Van Dine wus forcing 
his way in through the door. When the 
occupants ,of the office were all dead or 
wounded he entered, grabbed a bag of silver 
and. paper money. and ran out. The three 
then ran east to Jackson park, where they 
waited until daylight. then counted their 
booty and divided, and came downtown to 
get, as Niedermeier said, “ a swel meal and 
some 25 cent cigars.’’ The proceeds of the 
robbery were $2,250, or $750 for each man.

Marr Shoots Down Detective. 


The crime stirred the city. Inspector 
Schuettler suspected the gang of the robbery, 
ahd began looking for its members. Finally 
Gustay Marx was located by Detectives Blaul 
and Quinn in a saloon on Sheffield avenue. 
As they entered to make the arrest Marx 
looked into the mirror behind the bar and 
saw Quinn itn the lead. Without a word or 
a moment's hesitation he turned and fired 
one shot. That shot killed Quinn. The next 
shot, in all probability, would have killed 
Blaul, but it hever came. For once Marx’s 
magazine gun fafled-to work, and in another 
moment Bilaul was upon him, beating him to 
the floor with the butt of his revolver. 

Soon after Marx confessed that he and his 
comrades had robbed the street car barns. 
Immediately there followed a frenzied hunt 
for the other. three members of the gang, 
which ended in the memorable fight in the 
Indiana sand hifis. 

The bandits-were located in a dugout near 
Tolieston. A detail of police and detectives 
afmed with rifles, shotguns, and revolvers, 
were hurried to the scene with all the speed 


tured with the assistancé of a number of 
farmers who were rabbit huntirg. 

It is doubtful if any criminal hunt in the 
country, with the exception of the pursuit 
and ending in the eapture of the Youhger 
brothers and their followers in Minnesota, 
ever attracted the attention that did this 
hunt. Newspaper reporters and special writ- 
ers by the score followed the police and re- 
ported their every movement, even up to the 
final capture of the outlaws, in minute de- 
tail. Photographs of the scene of the final 
fight were as plentiful as those of a presi- 
dent, and for months Niedermeier, Van 
Dine, and Marx achieved the acme of the 
boy bandit’s ambition—national notoriety. 

When they were properly hanged the 
splurge made on them by the newspapers 
of the country would have delighted the 
young desperadoes still more could they have 
seenit. But they finally were hanged, dying 
like cringing cowards, and thus came the 
end of the famous boy terrors.

Wabe of Crime Result of Notoriety. 


Immediately following their execution there 
sprang up throughott the city dozens of 
boy bands who strove desperately to emu- 
late the acts of the “‘ automatic trio’’ and 
who again plunged the city into a reign of 
terror. Apparently, instead of being warned 
by the fate of Van Dine, Niedermeier, Marx, 
and Roeski, scores of tough boys were in- 
spired by the stories of their deeds to wrong- 
doing. Instead of taking warning from their 
capture these new boy bandits streve only to 
be as “ bad as Pete Niedermeier.”’ The gangs 
of the city began to have a trinity of idols, 
Van Dine, Marx, and Niedermeier, and they 
had only one aim—to attain the same degree 
of badness. Saloons were held up in the 
same manner that the dead bandits had done 
it, street car conductors were robbed and 
killed, and the work of the police was to do 
all over. 

This is a typical trait of the police fight 
against the boy criminals. Against old 
criminal there is more show of success. When 
a well known robber is taken it is the end of 
the police officer’s trouble in that line. But 
in the case of the boy garg, one is no sooner 
broken. up and its members killed, sent to 
prison, or @riven away than another springs 
into existence to give more trouble. This 
was shown by the manner in which they 
sprang up following the hanging of the car 
barn robbers.

Marderous Formby. Gang Broken Up. 

The most vicious of the bands that became 
active at this time was undoubtedly the 
Formby-Dulfer-Kelly outfit, the oldest mem- 
ber of which was only 18 years old, and which 
had to its credit at least half a dozen wanton 
murders at the time of their capture. Given 
@ little more time, 2 little more experience 


with weapons, and a little more knowledge 
of the ways of robbing. and it is probable 
that this crew of precocious desperadoes 
would have equaled if not sumpasthed the 
bloody record of Niedermeier and Marx. Ut- 
terly devoid of any respect for life, sworn 
enemies of the law, self-consecrated to a 
life of crime, and professed out and out imi- 
tators of the automatic ones, these young 
robbers left behind them a record during 
the few months in which they operated that 
long will be remembered. Their specialty, 
as. Jimmy Formby, the leader of the gang, 
proudly averred, was not robbery but killing. 

All four members of the gang. there being 
two Formby brothers in it, with the possible 
exception “of young David Kelly, reveled in 
the record of their gory deeds. They never 
robbed without shooting, and they seldom 
shot without killing some one. They sooner 
would kill their victims thaa rob them with- 
out bloodshed. There was nothing mer- 
cenary in their records. There was, how- 
ever, plenty of blood. 

The gang began the way of all gangs, Dy 
gathering together in a hidden corner and 
“nlaying bad.” They robbed stores, held 
up their playmates, and threw stones at po- 
Hicemen. Not until after the great meed of 
notoriety given the car barn bandits did they 
evince any predilection for murder. After 
that the four had only one aim in life—to be 
called a second car barn gang. 


* * 
Aspire to S.ay Policemen. 

Their work along this line began when they 
started in to shoot street car conductors and 
murder saloonkeepers and their patrons. 
Dulfer was the leader of the gang and Dul- 
fer’s greatest ambition was to be called a 
second Niedermeier. He nearly if not quite 
realized his ambition. In company with his 
‘hree companions, be held up the saloon of 
Gustave Riegel, at 150 North Kedzie 
avenue. It was early in the morning and 
among the patrons in the place was John 
Lane, a stage carpenter at the Illinois thea- 
ter. Riegel was behind the bar when the 
quartet entered. Like Lane,.he Was more 
surprised @pan frightened when, with Dulfer 
inthe ledd, they é@ntered and commanded 
everybody to throw up their hands. At first 
he laughed at the attitude of the youngsters; 
then, realizing that they were not joking, he 
picked a plate from the free lunch counter 
and huried it at the gang. At the same time 
Lane advanced along the bar rail in their 
direction. With a revoiver in each hand, 
Dulfer fired two shots. One killed Lane and 
the other mortally wounded Riegel. Without 
any more trace of excitement than if they 
had thrown a stone at a passerby, the boy 
terrors turned on their heels and walked 
slowly out of the place. 

Dulfer afterwards exulted loudly over his. 
feat of shooting two menatonce. “I dikin’t 
even have to take aim to hit ’em,” be ead, 
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“Just held a gun in each hand and let ‘em 


* go. They both came down. I saw ’em fall, 


that was all I wanted. Then we left the 
place.’’ 

After this feat it was planned to rob a car 
barn in the exact fashion that the older gang 
had Gone the trick. One of the west side 
barns was picked, and the robbery planned to 
the smallest detail. Dulfer was to play 
Niedermeier. Hig part was to go to the car 
barn office window and shoot down every- 
body who happened to be inside. When he 
had them “all down” his comrades were to 
step into the place and gather up the booty. 

For some reason the plan never material- 
ized, and the boys went on robbing saloons 
and street cars, finally culminating their ef- 
forts in the murder of George Beckler, a con- 
ductor on the Western avenue line, who was 
shot down by Jimmy Formby because he was 
too surprised and frightened at the appear- 
ance of the robber to “ throw up his hands” 
when ordered to do so. 

Beckler wag on a night run, and was mar- 
ried but a short time before hie murder. His 
car had left the northern terminus of the 
line, near the river, and was going south 
when, near Fullerton avenue, a mere boy 
mounted the platform and paid his fare. 
Beckler, a jovial, good natured German, 
passed the time of night with the boy, and 
laughingly commented on the lateness of the 
hour. For answer the boy drew a revolver 
and toid Beckler to hold up his hands. 

“TI didn’t know what to make of it,”” said 
Beckler a few minutes later. “I was too 
surprised to think. The car jerked, and I 
put my hand out, and he shot me.” 

That was the situation according to other 
witnesses of the dee@ Beckler put out his 
right hand behind him as if tosteady himself 
on the handrail of the car. The bandit was 
holding his revolver carelessly before him. 
At Beckler’s motion be fred a shot with no 
more concerg than if be had blown @ pea at 
a playmate. The shot struck Beckler in the 
abdomen and wemt through his body. As he 
fell to the floor his murderer leaped off the 
car and escaped in the dark. For sheer 
wantonness this crime has had few equalsin 
the city. Beckler lived only a day and a 
night after the shooting. 

A short time later the police arrested the 
gang, and Formby confessed to this killing. 
After his confession those of the other mem- 
bers followed, and a few months after their 
atrest the quartet was sentenced to Joliet for 
life. During their trial not one whimpered 
or lost courage. Wach and every one of them 
gioried in the fear and disgust with which the 
curious public regarded them. They were 
bad, thoroughly bad. No man’s life was safe 
after dark in the neighborhoods where they 
operated. That their capture was made 
without several officers losing thefr lives can 
be ascribed only to the “ luck of the fighting 


man.

Battle to Death with Bandits. 


This lack did not hold good a year ago, 
when the Maxwell street police made a raid 
on the Gagen-Feinburg gang. In this in- 
stance the gang hit back and Detective Keefe 
was killed and Detective Birmingham wound- 
ed as they forced in the door of the bandits’ 
hiding place. 

Gagen and Feinburg were wanted for rob- 
bing a saloon at Morgan and Henry streets. 
Both were well known in the district, being 
products of the Maxwell street “ country.” 
They had grown up in the vicinity of the 
police station, yet it was three months after 
the robbery that the police finally got on 
their trail and ran them down, elthough 


versation while his officers surrounded the 
building. : 

Keefe and Birmingham made ther way 
into the kitchen by the rear door. A door 
to a bedroom leading off from one side of 
the kitchen stood 


him full in the chest before he was half ways 
to the door.

stretched him alongside his prostrate part- 
ner. 

The fight became general, the other de- 
tectives and Lieut. Meagher coming to the 
assistance of the two wounded officers. 
Meagher shot and captured Gagen, but Fein- 
burg escaped. ,However, as he did ao, one 
of the detectives fired at his retreating back. 
The bullet went home, and after running for 
five blocks and then riding over two miles 
on street cars, Feinburg fell exhausted in 
a drug store and was taken to the hospital, 
where he died. 

Detective Keefe died within half an hour 
after the shooting. Birmingham survived, 
his wound, and is today hunting the gangs 
in the4Maxwell street neighborhood. —

Focko Briggs a Gang Product. 


Jockeo Briggs, now in the county jafl under 
sentence of Geath for killing a west side 
cigar merchant by the name of Peterson, 
is another well known criminal who has 
graduated from the ranks ef the boy gang- 
sters. Briggs lived in the neighborhood 
“along the tracks” on the west side. He 
got into bad habits early in life, and the 
bad habits stood with him until the end. 
The killing of Petersom possessed ail the 
cold blooded, desperate traits that charac- 
terize the crimes of the criminal who gets 
his early training in a Chicago gang. He 
was closing his place of business for the 
night, when the robber entered and told 
him to throw up his hands. Evidently Pe- 
terson did not comply, for he was shot down 
in his tracks, the robber in this instance, 
as in most others where the boy criminal is 
concerned, using his revolwer at the first 
opportunity. 

Another recent case of this sort where 
a half baked boy went robbing with a re- 
volver in his hand was that of Mrs. Della 
Tracy, who was shot dead on the south side 
by a boy named Logan. This murder, in 
all probability, was due to sudden fear on 
the part of the robber. Mrs. Tracy was 
walking along alone, when suddenly Logan 
stepped out before her and Gemanded her 
purse. Before she could comply with his 
order he shot her through the head, killing 
her instantly. He was soon captured, con- 
fessed his crime, and was sentenced to life 


imprisonment. ike 
Scores of Gangs Still at Work. 


This is but an incomplete list of a few of 
the crimes that have been perpetrated by 
this class of criminals. If an attempt were 
made to chronicle the evildoings of all gangs 
im the city it would require volumes It 
would be impossible, for there are dozens of 
gangs of whose exisience the'police as yet 
have no trace. These are the gangs whose 
members so far have not been arrested. 
This makes them particularly dangerous, for 
until they are known to the police, they may 
commit crimes with impunity, the police 
having no way of distinguishing them from 
the other boys ofa neighborhood, even if they 
make the effort. They may go to school 
‘n orderly fashion, or work, in the daytime; 
at night they may be dangerous criminais. 
Once they have been arrested, however, and 


the police have them on record, they will 


eventually go the way of all “ boy bandits.” 

It may be many years before their end 
¢omes, but # will come eventually. The 
machinery of the police may grind exceeding- 
ly slow tn this matter. It must do so. But 
after a big crime is committed ft grinds well 
and fine, and the boy who essays to break 
the law and lead the life of a desperado in 
the city, possibly in a few months, certain- 
ly in a few months, will meet his finish, either 
at the hands of the police revolvers, the 
hangman's noose, or at Joliet. He may 
make a big name for himself before this hap- 
pens, may go on robbing and shooting year 
after year, as did the Mortell-McGraw ganz; 
may leap into sudden fame, as did the “ au- 
tomatic trio’’; but the\records show that 
sometime he will meet the fate that these 
disturbers met. 

The police know that to fight crime in Chi- 
cago with any hope of success they must 
fight against the boy tough. They have 
learned this lesson through years of experi- 
emce and at the cost of many lives. They 
act accordingly. Once a boy has allied him- 
self with the forces of evil he becomes a4 
hunted animal. His hunters afe just as 
skilied in hunting as he isin running. And 
they have the advantage in numbers. They 
will “get him.” To.“ get him” may meas 
to kill him in a fight or merely to send him 
to the penitentiary. gut the effect is the 
same in the long run. It doesn't pay to be 
a criminal in Chica=.

It is a gay, frivol- 

ous island, this island 

of the Chicago Mid- 

way. On the north-of 

it is the Sea of Busi-

On the east is the still, 

solemn Ocean of the Esthetic, unruffied by 

tide or storm. To the west lie the troubled 

waters of the Dead Sea of Vice, its shores 

strewn with shipwrecks and its heaving tides 

shriveling in the fierce heat of a sunlight 

of reformation. Southward fer leagues 

stretches the Cosmopolitan ocean, with here 

and there its Sargossa seas, with flotsam 
from every phase of civilization.

In the Five Cent Theater. 


There is a man sitting in front of you, 
close by the stove and fresh from the chill 
rain outside. In the semi-dark of the place 
you may see that even in January he has 
no overcoat. From the diffused light of 
the blank, white Curtain far in front you 
may see three huge wens—a trinity cf de- 
formity—protruding through his long black 
hair. They are grotesquely suggestive of 
the probability that some sign of the 
Three Balls in the street may have fallen 
upon his crown and left its imprint there. 

But as he steams, and smiles, and turns 
to the grateful warmth of the stove you 
have no question if his 5 cents left at the 
ticket window of the 5 cent theater has been 
misspent. A warm stove, a good seat be- 
side it, the strident music of a piano in 
march, waltz, and quickstep time, a white 
canvas screen upon which a spotlight glit- 
ters, twinkling of the rich promise of scenes 
to come—shall he not bask, and smile, and 
hold even a laugh in reserve? 

When the piano is stiled and while the 
spotlight is focused and placed at length 
upon the square, the man in the rough rider 
suit, half reefed hat, and tinkling spurs 
mounts to the piano level. Sheets of music 
rustle, the canvas clouds with the picture 
machine announcement of a solo, ‘* Dear 
Old Flag, Good-By,”’ a chord is struck—and 
the song is on. 

“And dear—olé—f-l-a-a-g—g0000000d- 
bye-e-e-e!"’ 

You can’t enoore a finish like that, be- 
cause the young chap can stay dead so 
much more affectingly. but there is a pit of 
volley firing in applause. Funny—the solo- 
ist im the 5 cent theater. has got to be-ap- 
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plauded, even if the manager has to do it 
out by the entrance; while the best thing 
that ever happened in a moving picture 
never gets anything but a laugh! 

And@ the moving picture is funny enough 
for anybody. It is the flickering, sputtering 
reincarnation of Mr. and Mrs. Snizzlechook 
in. efforty efforts to replace an incompetent 
servant girl with six or seven others who 
for several shocking reasons are a good deal 
more so. ‘‘ Shocking.’’ as here used, how- 
ever, is in its Pickwickian sense absolutely. 
As far as morality is concerned it has the 
average Greek college play skinnedto death. 

Why, as to the matter of the proprieties, 
an example that was made of a carefully 
cooked up train robbery some time ago will 
serve to allay the doubts that may assail 
the average person who has been putting up 
the scalper’s 100 per cent raise on down- 
town §2 seats.

HE history of a white satin duchess gown 
was one of money saved for linings by trans- 
forming it into the foundation for different 
evening gowns. It was first sent to the dyers, 
where it was changed into a cerise pink It 
was worn in this color with the décolletage 

draped with a scarf of spangled tulle in black and silver, 
with black belt and gloves. Iis next existence was as the 
lining to an accordion plaited cerise chiffon. Before be- 
ing mounted all interlining was put in of violet cotton 
chiffon, which was accordion plaited likewise, or rather 
they both were done in the wider plaits technically 
known as sunray.

Keeping— 

Things warm is the problem which con- 
fronts every user of a gas stove. 

Unless there is a broiling oven separate 
from the baking oven—and this is an expen- 
sive arrangement—there is no room in the 
ordinary gas range for keeping a cours? 
dinner hot. Even then the heat is of the kind 
that is death to both the flavor and looks 
of the dishes. 

A way to manage a warming oven which 
is perfect, besides being out of the way, is 
to get a sheet iron or tin oven of the kind 
which are nade to go on over coal oil or little 
flat gas stoves. Get just as large a one as 
you can possibly afford, as every extra square 
inch will pay you in more ways than one. 
Get a couple of deep iron brackets to set this 
on and fasten to the wall at a convenient 
height and distance from the stove. Under 
it set a low box or fasten a shelf, and upon 
this set one of the Mttle coal oil stove lamps 
that sell for little over a quarter. You will 
find that the heat is of the mild and even kind 
that keeps things per.ectly. The top is an 
ideal place for raising bread and things 
which require slow baking, as custard or 
tice can be cooked in it, to the saving of gas. 

In a kitchen in which a coal range keeps it 
place beside the gas stove th@ problem is 
made simple by setting tue little lamp under 
the warming oven of the range while cook- 
ing by gas. 

In the dining room the radiator shelf is a 
means of keeping things warm that is not 
often taken advantage of. It may be made 
to match the woodwork and suspended with 
brackets and have a few of the odd dining 
room pieces set upon it, and still leave room 
for setting the plates and cups just before 
mealtime. It is an ideal place for the crdcker 
bowl, and if maae of a piece of marbie laid 
flat on the radiator it will answer as wellfor 
a warming table as one which has hot water 
under it.

Pumpkin Pies of Famous Cooks. 


MISS PARLOA.—Cut a pumpkin into long 
strips. Take out the soft pulp andthe seeds. 
Pare the strips and cut them into small 
pleces. Wash and measure these pieces and 
put them into a stewpan containing one- 
fourth as much boiling water as there is 
pumpkin. Cover and place on the fire. 
When it has boiled for ten minutes set 
back where it will simmer for six hours. 
When it has cooked for four hours add one 
cupful of molasses for every six quarts 
of the vegetable. Stir frequently to prevent 
burning. When done run through a sieve 
and measure. For two large ples use five 
cupfuls of the strained pumpkin, one quart 
of boiling milk, one small cupful of sugar, 
two teaspoonfuls salt, one tablespoonful of 
cinnamon, four eggs, and one-fourth of a 
nutmeg grated. 

Mix the salt amd spice with the pumpkin. 
Ada the boiling milk a little at a time, stirring 
all the while. Add the sugar and set away 
to cool When cold edd the eggs, well 
beaten. 

Line two deep plates with plain paste. 
Pour the mixture into them and bake in a 
moderate oven for three-quarters of an hour. 

JANET M’KENZIE HILL.—Select a sweet 
pumpkin. They. are small in size and of a 
deep yellow color. Cut in halves, remove the 
seeds, cut in rings, remove the rind, and 
cut in small pieces. Steam until the pump- 
kin ie soft and the water nearly evaporated. 
A slow fire is required for the last part of 
the process, which is lengthy. Press the 
pulp through a sieve. To each cup and a 
half of the prepared pumpkin add one cup 
of milk and a half cup of sweet cream, scald- 
ed. One egg, well beaten, a generous half 
cup of sugar, and one-fourth teaspoonful 
each of salt and mace. Mix together thor- 
oughly and bake slowly. 9 

MRS. MARY F. HENDERSON,—Cut the 
pumpkin into large plece# and bake slowly 
with the skins on. Scoop out the,soft pump- 
kin pulp and strain through a. colander, 
Adda two quartsof milk, three eggs, and three 
tablespoonfuls of molasses. Let the remain- 
der of the sweeting (to taste) be of sugar: 
season it with two tablespoonfuls of ground 
cinnamon, one of ginger, and two teaspoon- 
fuls of salt. 

LINDA HULL LARNED.—One and a haif 
cups of stewed pumpkin, dry, two cups 
milk, one beaten egg, large haif cup of brown 
sugar, one teaspoonful cinnamon, one-half 
teaspoonful each of salt and ginger. 

JAMES B. SMILEY.—Pare and stew the 
pumpkin until it is soft and dry. It must be 
cooked slowly to the last, to prevent scorch- 
ing. Press through a colander, and to one 
cup of the sifted pumpkin add one egg, three 
tablespoonfuls of molasses, half cup of 
sugar, a pinch of salt, one of 
ginger or cinnamon, and one pint of milk. 
This will fill one ple on a large plate. Bake 
like w custard in a siow oven until a golden 
brown. One tablespoon of flour may be sub- 
stituted as the equivalent of one egg.

ORANGE PUDDING.—Grate the rind of 
two oranges thin so as not to get moreof the 
white than you can help. Put two small 
bakers’ sponge cakes or two squares of stale 
home made sponge cake into a dish, break- 
ing them up in pieces. Scoop out the inside 
of the oranges and rub them through a sieve 
on the pieces of spongecake. Let them stand 
while you crumble four more of the stale 
sponge es into two-thirds pint of milk, 
Add the grated rind and the cake that has 
been with the juice and pulp. Beat two 
whole eggs, whites and yolks separately, and 
the yolks of three eggs extra with two heap- 
tug tablespoonfuls of granulated sugar, and 
add to the crumbs and orange pulp. Add 
one ounce and a half of candied orange peel, 
cutin small pieces. Turn into a baking dish 
and bake in a pan of water until. it is like 
custard: Garnish the top with bits of the 
candied peel and serve hot with a large 
spoonful of whipped cream beside it which 
has been thoroughly chilled. Flavor the 
cream with vanilla or sherry.

Bread molds or tastes musty in a day or 
two after it is baked, it shows thet there 
is something wrong with the flour. There 
are several kinds of molds which will give 
a musty smell te the bread without decom- 
posing it. These are apt to be present in 
flour that has been kept ina damp plece, and 
low grade flour often contains them in a 
large quantity. The baking process kills the 
organisms, but the musty flavor is not killed 
even by the heat. Also the chemical char- 
acter of the bread is changed to one which 
favors the growth of any bacteria which 
may exist. s a 


French— 

Bread is always sweet and good, according 
to the way in which it is baked. A French 
baker never makes a thick loaf, no matter 
what the shape. The loaves are two-thirds 
crust and are so thin that the heat strikes 
through them almost as soon as they are put 
In the oven. This stops all fermentation, 
while in a large loaf the process goes on a 
long time before it is put in the oven and 
part of the sweetness is lost. . 


Another point which helps make the pecu- 
liar sweetness of French bread is that it is 
baked a long time in an oven that is made 
*“ slow "’ after the first few minutes. 

The glazing of the loaf is produced by a 
pipe with which professional French bakers 
throw steam into the oven and the moist heat, 
coming in contact with the dextrin in the 
bread, changes it Into what is called British 
gum. It is, however, the glaze which im- 
proves the bread not only in looks but in 
flavor, and a good imitation of it’ can be 
acquired in the ordinary oven by keeping in 
it a pan of hot water.

Make a dainty confection for serving at an 
afternoon reception which will rival the best 
goods of the caterer. Cream one pound of 
butter with half a pound of coarse powdered 
sugar. Add the yolks of ten eggs beaten and 
one and a half pounds of pastry flour sifted 
with a dessert spoonft! of baking powder. 
Add a little milk and the beaten whites. Chop 
fine one-half pound of crystallized cherries 
and one-fourth pound of angelica and stir 
in the last thing. Bake in small patty pans 
in a fairly quick oven. Cool on a sieve and 
Gip the top of each one In a thin boiled icing 
which you have flavored with maraschino. 
Put a cherry on the top of each and three 
leaves of angelica.

To make the arrangement symmetrical, 
have curtain rods and rings which match 
mounted at the same height over both the 
window and the bed. If the window and 
bed are in such proportion that it is possible, 
have the length of the poles the same, so 
that your curtains will be of the same size. 
That at the back of the bed should be so 
wide that a generous strip of it can be seen 
clear down to the floor as it extends on 
either side of the bed head. If the window 
is narrow have the pole cut so long that 
the curtains will hang over the side frage- 
work and even back a little way on the 
wall if necessary. Have a deep border of 
the figured.material across the top of the 
curtains and a narrow strip down the outside 
edges. 

Remember in putting both of them up 
that the good effect is a great deal in the 
accuracy with which you lay the little plaits 
when you fasten them to the rings. Have 
easy running rings, so that you can draw 
the window curtains at night, and have a 
low sash curtain made of the plain and 
bordered witi a narrow band of the figured. 
The narrow bands also extend down the 
middle of the long window curtains. 

Have a counterpane of the plain pink with 
valance all around of the figured, put on 
with little fullness. This need not extend 
clear to the floor, but may have the effect 
of only uphostering the deep box springs. 
Make day covers for the pillows of the plain 
p.nk, with narrow ruffies all the way around 
of the figured.

Cushions are, except for the name, much 
like any other small flat cushions, which are 
just the thing for tucking in behind one's 
shoulders on a low backed chair or sette or 
for laying on the of the pile of more sub- 
stantial pillows. @ name comes from the 
pattern of a new design for needlework or 
ribbon work, which was first applied to these 
little circular cushions. . 

The circular shape also is popular in larger 
pillows, and there is a new idea for drawing 
these up to make them thick and heavy. In- 
stead of being cut quite circular the four op- 
posite sides are extended to a shallow point, 
which is so faint as to interfere with the 
eliptical circular shape. These little corners 
are then drawn up into ears and tied with 
cords, leaving a perfectly round pillow. In 
making one or two pillows of this kind one 
who has the designing facu..y would instant- 
ly see a way to make shape and trimming 
harmonious by repeating the earlike design 
by putting on the pillow four leaves which 
point inward. These should be done with 
appliqueing the same cord, either using-the 
same piece with which the corners are tied 
or giving the effect of doing so. 

Another round pillow is made of perfectly 
plain silk ruffied around the outside and has 
two strips of ornamental galloon crossing 
each other from one side to the other. A 
soft rosette of the silk hides the point of in- 
tersection. Straight strips of guimpe or oth- 
er flat trimming is laid in far apart parallel 
rows across equare cushions. One pretty 
way to decorate the top of a linen wash pil- 
low is to cut slits of 2% inch depth diagonal- 
ly across it.

The explanation is simple. Tea contains a 
vegetable alkaloid called theine, which acts 
es a brain and nerve stimulant, and which 
helps one to recover from the poisons gener- 
ated In the system by hard labor. The most 
valuable part of this stimulant is that it 
differs from all other stimulants in leaving 
no reaction. At the same timé, however, 
the tannin and the volatile oil which gives 
the aroma to tea are miladpoisons. The point 
isego infuse the tea long enough to extract 
the theine without extracting the other ele- 
ments. It will take just three minutes to 
do this after pouring on the boiling water. 
All the theine is extracted in that time and 
scarcely any portion of the tannin or other 
matter, as they are much longer In dissolv- 
ing. What little tannin has been extracted 
is made harmless by milk, as it combines 
with it to form tannate of albumen. So it is 
seen why tea with milk is more healthful 
after all than the more fashionable Russian 
tea.

blush a strange place in which to make 
mention of charitable undertakings, and yet 
there is probably no other profession which 
more often is called upon to lend its aid to 
charity than is tne theatrical. And in no 
other profession is response more immediate 
and hearty. Players’ sympathies are ever 
guick, and knowing as they do what “ hard 
luck" means, they give freely of their tal- 
ents and their time if the cause be the aid- 
ing of these who @re in need or trouble. 
Charities and the dramatic column are, 
tLerefore, not necessarily so far apart as 
they at first might seem. 

Tomorrow hight at the Grand opera house 
a charity, which is one of the most deserving 
and the most appealing of any in the city, is 
to seek for help at the public’s nands. ‘Ihe 
performance or * Baves in Toyland” has 
been bought By the management of the 
charity, and it is hcped by the selling of 
every seat in the theater to net a substan- 
tial sum for the good cause in hand. 

This good cause is the work being done 
by the Children’s Hospital Sociéty of Chi- 
cago. This society is not widely known, and 
yet it is devoting itself to a labor of love 
which can but appeal to every person who 
bas aught of human kindness in his makeup. 
The work is not the founding of a hospital 
for children, as the name might suggest, but 
consists in making in the hospitals already 
existent places for children who are sick 
or in need of medical attention, 

Four years ago the society was organized, 
and at that time there were in the hospitals 
of Chicago only 200 beds available for sick 
children. Now, thanks to the efforts of the 
suciety and to the interest it has awakened. 
there are 650. 

And not only have the facilities for caring 
fcr the little ones beer :ncreased. but they 
have been improved ae well. The hospitals 
give more efficient care, nurses now are in- 
structed specially in the care of children and 
cof children’s diseases, and the preparation 
and care of food for children is made the 
subject of special schooling. 

ae 

The society has its offices in the Unity 
building and there on a blackboard is posted 
every morning the number and location of 
the beds available in the various hospitals 
where children can be accommodated. 

Whenever a case of a sick child is reported 
ty the office either by phone or messenger 
the superintendent notes the hospital with 
available bed that is nearest to the house 
where the child is located, and often within 
a few moments afier the case has been re- 
ported the suffering little one is in the hands 
o2 the physicians and nurses. There {& no 
Waste of time and no elaborate red tapism 
connected with the giving of aid. 

During the year of 1005, 762 children were 
reported to the society’s office and cared for 
at the hospitals or institutions tending to 
such cases. The society is now desirous not 


ouly of increasing its activity, but of ese — 


tablishing also a place where epileptic chil- 
dren can be properly cared for, there being 
1.0 institution in the state devoted exclusive- 
ly to their relief. The society is urging the 
teking of legislative action in this matter, 
and is endeavoring to rouse the public to 
er. appreciation of the necessity for such 
institutions, 
a 

Another branch of the society's activity 
which is the object of unqualified commenda- 
tion by every one who is familiar with it 
is the distributing of pure milk among te 
pcocrer classes of the city. The milk coni- 
mission, which has been in existence since 
1003, was able last year for the first time to 
ccntinue its activities throughout the entire 
twelve months, and during that time it dis- 
tributed nearly 270,000 bottles of pure milk 
among people in the poorer quarters of the 
cily. 4 

The bottles vary in size, certain of them 
ecniaining only enough for the one feeding 
of an infant, the quantity being so gauged 
that no milk is “ left over,’’ and thus the 
giving of stale nourishment to the child is 
avoiced. The purifying of the milk by in- 
specting the dairies from which it is re- 
ctived and by bottling it in the commission’s 
own laboratory has resulted in delivering 
to the people in the crowded districts of the 
city abselutely pure milk and on conditions 
— favorable than would otherwise be pos- 
sible. 

If the consumer fs too poor to pay anything 
for the milk it is furnished free, but if able 
to pay a little the price is put lower than 
that at which any‘of the regular dealers 
can supply it. 

The work of the soviety is of the Krcoadest 
and most humanitarian kind, and it is earn- 
eztly to be hoped that the kenefit perform- 
ance at the Grand tomorrow evening may 
result in the obtaining of a substantial sum 
for the continuance of so excellent a charity.

This is an appropriate sentiment for the 
bases of the bronze lions which guard the 
steps to Chicago's temple of art in whijch are 
million of dollars’ worth of exemplified cult- 
ure, art, and beauty garnered from every 
portion of the civilised world. Even the'lions 
seem to have recognized the befittir g charac- 
ter of the pharaphrased possibility and it 
is whispered that in the last few years of 
automobile evolution a distinctly angrier 
twist has come ‘into the extended tall of :he 
north lion as the sméll of gasoline is wafted 
back to his iskers from the north ends of 
these south bound vehicles. 7 

Some days in the past when everythirg has 
been lovely in Michigan avenue frcm ‘he old 
postoffice building to One Hundred and 
Twentieth street beyond the Calumet river, 
the attendance at the Art institute has 
reached ninety-six visitors at 25 cents 3 
head. This Is an average of twelve persons 
an hour, shawing an income of $8 an hour 
against a possible deficit in revenues.

There afe hours at a time on sucha doy some 
of the sculptured figures in the north wing 
have yawned widely without puttirg up 4 
protecting hand. The Venus @e M lo es- 
pecially has been detected in this invcfun- 
tary expression of enful and lonesomeness 
without the polite shield of a palm, but 
having neither arms nor palms, what else 
could you expect? Especially when there 
was not even an attendant tolock cn? This

Some one may say that this minimum of 
ninety-six visitors in a day is not representa- 
tive of the art spirit in Chicago. But it is. 
The visitor who is the real goods to the in-

club crowds away from the chloroform 
bowlder just a hundred yards north of it in 
order that the automobiles already whirling 
away from the institute’s facades may get 
along without losing time! 

Is it any wonder that bum statuary and 
boulders and art letterings in flowers in the 
parks have to be placed where the art spirit 
can absorb inspiration while walking on the 
grass? 

When this .000066 per cent of the population 
has paid its $41.20 at the institute doors and 
has passed inside to look at several millions’ 
worth of statuary, paintings, and bric-A-brac 
the Chicago art spirit seés a pace that is 
simply fierce. A city policethan in Dearborn 
street would fire on any ofie person going 
north or south at such a gait unless, of 
course, he were in an automobile. Fourteen 
hundred and thirteen pictures an hour is said 
to be the record of a pair cf pay visitors to 
the galleries, while the man or woman who is 
not doing his 616 pictures in sixty minutes 
with a considerable show of interest is sub- 
ject to the closest scrutiny by the guards.

As an order to the gudrds, however, the 
figures in “‘ doing ’’ the galleries are subject 
in considerable degree to the guard’s.own 
discretion and judgment of human nature. 
For example, during the recent cattle show 
Director French and his assistants had to sit 
up and take a good deal of rotice of the in- 
flux of cut of town visitors in wolfskin coats 
and arctic overshoes. When a hairy bunch 
of these connoisseurs stopped in front of the 
canvas, ‘“‘ The Battle of the FPulls,’’ they were 
expected to stand there awhile. It isthe real 
thing. There i8 something doing. They are 
buffalo bulls and the salsoda earth is flying 
to beat the band, while the flirtatious cows 
are looking on as if they didn’t have a guess 
coming anywhere. But every guard in the 
place had notice to keep an eye on any one 
of these who did not poo-hoo Millet’s famous 
“ Bringing Home the New Born Calf” and 
gumshoe it away at a little more than the Chi- 
cago art spirit pace.

As illustrating a difference in humanity 
and the broad gauge judgthent necessary in 
an Art institute guard, it is absolutely nec- 
essary to refer to a certain canvas on the 
south wall of one of the roorns. Two beauti- 
ful young women have just been in swim- 
ming im the altogether, They are up there 
on the bank, trying to wipe some of the 
water off, without a thought of anybody's 
being in thirty-seven and a balf miles of the 
old swimming hole. 

Now, it would have been-as much as any 
stockman’s liberty is worth for him to stop 
in front of.this canvas in a wolfskin coat, and 
he ran a gcod deal of risk when he as much 
as peeped around over his ehoulder in that 
direetion after he had scooted past. At the 
same time any other man in frock coat and 
silk hat who didn’t pull up there with brakes 
set and the sand on would have found it hard 
to prove that he wasn’t a minister of the 
gospel who was going to petition somebody 
to have the picture taken down at once.

“Tf somebody really wants to know how 
Mmahy queer people there are in this world, 
just let him come up here and be a guard 
three or four years,” is the philosophy of 
one of the cldest of these guardians of the 
iInstitute’s priceless treasures. 

There’s something in the observation, 
There a suggestion ard more of its truth 
a little later when the large woman in seal- 
skin coat, brown silk, and diamonds ap- 
proached the young woman at the door. The 
sealskin coat was a beuuty, in spite of the 
fact that a thermometer back of the Palmer 
house in Monroe street was registering 52 
degrees at the street level. The coat was 
three-quarter length and buttoned when the 
inquirer appeared from the street entrance. 

“Is there anything néw on now’ she 
asked, brusquely. a 


“O, yes, if You mean that—you'll find some 
new features in the galleries upstairs.”

She reached the landing laboriously, where 
she stopped, holding to the rail and looking 
down on the colossal gilt plaster lady who 
site in front of the main entrance with the 
olive branches across her brows. 

She who hesitates is bet. Just assudd¢enly 
as anything else in the world this woman 
visitor in the sealekin turned sharply, stepped 
‘briskly down the steps again, and swirled 
into the street, hee mouth pursed as if in 
stern resolve. But, of course, this was on 
Wednesday, Dec. 27, which was a free duy. 
If she had paid for admission it isa certainty 
that the young woman at the door would 
have got a piece of her mind!

But some of the old guards in the institute 
wili tell you that they have the widest pa- 
tence and respect for some of the “free 
day’ types. One of these guards just now is 
troubled over a free visitor who used to come 
every Saturday afternoon and every Sunday, 
no matter what the weather. He wes not a 
litthe down at heel when he had first come, 
three years before. He was a lawyer with 
strong southern accent and a love for the 
beautiful. Perhaps naturally enough he did 
not do welt in this northern climate. But 
Saturday afternoons and Sundays were his 
when he could satisfy his tastes for pictures 
and life was not so bad after all. 

Hie old friend, the guard, missed him for 
the first time last March. For some tffne 
before the visitor had been asthmatic and 
when two Saturdays and Sundays were gone 
without his coming the guard was uneasy. 
But his frowsy art lover has not returned. 

“Tf I knew hie address, you know, I'd’ look

man. “ But he didn’t leave me ‘is name or

do, don’t you know? I ‘ope ’e isn't dead, but 
I’m afraid 'e is.”

The American Alfred Sutro, who broke into 
London celebrity by throwing down “ The 
Wallis of Jericho,"’ has written ‘*The Fasci- 
nating Mr. Vanderveldt"” to be a comedy of 
wits—the women’s wits against the 
man’s—an@ the writing is in the Ene«- 
lish, not the American, manner of wit- 
ticism, Ellis Jeffreys ig a London com- 
edienne, and all of her companions have 
come over with her excepting Frank 
Worthing, whom Augustin Daly brought to 
New York many years ago, and who now 
looks exactly as Daly did then. But Sutro 
has been loyal to his native land (which re- 
fused to make his acquaintance until he came 
back with an English introduction), for 
there is an American girl in this comedy of 


manners among English gentlefolk. and she 


is not the usual hoyden minx, but a nice, 
bright, refined maiden.

The main oddity in Sutro’s play, however, 
is quite risky. He doesn’t let the audience 
get an inkling of Lady Clarice’s choice of a 
husband, though. she. says she wiil take one 
of the four candidates until within five min- 
utes of the final curtain. She mughs at them 
all, an@ won't get angry at the wigked au- 
toist. She doesn’t indicate an. atem. of. senti- 
ment, but only a @.sire to amuse herself— 
and the audience—with her seemingly heart- 
less raillery. We are inclined to name Van- 
derveldt to win, as he surely“ would if he 
were in. a play of American life. But at the 
tag she gives herself, as though on a sudden 

impulse, to the colonel.

Washington life in a boarding house for 
minor employés of the government ia 
illustrated in °* The Little Gray Lady,” 
and one of its showings is how a girl 
clerk from the treasury department 
goes to bed. The demonstrator is a Julia 
Dean, who looks and acts like Maude Adama, 
which is to say that she ie sweet and dainty. 
Julia is in her bedroom. Eva Davenport, as 
the landlady, with her fat unlooged in a 
nightgown and a kimono, comes in to gossip. 
Julia, pretends to be sleepy and takes off her 
collar and belt hintfully. 

‘That's right,’ says Eva, “ get into some- 
thing comfortable—like me.” 

Will Julia kindly oblige us? We are much 
interested. She goes to a closet and takes a 
filmy robe from its peg om the inside of the 
door, Will she please let us see her get out 
of her daytime frock of plain gray and into 
the white nightie? The men in the audience 
wre hopeful and the womem apprehensive. 
She dieappears into the closet and when she 
comes out she wears a nightgown so thin and 
a kimono #0 open that it seems impolite to 
look at her. But we dpit. And isn’t it odd 
that the women use all the opera glasses, 
pee by the men to get along with eyee un-

Julia soon rids herself of Eva, and thinks 
she {fs alone, for she doesn’t know of the 
thousand Peeping Toms and Tabbies in the 
audience. In silence she unbraide her hair 
and bunches it snugly. Will she take off her 
slippers and stockings next? The suspense 
of uncertainty is tense. If this were a epe- 
cial request performance probably she might 
denude her tootsies. As it is, she proceeds 
to let down a folding bed, turns back the 
coverlid, places the piliow, and squats on all 
fours to look under the bed. It is a folding 
bed, remember, and a man can’t have got 
under it since she let it down, but feminine 
timidity prevails. What if sheshould glance 
across the footlights? Then a rap at the 
door is heard; algo the voice of her recreant 
lover; and when, with maidenly demur, she 
lets him in, the play becomes dramatic. 
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The adage declares that sometimes the gray 
mare is the better horse in @ matrimonial 
span. In “ The Little Gray Lady,” the Mise 
Gray surely is a better man than the Mr. 
Carlisie with whom, finally, she is matched. 
Not by any blunder of Channing Pollock is 
his play without a hero. He is made weak 
morally so that the stronger girl may save 
him from the consequences of his folly. In- 
stead of being content with biond goodness 
personated by Julia Dean he lets himself be 
lured by brunette badness incarnated clever- 
ly by Dorothy Donnelly, and the serious pas- 
sages relate to his purloining waste bits 
of hundred dollar bills in the government 
printing department, patching them together 
in @ passable whole, and devoting the pro- 
ceeds to an elopement with Dorothy.

There is a later strong episode when to save 
him (the actor of him is old John W. Al- 
baugh’s son and namesake) she meets the 
now vengeful Dorothy’s exposure of his 
crime by not only declaring herself the 
guilty one, but seeming to conviet herself 
by irrefutable evidence. 
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Mr. Pollock knows Washington by experi- 
ence as a journalist, and I don’t doubt the 
fidelity of his studies of life among depart- 
ment employés. His representations of the 
boarding house and its inmates look photo- 
graphic and sound phonographic.

Henry Miller and Harry Woodruff, 

bachelors, and Guy Standing, benedict, love 

Rebecca Warren with uniform ardor, while 

she concentrates her love eo unwisely on the 

marriea one that she must have a husband 
right off, or her misconduct will make her 

ah outcast. Woodruff becomes a mono- 

maniae and talks wildly of her sin and its 
proper punishment. Miller lapses into mon- 

omania, too, but its phases are oddly ab- 
negatory. He is no more inclined than 
Woodruff to make an altogether wife of 
Standing’s mistrees, but is willing to be her 

make-believe husband in time to pretend 

also to be the father of her babe. Is that 

clear?

Now we come to the climax. Two years 
have passed. All concerned are woe begone— 
baby excepted; for Rebecca Warren hasn't 
learned tolove Henry Miller, as she would ina 
conventional drama; while Miller is miserable 
because his sacrifice has not produced hap- 
piness for hér. Harry Woodruff has grown 
malevolent in his madness and Guy Stand- 
ing has been wretched with an incompatible 
Sigidenly the affair is shaken into a 
change of complication by Standing’s return 
from abroad to announce himself a widower. 
At once Rebecca and Standing are wild with 
a desire to mate again, but they can’t doit 
matrimonially, for Miller, as her putative 
husband, is an obstacle. What more can 
he do for her? 

“If you live,”” Woodruff says to him, “‘ Re- 
becca will sin again with Standing and will 
hate you; but if you die, she will marry 
him decently and hold you in fond memory.”

Woodruff is a study in abnormal humanity}; 
maimed by the loss of a hand and thereby 
ruined in his career as a musician; crazed by 
that disablement and his unrequited love of 
a guilty girl; a crouching, spying, hateful 
creature, quite Ibsennishly awry mentally 
and physically, clearly written and vividly’ 
acted. He hovers over the slumped Miller 
like a hawk over a chicken, ready to swoop 
down and destroy him. And he does it, when 
he has cowed his victim sufficiently with 
arguments that he ought not to lve, by 
placing a vial of poison in his hand, thus 
practically forcing him to suicide,

Harry Woodruff had been envied by many 
actors for getting the réie of the monomaniac 
in ** Grierson’s Way.” Ever since Henry V. 
Esmond’s play haa been performed one aft- 
ernoon in London, some years ago, I had 
heard it talked that New York managers 
were doltsin business, as well as chumps in 
art, else they would fight each other to gét 
possession of it. And when Henry Miller, 
actor manager, announced it with himself 
cast for Grierson he was declared both cour- 
ageous and shrewdly calculating, for success 
was sure. But he put another play into re- 
hearsal next day after the production of the 
one from which so much had been expected 
by the dramatic culturists. lt was dull until 
the episode I have dcscribed, ureympathetio 
even then, and repellant altogether. Es- 
mond has written good plays, like “ When 
We Were Twenty-one,” but he is no Ibsen.

No merriment is meant to be caused by 
“ Grierson’: Way,” and that is co notwith- 
standing the baby, which, on the opening 
night, jollied the grewsomeness. No tint is 
given of prenatal influences; perhaps the 
mo.aer was affected by aread that her child 
would betray its paternity by looking like 
its }apa; or perhaps she was ecared by @ 
crash of dolis in a toy store; anyway, it has 
a bisque face that doesn’t resemble Stand- 
ing’s, nor Miller's, noranythingalive A real 
baby that -squawled and kicked couldn't 
break up the dramatic situation more irre- 
parably than this big doll does when, cuddled 
in ite weeping mamma’s arms, with the gen- 
ulne and counterfeit papas standing by, the 
uninformed grandpa insists that all present 
shall ecrutinize the crockery face to see 
whom the tootsy-wootsy favors in its un- 
human features. There have been unkindly 
emi:es when its putative daddy playrd “This 
little pig went to market” with its toes, and 
a cruel titter when its mamma showed it te 
its sure enough popsy; but it ie when a pas 
sionate love scene ends with her telling him 
of his fatherhood that the audience laughs 
out loud. 

“ This is your child—your chilki—your own 
child,” she says, hysterically, holding it be 
fore him. ‘ 

His agitation seems greater than here as 
eae ee the bisque face of the 
oll. en he flings up his arme and cries:

James K. Hackett is suffering stil] more 
than Henry Miller from a mistaken choice 
of a play. A hideous idol muy be worshiped 
in an oriental temple, but not in an Amer- 
ican theater. Hackett, hendedme ged of 
matinée girls, makes himself suddenly 
frightful—a grisly peasant insicad of a court- 
ly genmtieman—malevolent monster with 
sirangling hands instead of a hercic fighter 
with a sword to rescue a lady in distress. I 
can conceive that even on actor may tire of 
giving a continuous beauty show and long 
for a respite in ugliness; and an ambitiog 
in Hackett to distinguish himself by an Irv« 
ing kind of achievement, as Mansfield has, 
is laudable, but he should wait to get the 
desired role in a good piay. Of course, he 
thought he had found the opportunity fn 
“The House of Silence,’ ard he kept on 
thinking so after a trial performance in 
Pittsburg last year should have developed 
its ludicrous worthlegseness. But what did 
sooty Pittsburg Know about dramatic art or 
literature? He would appeal to New York, 
Su he presented the play here and was ridi- 
culed by a friendly audience. 

A brisk start is made by Hackett tn “ The 
Tiouse of Silence’ as an unsightly gardener, 
who throws his master over a precipice, go 
that the young widow—lovely in the person 
of Mary Mannering—may be left with him 
defenseless in a secluded and reputedly 
haunted old house, and at the ezid there is 
a rousing climax, when Hackett chokes Ed- 
win Arden almost to death for loving Mary, 
and is about to mow both down with a ecythe, 
but HNghtning strikes the blade and inflicts a 
death penalty by electrocution. Now, al- 
though Hackett is being jabbed With pens 
and spattered with ink for his acting of this 
monomaniac, I believe his abhorrent chare 
acterization is skillful. The reason for his 
artistic flasco is that two hours and a half 
of words without deeds separate his two 
crimes. And the words, by Herman Knick- 
erbocker Viele, besides falling to carry fcr- 
ward the interest at first raised, are utter 
besh, arranged pretentiously in metrical sen- 
tences of grandiloquence. That puerility 
was what turned the audience from covert 
to open guying. 
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Here is an illustration. Hackett quit the 
silent house’s walled garden to do an errand 
and returned to see, through the grated gate, 
Arden and Mary sweethearting. He would 
have assailed the intruder with flendish fury, 
tut he had carelessly left the key in the lock, 
Arden had turned it, and Hackett was shut 
out. The conditions seemed favorable for 
a strong dramatic climax for the third act. 
The scenic investiture was picturesque with 
a rising storm tossing the leaves of the trees. 
Arden and Mary, seated on a rustic bench, 
behaved like as romantic a pair as ever were 
seen on any stage. Hackett raged and 
wrenched at the bars of the gate like a mad- 
man in a cell, But all went to waste be- 
cause the of the play was ridicu- 
lous. If this baffling of the man-monster 
had been a joke in a farce the audience 
couldn't have laughed more.

Let a man imagine himself with these feelings of 
intense bliss and enormously increased power floating 
in the sea of living light, surrounded by every con- 
ceivable variety of loveliness in color and form—the 
whole changing with every wave of thought that he 
sends out from the mind, and being as he presently 
discovers, only the expression of his thought in the 
matter of the plane and in its elemental essenee. For

Places Shell Around Mind-Body. 


If the visitor wishes to carry his analysis of the 
plane still further and discover what it would be when 
entirely undisturbed by the thought or conversation 
of any of its inhabitants, he can do so by forming 
round himself a huge shell, through which none of 
these influences can penetrate, and then, holding his 
own mind perfectly still, examining the conditions 
which exist inside his shell.

HY the full moon in winter is brighter 
than in the summer, why the winter is 
cold, and, above all, why the mysteriously 
colder winters and the more mysterious 
sudden cold snaps fall to the freezing lot 
Pxey @ of earth dwellers are now the themes for 

OE] erudite astronomical meditation. 

Winter has the most brilliant and abun- 
dant moonlight because the full moon in the winter 
months is a great deal higher than in summer, and it 
remains longer above the horizon. Everyone probably 
has noticed that a midwinter full moon is always high 
in the sky, while a midsummer full moon is always 
low. 

The reason is simple. The full moon is always at a 
spot in the heavens directly opposite to the place of the 
sun. In midwinter the sun is low, about twenty-two 
and a half degrees below the equator so that at noon 
it crosses the meridian low down in the south, and 
because it is so far south it rises late and sets early, 
thus making the days short. But since the full moon must 
always be just opposite the sun it follows that in mid- 
winter when the sun crosses the meridian at noon low 
down towards the horizon, the full moon will cross it at 
midnight high up towards the zenith, for the winter sun 
being twenty-three and a half degrees south of the 
equator, the winter full moon will be on the average 
twenty-three degrees north of it. 

This its all pictured in 
the diagram. Here the 
earth is in the middle with 
the full moon on one side 
high above the plane of 
the equator towards the 
north, while the sun, as 
the direction of its rays 
shows, is below the equa- 
tor far down towards the 
south. The sun is larger 
than the earth and far 
away, and its rays fall 
parallel all over that half 
the globe which faces 
them, but the moon, is 
smaller than the earth ané 
compartively near, and so 
its rays are not parallel 
everywhere.

Lowest Heaven Is Described. 


The lowest heaven has for its principal character- 
istic that of affection for family or friends, unselfish, 
of course, but usually somewhat narrow. One of the 
first persons Mr. Leadbeater encountered in heaven was 
a mother who had died about twenty years ago 
and left behind her two sons, to whom she was geeply 
attached. Naturally they were the most prominent 
figures in her heaven, and quite naturally, too, she 
thought of them as she had left them. The love which 
she thus poured out ceaselessly upon these mental im- 
ages was really acting as a beneficent force showered 
down upon the grown up men in this physical world. 

Along these lines only is conscious communication 
possible between those still imprisoned in the physical 
body and those who have passed into this celestial 
realm. A soul may be shining out gloriously through 
his image in a friend’s heaven life, and yet in his mani- 
festations through the physical body on earth that 
friend may be entirely unconscious: of all this, and so 
may suppose himself, unable to communicate with his 
departed friend.

che dominant characteristic of the second heaven 
may be said to be anthropomorphic religious devotion. 
This phase of devotion which consists essentially in 
the perpetual adoration of a personal deity must be 
carefully distinguished from those still higher forms 
which find their expression in performing some def- 
inite work for the deity’s sake. Some of the most 
characteristic examples of this plane are to be found 
among women, who indeed form a large majority of 
its inhabitants. A quaint and pretty little example 
of the heaven life of a child, aged seven, showed him 
occupied in retnacting in the heaven world the relig- 
ious stories which his Irish nurse had told him down 
here, and, best of all, he loved to think of himself as 
playing with the infant Jesus, helping him to make 
those clay sparrows which the power of the Christ 
child is fabled to have brought to life and caused to fly. 

The chief characteriatic of the third heaven may be 
defined as devotion, expressing itself in active work. 
The Christian on this plane, for example, instead of 
merely adoring his Savior, would think of himself as 
going out into the world to work for him. It is espe- 
clally the plane for the working out of great schemes 
and designs unrealized on earth—of great organiza- 
tions inspired by religious devotion and usually hav- 
ing for their purpose some philanthropic object. On 
this plane the higher type of sincere and devoted mis- 
sionary activity finds expression.

Four Divisions in Fourth Heaven. 


The fourth heaven Mr. Leadbeater arranges into 
four main divisions—unselfish pursuit .of spiritual 
knowledge, high philosophic or scientific thought, lit- 
erary or artistic ability exercised for unselfish pur- 
poses, and service for the sake of service. We find 
here many of those nobler and more unselfish thinkers 
who seek insight and knowledge only for the purpose 
of enlightening and helping their fellows. 

Here we find all our greatest musicians; Mozart, 
Beethoven, Bach, Wagner, and others are still flooding 
the heaven world with harmony far more glorious 
even than the grandest which they were able to pro- 
duce when on earth. It seems as if a great stream of 
divine music poured into them from higher regions 
and was, as it’ were, specialized by them and made 
their own to be sent forth through all the plane in a 
great tide of melody which adds to the bliss of all 
around. 

Those who are functioning in full consciapaness 
in the heaven world will clearly hear and fully ap- 
preciate this magnificent outpouring. 

Here also- was one of earth’s failures—for the 
tragedy of the earth life leaves strange marks even in 
the heavenly places.

southern horizon and as far above the plane of the 
equator as the sun was below it. Moreover, the winter 
full moon, like the summer sun, rises early and sets 
late, and so we get the benefit both of its height and of 
its long stay above the horizon. For this reason the 
light of the full moon is brighter in winter and there 
is more of it. 

But when the moon is either new or old, it must be 
on the same side of the earth as the sun is, and almost 
between the earth and the sun. It follows that in the 
winter the new and the old moon will be as far below 
the equator as the sun is, and consequently we see leas 
of the old and the new moon in winter than in sum- 
mer; although when the winter moon has moved round 
opposite to the sun and become full we see more of it 
than we do in summer. And, of course, it is the full 
moon that counts for most because it gives the most 
light.

Full Moon All the Winter. 


At the north pole the moon is full all the winter 
through. The south pole sees the sun all the time, and 
the north pole, buried in perpetual night, gets a sort 
of perpetual moonlight, although it does not last un- 
broken for six months. It never sees the old or new 
moon but it is Wathed for a fortnight at a time in bril- 
liant moonlight while the moon passes from first quar- 

ter through the full phase 
to last quarter. In the 
summer things are exact- 
ly reversed.

with the atmospheric upsetting. For this reason the 
total solar eclipse of August was most universally 
interesting because it shed new light on the nature 
of the sun from which a ‘clew may be got to the man- 
ner in which solar disturbances react upon the earth. 

It is as yet too soon to speculate on all the results 
which may follow from the observations which were 
possible, but there was never yet a time when the in- 
formation wished was so critically important as now, 
since science has made itself responsible for the inti- 
mation that the sun gives evidence of failing powers. 
Everybody knows that life on earth depends wholly 
upon the energy supplied from the sun. If that supply 
becomes irregular or is in danger of failing, the fact is 
out of all comparison the most important thing science 
can investigate or man’s reason discuss.

ls Sun Losing Its Heat? 

With sun spot reflections come interesting recollec- 
tions of the summer of 1903. The summer was cold. 
People at country resorts shivered before blazing fires 
and wondered why the sunshine was lukewarm. When 
they jestingly remarked that the sun must be getting 
aweary and neglecting his work, they struck honje to the 
truth. As Prof. Langley has shown, the sun did behave 
like a cold and lifeless fire. 

About the close of March, 1903, and while some great 
spots were on the sun the solar radiation suddenly fell 
away about 10 per cent. The result was a strange chill 
that fell allover the northern hemisphere. The sun rays 
seemed weak and surprisingly ineffective. Observations 
gathered from no iess 
than eighty - nine dif- 
ferent stations scattered 
over Europe, America, and 
Africa, showed everywhere 
a notable deficiency in 
heat. The average tem- 
perature dropped several 
degrees below the normal. 

If this had continued in- 
definitely the temperature 
ef the whole earth would 
have fallen perhaps thir- 
teen degrees and many 
delicate forms of life suf- 
fered fatal injuries. Fort- 
unately it did not con- 
tinue. The solar rays 
slowly regained their 
wonted power, although 
there were other indica- 


. tions of temporary weak- 


ening afterward. When the facts are collected and 
compared it‘ may possibly turn out that there is evi- 
dence of yet another weakening of the sun’s radiation. 

Now. the clearest indications of the variability of the 
sun are afforded by the sun spots. Not only is the pres- 
ence of these vast dark patches on the glowing disk a 
thing which in itself might naturally be expected to 
affect the amount of light and heat radiated from the 
sun, but the disturbing forces in the sun to which the 
spots are due must also powerfully influence the tem- 
perature and the radiant power of the solar globe, some- 
what as an uprush of heated vapors in a mass of boil- 
ing liquid will give rise to a gush of heat, followed per- 
haps by a sudden fall of temperature.

Sun Clouds Add to Cold. 


But the sun spots are not the only indexes to the dis- 
turbances from which the solar globe suffers. Around 
the sun there are immense clouds of faintly luminous 
matter, which may be composed of gases, or of meteoric 
dust, or of both. These clouds produce the remarkable 
appearance called the solar corona, the most brilliant 
and awe inspiring feature of a total eclipse, and it is 
hoped that the instruments, far more powerful than 
ever before employed for such a purpose, may enable 
astronomers and physicists to deduce the manner in 
which the disturbances in the sun affect its immediate 
surroundings. In the picture is seén the new great sun 
spot, a hole big enough to drop our earth into without 
grazing the sides.

Surely down here 
also the world of which a person is sensible is never 
the whole of the outer world but only so much of it 
as his senses, intellect, education enable him to take 
in. What does he know as a rule even of the more 
recondite physical facts which surround him and meet 
him at every step he takes? The truth is that here as 
in his heaven life he lives.in a world which is largely 
of his own creation. He does not realize it elther 
there or here, but that is only because of his own ig- 
norance, because he knows no better. 

Is it said that in the heaven world a man takes his 
thoughts for real things? He is quite right; they are 
real things and on this, the thought plane, nothing but 
thought can be real.

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Summer. 


It has been mathematically demonstrated as a conse- 
quence of the varying inclination of the sun's rays at 
different times of the year, that of the total amount of 
heat received by the earth in the course of a year, 43 
per cent is received during the summer and 37 per cent 
during the winter. There is another thing, however, 
that tends to rob the sun's rays of their heating power 
in the winter time and adds to the effect of their low 
slope. It is the fact recently pointed out by Prof. Ser- 
viss that when the sun is low in the sky its rays hav® 
to pass a greater distance through the air before reach- 
ing the ground, and so some of the heat is lost by at- 
mospheric absorption. That is the reason it is cool early 
in the morning of a hot summer's day. The sun’s rays 
have a great deal of atmosphere to penetrate when it 
is yet near the horizon. The effect would be the same 
late in the afternoon but for the fact that the heat re- 
ceived by the ground and the lower strata of air during 
the midday blaze is stored up, and only gradually radi- 
ates away as the sun goes down.

Stored Heat Source of Comfort. 


We see the same effect manifesting itself at the be- 
ginning of the winter. The earth becomes thoroughly 
warmed by the long continued heat of summer, and this 
supply of heat is not immediately lost at the opening of 
winter. It laste so long that the sun has reached its 
greatest southern declination and has begun to return 


north again from the winter solstice before the greatest’ 


cold is felt by us. 

So, too, In the spring the 
earth has been so com- 
pletely chilled the sun 
cannot heat up again to 
the full summer tempef- 
ature until after he has 


reached his greatest 


northern declination and 


has begun to move south 


once more from the sum- 


mer solstice. 


It is as well to know the 


cause of these cold weather 


snaps, but science has to 
go perhaps a _  consider- 
ably greater distance in 
finding out how to regu- 
late them. ‘But the moon’s

INCINNATI is awaiting the coronation of 
its new social queen, who is to rule from 
her court at Rookwood, one of the most 
beautiful historic mansions in America. 
“Princess Alice,” the president’s daugh- 
ter, when she weds Nicholas Longworth 
will become mistress of the grand old 

. pal mansion, with its treasures of art, that 
stands on the hills overlooking the Ohio river at Cin- 
cinnati, as well as of the beautiful Longworth home in 
Washington and the cottage at Bar Harbor. 

But the “home” of all the Longworths is Rook- 
wood. No matter what grand palaces they may build 
or cottages they may rear by the seaside “ Rookwood,” 
the great estate at Cincinnati, will be “home.” 

For three generations the great, rambling gray 
structure has been the center of Cincinnati society, 
and Mrs. Nick Longworth will hold social sway over 
the city as the women of the Longworth family have 
from the beginning when the first Nicholas brought 
riches and laid the foundation of the Longworth for- 
tune, which now is estimated at scores of millions of 
dollars. 

“ Rookwood ”"—the home—is' one of the most in- 
teresting as well as one of the most beautiful houses 
in the country, and its chief beauty lies not in.its ivy 
covered walls, its quaint old English style of archi- 
tecture, but in its location, or in the manner in which 
it blends with the grandeur of the surroundings. 
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Splendid Site of Her Future Home. 


Winding its way along the bluff overlooking the 
majestic sweep of the Ohio river, giving glimpses of 
the giant palisades on the Kentucky side of the river, 
crossing sheer precipices, and winding down irito the 
wooded ravines that cut great gashes in the hills, goes 
the Grandin road, Cincinnati’s most beautiful boule- 
vard. 

Long ago, in. the days before Clifton was dis- 
covered by wealthy Cincinnatians, when Avondale was 
a hamlet, the social leaders of the city built their 
homes along the Grandin read, crowning the hill tops 
with beautiful homes. And, far ont, near the eastern 
end of the great boulevard, Joseph Longworth built 
the homestead which now is the property of Con- 
gressman Nicholas Longworth, whose bride Alice 
Roosevelt is to be. 

And there the Longworth women have ruled so- 
ciety. There Mrs. Bellamy Storer, who was Joseph 
Longworth’s daughter, lived until she became thei 
bride of the lawyer-diplomat. Then, in her stead, Mrs. 
Nicholas Longworth, mother of Congressman Long- 
worth, held sway until her daughters, Clara and Nan, 
became the social leaders, and when “Nan” married 
Buckner Wallingford and her sister became the bride 
of count de Chambrun, who now is one of France's 
representatives at Washington, Mrs. Longworth con* 
tinued her duties as the recognized leader of Cincin- 
nati’s 400, which numbers about sixty, according to 
her invitation list. 
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Modeled on English Country Home. 


. Rookwood stands almost in the center of extensive, 
heavily wooded hilly grounds. The house is massive 
in construction, the style of architecture being adapted 
from an old English country home. It rambles over a 
great space of ground, being but two stories high, with 
a heavy square tower. The Mouse faces east, with the 
conservatories and greenhouse extending far back 
towards the big stables. 

It is of brick and stone and now is gray with age, 
and its wide porches and porticos are heavily draped 
in ivy. The windows are deep set and wide. 

At the front is a porch extending almost the width 
of the house itself,,and the great double doors at the 
entrance open into a wide hallway with hugh, high 
ceilinged parlors at either side. The stairs ascend 
directly from the hallway to the second floor, and 
along the walls hang the portraits of the Longworths 
done in oil by famous painters—Nicholas, Joseph, Nich- 
olas, and Nicholas, the four generations that have 
helped make Cincinnati. 

But the real treasures of Rookwood.are beyond 
the parlors, reception rooms, and libraries—in the 
great galleries that form the wing of the house. 
These were specially constructed by Joseph Longworth 
to hold the art treasures of the family an@ the famous 
paintings that he collected, and since his time other 
members of the family have added to the collection, 
now one of the greatest private collections in Amer- 
ica. In three things have the Longworths been noted— 
in the law, in art, and in society. 


a st 
Gems in the Art Collection. . 


The galleries are practically separated from the 
house itself, and are lighted Yrom the roof. In them 
are the works of many American artists, but the 
gems of the collection are German and Dutch, and 
these pictures were purchased by Joseph Longworth. 
The most famous works of Achenbach hang in one 
group, there are two Van Dycks, some Whistler por- 
traits, a Rembrandt, but the most noted painting is the 
“Old Age and Childhood” by Knaus of Dusseldorf. 

The collection of ceramics, which was made chiefly 
by Mrs. Storer, is admittedly the best private collection 
in the United States, and possibly in the world. One 
entire room is devoted to them. 

The great beauty of the estate, however, is in the 
-extensive grounds. The Longworths always have been 
great lovers of flowers, and the original Nicholas, one 
of the quaintest and most eccentric millionaires of the 
United States, was the pioneer of floriculture in the 
west. The descendants of rare roses that he brought 
west in the early days of Cincinnati and reared in his 
gardens around his holise in the heart of the city now 
bloom in the big greenhouses behind the Rookwood 
house. 

The trees around Rookwood stand as in the orig- 
inal forest, and from a distance the estate appears like 
an unbrokén forest. The beeches and elms and oaks 
stand as they did when the white men first came to 
build a block house on the hillside to the west. The 
carriage way, winding through valleys and over hills, 
runs back from the Grandin road through a grove of 
elms and oaks to the clearing where the house stands 
among its greeneries and gardens. 
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Glimpses of River Through the Trees. 

The beauty of the situation of the home is great. 
Through the trees that cover the entire estate except 
where spaces have been cleared for lawns or gardens, 
houses, or the stables, one can catch glimpses of the 
bluff, below which the majestic river starts its wide 
semi-circular sweep that carries it half around the 
city. Across the river are the sheer, wood crested 
palisades of the Kentucky side, crowned near the top 
by a fort. 

Towards the city rise the hills; and on one of them 

,is the pottery where some of the finest ceramic work in

the world is done. Northward, or to the northeast, the 
hills begin to drop away towards another river that 
flows into the Ohio there, and the view from the house 
in that direction is one of the grandest of all. 

Exteriorly the mansion has been left unchanged, al- 
though the interior has been modernized, and many 
extensions made to the conservatories and the green- 
houses. 

Just now, however, Rookwood is being overhauled 

to receive its new mistress and in preparation for the 
gayeties that will follow the home coming. 
“ie changes are being made, for, to the Long- 
worths, any remodeling of Rookwood would be dese- 
cration, but the living rooms are being redecorated, 
and a separate suite prepared for the bride. 

The great music room, with its treasures of art, 
is being brightened, and the entire mansion over- 
hauled and made gayer for the coming of the bride, 
for when the new mistress comes to Rookwood a new 
era in Cincinnati society will open. 

There will be fétes and festivities more brilliant, 
perhaps, than the old home ever has Known, and, be- 
sides, Rookwood again will have political significance. 
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Women Bring Social Renown. 

The Longworth men all have won fame to some 
extent by their own merits independent of their 
wealth, for they have done things and made reputa- 
tions at the law. But the social renown of the family 
has depended upon the women. From the time of Nich- 
olas the first they have married brilliant and beauti- 
ful women, and the daughters have mated brilliantly. 
They are related to almost all the “old” families of 
Cincinnati, so Miss Roosevelt will find a host of 
“cousins” when she becomes mistress of Rookwood. 

She has visited the old home, and expressed herself 
as delighted with it and charmed with the “cousins” 
to be. For the family is intermarried with Ken- 
tuckians, and in Kentucky they count cousins even 
to the tenth generation. 

Miss Roosevelt when she visited Cincinnati was 
the guest of Mrs. “ Buck” Wallingford, who is Con- 
gressman Longworth’s sister, and at a dinner that 
William Ramsay gave in her honor she met most of 
her future cousins—the Harrisons and the Herrons, 
the Andersons, the Ingalls, Holmes, Groesbecks, Hollis- 
ters, Warringtons, Paxtons, and Shorts—who are all 
connected in some way with the Longworths. And 
Mrs. Longworth, her future mother-in-law, entertained 
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for her at Rookwood, and gave Cincinnati an oppor- 
tunity to see the future Mrs. Longworth.

Ancestors Helped Make Cincinnati. 

Congressman Longworth comes of a stock that has 
helped make Cincinnati, a family that has been dis- 
tinguished for over 100 years in the social and finan- 
cial life of the city. Every one in Cincinnati who 
knows him calls him “Nick,” which is’ about as good 
a testimonial of popularity as it is possible to get. His 
father was Nicholas Longworth—no one é¢alled him 
“Nick” because he was a judge and too dignified for 
that, but he was one of the great patrons of art, and 
it was due im great part to his love of art that the 
famous Rookwood potteries were established to make 
Cincinnati famous. 

“Nick's” grandfather was Joseph Longworth, a 
lawyer, who found real estate more profitable and 
traveling more pleasurable than the law. He it was 
who collected most of the famous paintings that now 
fill the art galleries at Rookwood. 

The great-grandfather was Nicholas the first, who 
perhaps was the most famous and eccentric man Cin- 
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cinnati ever produced. He was a lawyer, like all his 
line, but he preferred real estate, and it was he who, 
investing an already comfortable fortune in land, 
which was then inordinately cheap, laid the founda- 


tion of the fortune which has became 80 great. 


The first Nicholas liked plants and flowers, just 
as did his son Joseph, who built the famous old house 
on the Grandin road and set out the great gardens and 
lawns that now form the principal beauty of Rook- 
wood. 

The first Longworth home was down on Pike 
street, then the abode of the wealthy, and he em- 
ployed eastern gardeners and reaped a wealth of rare 
flowers from ‘his gardens and greenhouses at a time 
when no one else in Cincinnati had a flower.

Founder Had Keen Sense of Humor, 


He was eccentric, and his peculiarities gave rise 
to a wealth of good stories. Stern, forbidding in 
aspect, he really had a keen sense of thumor—one that 
even permitted him to laugh at himself. He Was no- 


toriously the worst and most carelessly dressed man 
in Cincinnati, 
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pottery. An artist and an enthusiast over ceramics, 
she discovered the method of glazing and tinting pot- 
tery, and began the work herself. Then she estab- 
lished the beautiful works in the building on the sum- 
mit of Mount Adams, which overlooks the city, and 
maintained it. The new art ceramic she named “ Rook- 
wood,” after the family estate. 

As for “ Nick ’’"—he is one of the best fellows in the 
world. He was in the law, and later in politics, and 
went to congress with a record majority. 

“Young Nick” has been one of the best known 
men of Cincinnati since boyhood. He knew almost 
eyerybody, and almost everybody knew him.

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Joseph Longworth was a great traveler, and really 
more of an artist than a lawyer. He magnified the 
family fortunes by real estate deals, and traveled 
much, bringing home to Rookwood the fruits of his 
visits to European galleries. His son Nicholas, better 
known as “Judge” Longworth, also was a great trav- 
eler and a patron of art. 

One of the best known of the Longworths is Maria 
Longworth Storer, the aunt of Nicholas Longworth, 
who is the wife of Bellamy Storer, who served the 
United States as minister and ambassador in Europe.

She was one of the founders of Cincinnati's famous 
art institute, being associated with her father, Joseph 
Longworth, in planning ‘that institution, he being the 
real founder of the institute and art school in Eden 


park. She aided him in collecting paintings, and after 
his death she established the now famous Rookwood 


he ’ 
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and his money, with his socially powerful mother and 
sisters behind him, he went to Washington, and at once 
assumed a place in the front ranks of society. He 
went where common congressmen are not expected 
and to few other places except to the house. 

Then he met Miss Roosevelt. 

Nicholas Longworth, with Miss Cassini, daughter 
of the count, and Miss Roosevelt became the leader 
of the younger set tn Washington society, and there 
was gossip that the girls were jealous of each other. 
Indeed it was said that Miss Cassini publicly snubbed 
Miss Roosevelt because of Longworth. 

But the rivalry, if it ever existed, ended when Miss 
Roosevelt and Mr. Longworth became fellow-members 
of Secretary Taft's junket to the Philippines. 

For months they traveled together in that party, 
and soon after they returned came the visit to Cin- 
cinnati, and then, after a time, the announcement that 
the Princess Alice was to become Mrs. Longworth, the 
mistress of the Longworth millions and of Rookweod. 
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HE following paragraph is taken 
from a paper in a large western 
city and properly opens this tale 
of mystery: 

“ The police of the Secénd pre- 
cinct came upon a strange case 
of suicide in the rooming house district of the 
north side last night. Willingham Con- 
stance, an old. Englishman who lived alone 
in a little room on Atlantic street was found 
dead on his bed, a knife buried to the hilt in 
his breast. Evidently, after having stabbed 
himself, the suicide; fearful lest some inno- 
cent person be suspected and punished for 
his death, had dipped the forefinger of his 
right hand in his own blood and had written 
on the bed covér, in a weak, scrawling hand: 
‘ Willingham Constance killed me.’ The use 
of his formal name under such circum- 
stances the police believe was due to the de- 
lirium which seized him as death approached. 
The authorities took charge of the body as 
it is not known that he had any relatives or 
acquaintances.”’ 
This was also the view of the matter that 
the coroner’s jury took. A verdict of suicide 
was returned. But both the police and the 


| Jury were in the wrong, for it was no case 


of suicide that occurred on that night, andit 
was not Willingham Constance who died 
there on the bed. Here ig the true story in 
full: 

Willingham Constance was a doomed man. 
The Sons of: Freedom at their headquarters 
more than a year before. In common with 
other anarchistic societies the Sons of Free- 
dom had many dark and grewaome secrets 
hidden among them, and once a man had en- 
tered their iniquitious foldé and had gained 
their confidence, he was in a position to send 
several men to the gallows anda score more 
to prison. Of course the man who taok ad- 
vantage of his knowledge of these secrets 
and turned them over to the authonities 
risked his life every minute, for the gocéety 
had only one code of punishment for those 
who played the spy on it—death. 

And this is what Willingham Constance 
haddone. He had played the spy and played 
it so successfully that the amarchists had 
sentenced him to die. Constance was a 
younger son, and as so often is the case with 
younger sons in England, he had gone astray. 
Possibly he was not bad at heart to begin 
with, but years of roaming around the world, 
and living by his wits, had made him thor- 
oughly bad and careless of life and honor. 
At first he cheated at cards when playing 
with friends. For this he was ostracized 
and went out into the world, first to Aus- 
tralia, later to America, and@ still later tothe 
capitals of continental Europe where there 
are always fat pickinge for unscrupulous 
blackguards who have the polish and man- 
ners of a gentleman. He. had killed a fellow 
gambler in Australia, helped roband murder 
a miner in one of the western states, and he 
had gone to Brussels to hide and to make 
a living in his usual manner. There it was 
that he had come into contact with the an- 
archists, and then the idea of entering their 
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society, securing possession of their secrets, 
and imparting the information to the police, 
who were always giad to secure and pay for 
such stuff, was conceived in Constance’s 
mind. He needed the money badly, and the 
work was much akin to other work which 
he had done, for, although he was a thorough 
blackguard, the man was imbued with a 
courage that would have made his name fa- 
mous had he applied it to fighting in one of 
his country’s regiments. A few weeks after 
his advent in Brussels he became one of the 
anarchists. 

In a cheap café in one of the most vicious 
quarters of the city the society was accus- 
tomed to hold its meetings and it was here 
that Constance was taken into the fold, after 
having sworn to all the oaths in the society’s 
code of initiation. After this he was a blood 
brother and qualified to sit in the councils 
and listen to the innermost secrets of the 
past, present, and future. 

In this manner he soon became invaluable 
to the Brussels police. His inner knowledge 
of the workings of tae society soon enabled 
the authorities to begin a crusade which re- 
sulted in the arrest of the most notorious 
anarchists in Europe, men who had fled from 
other countries and were hiding in Brus- 
sels. So consistent were these arrests that 
the society soon began to suspect that it had 
a traitor inits midst. Naturally they began 
to watch Constance, he being the latest ad- 
dition to their ranks, and it was not long be- 
fore they discovered that it was he who was 
betraying their brethren to the hated police 
The discovery spelled death for Constance, 
One night as he entered the café he saw 
that the members of the society were all 
there before him. He knew that he was dis- 
covered when they rose as one man, and with 
clenched fists hurle@at him the words: ‘‘ The 
spy—kill him!’’ 

Constance, ever ready for an emergency, 
stepped back and drew a reyolver. A man 
behind him knocked the revolver from his 
hands and he stood forth, unarmed and 
helpless, before his accusers. He protested 
vigorously that he was innocent, that it was 
some one else who was revealing the society’s 
secrets, but the rest merely laughed at him. 
They had tried him and they knew. Con- 


| Stance had faced death before, and now he 
| faged it without a tremor. He threw out 
' his arms and told them to stick their knives 


into his heart and be done with it. As he 
stood thus some one felled him from behind 
with a blackjack and he fell to the floor. 
But Constance had a thick skull and he was 
not even unconscious as he laid there; he 
was shamming. So successfully did he sham 
that the anarchists took up his supposed 
corpse, carried it to a nearby pond and cast 
it into the water, congratulating themselves 
upon the ease with which they had got rid 
of such a dangerous meddiler. Constance 
lay with his nose projected behind the leayes 
of a water plant until they weregone. Then 
he pulled himself out of the water, made his 
way back to the hotel, changed his clothes, 


and within an hour was on a train which.
